Germany. 
Bebliit, May ' 30.— Last year $&673,S0O 
worth of sugar was exported to America 
from the consular jurisdiction of Berlih 
during the quarter ended March 31. Dur- 
ing the corresponding quarter of* this year 
not one pound or sugar was exported. The 
German merchants and producers wish 'to 
sell, but no buyer appears. The American 
sugar ; trust is purposely keeping away 
from .the German markets in order to 
"bear" the raw products. The trust 
hopes: to* huy the German stock 
of sugar very cheaply in tbe .end. 
The German merchants and producers on 
the other hand nope and believe, that the 
Americans will eventually be forced, to 
come into the mm fcet and that in such an 
event prices will rise rapidly. Should this 
proveto bathe case -the price of refined 
suear would naturally go up in the United 
States. There is talk of German capital 
starting refineries in San Francisco and 
handling the Sandwich Island sugar in op* 
position to the trust.

The proseoutors are 
jubilant be'eauso they have all that they de- 
manded, They are satisfied and wilt return 
to'Now York to renew their work, though 
they disclaim that they have any "zeal" In 
the matter. Tho position of the conserva-

In conversation Dr. Btlgf-s colled atten- 
tion to the anomalous 'position which h 
occupied In the appeal case. The Veal de-

A KINGDOM DESTROYED. 

Basis for a FoMlbta Anglo-French Bow 
in Eatt Africa, 
Pabis, May 30.— The Catholic Missionary 
Review publishes an official report of the 
recent missionary-troubles in East Africa.; 
Accordint: to this report the Catholic king- 
dom ' of Uganda was destroyed and the 
king, bishop aud seventeen missionaries 
were driven out by Protestant natives, sup-, 
ported by British agents. Tho Protestants, 
armed with rifles given * them by Capt. Lu- 
gard, bombarded the Catholic mission and 
set fire to it, the doctor and a Catholicchief 
being killed.

Each state elects 
its presidential electors by a popular 
vote— I he electors elected, constitut- 
ing the "electoral College"' assemble 
and cast their ballots for the parly 
candidate mi whose ticket they 'were 
chosen. 1 f ;i state cast 100.000 
vi>tes for the Democrat, !>!).!)!(!) for 
the ItepuhMean'and <:<»,!)!!!) for the 
People's party.the votes of two-thirds 
of the people of that state arc lost 
and two thirds of the people must 
submit to the dictation uf the other 
third, having no voice in the choice 
of. president, merely an effort to die 
tale, and that is all. True, the elec- 
tors of each state are based, in num- 
ber, on the population, butat its. best 
this systenris an indirect one, awl as 
such always susceptible to a slight 

. perversion of the intents and purpos- 
es for which it was designed to sefve. 
It isgratifyiugtonote that of late 
this subject has been assuming -a 

ft prominence proportionate with it's 
importance. It is dillicult to per- 
ceive the motive that prompted the 
framers of the constitution to adopt 
this electoral system— unless it was 
as | embodying essentially the idea 
that so thoroughly permeated the 
convictions of the founders of theRe- 
public— the fullest independence that 
was practical or possible to each 
state, without severing the federal 
tie. Presidential contests grow 
more important, more intricate and 
intense, involving infinitely, greater 
interests,— and no doubt what satis- 
fied our forefathers would hardly do 
so now, did they live in this age, so 
widely different. The movement 
(though it has as yet secured no 
spout a niety) to secure the election of 
the president by the direct vo,te of 
the people, is almost unanimous with 
all parties, and its final success can 
bebut a matter of a short period, - 
wlien oncej its discussion becomes 
mure general. There, would be im- 
mediate and beneficial increase in 
the total vote ofthe country. In the 
Southern states that are. now "hope- 
lessly democratic." the republican 
mile would grow with the knowledge 
thai every vote cast would play its 
part in the choice of a chief execu- 
tive. The same rule would apj>Iy wi- 
the case .in those states that, now 
•■hopelessly republican. 1 ' present a 
desert in which to plant Democratic 
ballots. The reform once instituted, 
the American voter would foci that 
indeed he bad a voice in the choice 
of the. president, and he would not 
be slow in registering his decisions. 
The same arguments apply In. the 
case of U. S. Senators, who at present 
are. elected by state senators. These 
lawmakers are often not such as the 
people whom they are supposed to' 

■ represent, desire. Too often do they 
owe their positions fo the purchasa- 
ble ipialitics of the state Senators. 
These reforms area crying need of 
the present system of American 
government.

The announcement made; u- few d;;ys 
ago that the Canadian government*!* 
about to. engago itself in 'the "con- 
struction of a -ship canal 
connecting Lakes Huron' and 
Ontario. Is the first response 
which the dominion government 
gives to the avowal of a liberal policy 
on the part (ifcougra^Vwithrcferencc- 
to the waterways (if this eorfntry. 
There is no other project which has 
so important a hearing on tin; future 
Tour lalce commerce as this,- except 
alone that of connecting the. waters 
of Lake Ontario and those, of the 
Hudson river by ship canal. A glance 
at a map of the lake region, shows 
that the coustruction.of a ship canal 
over the territory from Toronto to 
Colllngwood would place such lake 
ports as Duluth, Port. Arthur and 
Marquette in a iMisition of great ad- 
vantage, oyer the more southerly 
ports, such as Chicago and Milwau- 
kee. It would, under an nnucunie 
irrungement of the two countries, 
bring the comnierccqf theXorthwcst 
closer to the Atlantic ocean by many 
hundred miles, would virtually put 
an end to the tratllc now carried on 
by the circuitous route of Lake Erie 
and Lake Huron and would avoid the 
dangerous St. Glair-flats. . "While the 
advantage to. the interior marine 
traffic ot Canada is not so apparent at 
first sight, and while that advantage 
would be almost wholly confined to 
Manitoba, it would nevertheless, ren- 
der access by American lake com- 
merce to this great Canadian high- 
way next to indispensable. "With an 
open highway for ships of heavy bur- 
den establiscd between Buffalo and 
New Yory ..the propose^ ship railway 
would give an immense impetus to 
the carrying trade of the Northwest 
and would leave the producers of this 
section wholly ihdependentof railway 
extortion. 

It is inevitable that the narrow 
isthmus which separates the waters 
of Georgian bay and those of Lake 
Ontario will. sooner or later be span- 
ned by some artifical agency of 
commerce. Were the territory 
which it embraces a portion of the 
United States, the . people of the 
Northwest would, we believe, befor 
this time have signified their de- 
mand for such a ship railway as is 
now proposed. But there is enough 
involved to Canadian commerce es- 
pecially inconnection with contem- 
plated improvements on this side of 
the border, to inake the project in 
the highest measure desinible and 
a necessary complement of^ee great 
system of canal improvements which 
Canada has already had the wisdom 
to Inaugurate.— St. Paul Dispatch,

But Dr. Talmase Improves the Oppor- 
tunity to Disalmso His Pooplo's 
Minds of the Idea. 



Brooklyn,— Special.' —Rev. Dr 
Talmage took for the subject of his 
sermon a single word of frequent oc- 
currence in the Bible, and whose 
meaning is but little understood. From 
it he drew a profoundly impressive 
description of the varied and ma- 
jestic purposes of certain parts 
of scripture, and a practi?aj 
leseons for Christians generally 
The text was Psalms lxi:4: "Selah." 
The majority of Bible readers look 
upon this word -as of no importance. 
They consider it superfluity, a mere 
filling in, n meaningless interjection, a 
useless refrain, an undefined echo. 
Selah! But I have to tell you that it 
is no scriptural accident. It occurs 
74 thin s in the book of PsalmB and 
3 times in thebookofHabahkuk. You 
must not charge this perfect book 
with 77 trivialities. Selah! It is an 
enthroned word. If, according to an 
old writer, some words are battles 
then this word is a Marathon, a 
Thermopylae, a. Gedan, a 'Waterloo. 
It is a word decisive, something for 
poot i.-. beauty, something? or grandeur, 
i nd something for eternal import, 
Through it rolls the thundering char- 
iots of"th« omnipotent God. 

1 take this word for my text be- 
cause I am so 1 often asked what is 
its meaning, or whether it has any 
meaning, at all. It has an .ocean ol 
meaning, from which I shall this 
morning dip up only four or five 
bucketfiils. - 1 will speak to you, so far 
as I have time; of the Selah of poetic 
significance, the Selah oi intermission, 
the Selah of emphasis and the Selah 
of perpetuity. 

Are you surprised that I speak ol 
the Selah ofpoetic significance? Surely 
the God who sapphired the heavens 
and made the earth.

Iron Rust and Flree, 

A writer in Iron saya that if oxide 
of iron is placed in contact with 
timber excluded from the atmosphere, 
and is subjected to a Blightly increased 
temperature, the oxide will part with 
its oxygen and be converted into-fine 
particles of metallic iron. 

These particles haveastrongaffinity 
for oxygen, and' if afterward exposed 
to the action of the atmosphere will- 
absorb oxygen sorapidly as to become 
suddenly red-hot. A sufficient quanity 
of such red-hot particles will produce 
a temperature far beyond the ignition 
point of dry timber. 

Whenever iron pipes are employed 
for the circulation of any heated 
medium, whether water, air or steam, 
and are allowed to become rusty in 
close contact with timber, it is only 
necessary for the particles of metallic 
iron to be exposed to the air — which 
may be done by the mere expansion 
or contraction of the pipes — in order- 
to start a flame. 

Many of the fires which occur so 
regnlariy at the beginning'of winter 
may be due to this unsuspected cause. 



A 130.000 Volt Tiranaformar. 
Messrs. Swlneburne and Companj 
gave recently a very interesting seria 
of experiments at the Crystal Palao 
Exhibition, In which a currentof ISO, 
000 volts was employed. Althougt 
this pressure is considerably less thai 
those obtained in the experiments o 
Tesla and Elihu Thompson, it is salt 
to be the highest pressure ever oh 
tained on the other side of the Atlan 
tic, from, the secondary of a tran. 
former of an ordinary type. 

The primary of this transformer 
which was of the "hedgehog" pattern 
carried 160 volts pressure, thecurrent 
being supplied by a Mordey alterna 
tor at 2,000 volts. This latter cur 
rent was transformed to 150 volts by 
a Btep-down "hedgehog" transformei 
and the switches placed in the Ion 
circuit, and then transformed up 
again to 130,000 volts. 

The experiments with vacuum tube* 
Bimilar to those of Sir. Tesla's were 
made, the tubes becoming lighted 
when placed near the wires. 

Pencils of slate were substituted foi 
the carbons in an arc lampand anarc 
was produced between them. 

A piece of roofing 8 1 rite would also 
permit the current to dischargeacross 
it and by its heating showed the cur- 
rent passed through it. The most im- 
portant of the experiments, however, 
was that in which the current was 
made to discharge through oil. 

In a discussion on the use of oil for 
insulation, Mr. Swinburne took the 
ground that oil is useless for this pur- 
pose when there is sufficient horse 
power behind the spark, and his ex- 
periments seem to justify this conclu- 
sion. 

The terminals from the transformer 
were immersed in a vessel of resin oil 
and when approached to about a 
quarter of an inch of each other adis- 
charge took place accompanied by a 
loudnoise. A sputtering name arose 
above the surfac. f the oil and con- 
tinued as long as the current was 
turned on. In thistheself-heah'ng pro- 
perties attributed to oil were not ap- 
parent to any degree, as the amount 
of current was jprobably sufficient to 
carbonize the oit in its path, making 
a sufficiently good conductor for cur- 
rents at that pressure. The current 
was also passed throuah * pieces of 
wood which burst into flames, and no 
insulation was found which did not 
break down when sufficient powerwas 
applied. The experiments flhow fur- 
ther that for such pressures the ques- 
tion of insulation is entirely unsolved. 
—Electricity, New York.

rlew Uses of Small Incandescent 
Lamps. 

Improvements in the methods of 
electric lighting and changes in their 
adaptation are now being made very 
rapidly. The old and fast "disappear- 
ing illuminant which our fathers con- 
sidered as the ultima thule of lighting 
has been put to many and varied 
uses; but they are as nothing when 
compared with the multifold duties 
which electric incandescent illumin- 
ation has been called upon to fulfil. 
The character of electric'illumination 
is fast changing. Instead of the large 
16 c. p. lamp, we can now have a 
number of smaller lamps of varying 
intensity bo distributed as to give the 
same amount of light, but more dif- 
fuse and agreeable and less obtru 
Bive. 

This change the Edison Electric 
Company has not been slow to rec- 
ognize. In its lamp works at Harri- 
son experiments have been under way 
for the past six or eight months, all 
pointing to the invention and perfec- 
tion of smaller lamps, which could ap- 
propriately be UBed for almost all re- 
quirements. The uses to which these 
small lamps can be put are too nu- 
merous to mention. Socketed in a 
wall bracket at the top of an imita- 
tion candle they simulate the flame of 
the wax light highly intensified. Stud- 
ded in numbers in the ceiling of some 
spacious ballroom they diffuse a soft 
radiance unattainable by any other 
means, or they can be concealed in 
flowers and under eaves in a table 
piece with exquisite effect. 

Those who have not carefully ob- 
served the effect of a liberal subdivi- 
sion of the lights used in the various

A correspondent of the Americai 
Architect describes the successfu 
working ol a novel fire-escape. If th' 
invention is what it aupears to be r 
is very ingenious, and likely to pror 
ofgreat benefit to mankind. A publn 
trial of it was made from the top o 
the new Masonic Temple at Chicago 
The pocket fire-escape consists off 
metallic tape one-quarter of an incl 
wide and a thirty-second of an incl 
thick, running on a steel reel which u 
fastened to a web belt passing about 
the wnist.

How to Raise ^Horse-Radish. 

Horae-radiBu can be planted either 
in fall or spring, it being on entirely 
hardy plant. The practice, however, 
is to plant in the BprJng,, and among 
those who make the moat of. their 
land, and crop every foot as much as 
it willearry, it ib placed on theground, 
for' example, as a second crop. The 
method is somewhat as follows: In 
the spring, where land is no object- 
or, as we said before, the fall will do— 
each set should be inserted in the 
ground with a dibble, so as to be just 
below the surface, the hole being made 
perpendi ul ir, and the Bet mode fast^ 
■byia.'back-tlK'ust of thedtbbje. . 
* If no other crop ib to be taken off, 
they should beset Bixteeninchesaparb 
each way in a hole ten or more inches 
deep. Ordinary cultivation. during the 
summer will by fall give a solid root- 
sometimes a half-pound weight. As a 
becond crop they are lined between 
early cabbage, or almost any other 
vegetable. 

The crop of cabbage for first use^ 18 
generally about'two feet- apart. Line 
out; a row every foot and plant the 
cabbage every alternate row. When 
this ib completed place horse-radish 
sets between. The early crop will 
have become nearly ready for the 
market before the horse-radish makes 
mucli of a stir, and by the time the 
cabbage or other crop comes, off, and 
the whole land is given up to horse- 
radish the latter is ready totakehold, 
and will bring nearly as good returns 
as if given the entire laud to perfect in. 

Of course, as all well know, this 
double cropping can only be done on 
good, well-manured soil , In many 
cases where ordinary field cultivation 
is depended upon, one crop will prob- 
ably_.be the better. This business of 
raising horse-radish in large quan- 
tities is move remunerative to those 
who havofarms near some large -vil- 
lage or city, as enormous quantities 
are sold in the fall to men who make 
a business of putting up in bottles 
this pleasant condiment, and shipping 
it to all parts of the world. It is now 
put up in vint'gar, but iC will not, 
however, keep very long. Hence it can 
not be treated as ordinary canned 
goods.

>.:- . About Rennet. 

A rennet ia at its beat when a 
healthy calf is between three and five 
days old, and has a stomach full of 
milk. Salting and stretching over a 
bow is better than to fill full of salt. 
None but the best and cleanest salt 
should ever touch it.' If stretched 
over a stick or filled with salt, hang 
it. in , a. pure, dry.air,. 30. that the 
Bkins do hot touch /each other/as they 
will mould if they do. Many believe 
the older they are, if kept dry and 
white, the stronger they are; but we 
don'J; know about that, but used 
them when dried to a crisp condition. 

When read^y to extract the rennet 
element from.them, soak them in wa- 
ter that has been boiled and cooled, 
with salt enough in it to keep the liq- 
uor from tainting, as it is an' animal 
substance and will taint nearly as 
quickly as fresh meat. Lukewarm 
water will -hasten the process, but in 
no case use water up to one hundred 
and twenty, . for that temperature 
ruins the rennet and makes the co- 
agulating element inert and worthless. 
Let the Bkins Boak a week or more, 
than handle and squeeze, getting as 
Btrong. liquor as possible from them; 
. thensettl.em again in more fresh water, 
and get liquor of less strencth, always 
bearing in mind to avoid weak eolu- 
tlonsas much as possible. Then mix 
the first and second tinctures, so that 
all will be of one strength. To purify 
the liquor* filter.it through layers of 
straw, clean gravel and charcoal, after 
having strained out all animal tissues 
by passing through cloth. 

' Be sure and have it salt enough to 
keep well; then put in jugs, or ■ well-

A'Boon for .Railway Traveller^

Sowing Oats Early. 
Of all crops grown on the fan 
eai'liiiess of sowing the seed is of more 
importance with oats, says an ex- 
change, than almost any other. Of 
course there is no advantage in sowing 
in the wind but as far as possible, ar- 
rangements should " he made so that" 
as soon ns the soil can be be worked 
into a good tilth in the spring the 
seeding should be - done. They will 
stand" considerable frost with much 
lesB injury than they will 'the hot sum- 
mer sun, and in very many cases a 
fair average crop will be secured' from 
the early seeding when late seeding, 
would prove almost a failure. 

One of our best farmers was' talking 
of this a day or two ojjo and he said 
that he had never tailed to grow a 
good crop of oats and he wassatisfied 
that tiie reason was largely due totho 
fact that he had made arrancenients 
ahead so as to get the work done early 
andhaviiigthesoil in agood tilth when 
the seeiliiii* was done. His plan is to 
plow the ground, if necessary, in the 
fall, ruu out the furrows so as 
to secure good drainage, get the seed 
ready and everything in good shape 
so as to puBh the work as rapidly as 
possible. As soon as the soil is suffi- 
ciently dry to work well it is gone 
over with a disk harrow, followed with 
a| spring tooth cultivator with a 
broadcast seeder attachment- that 
sows the oats and works them into 
the Boil. This in turn is followed bya 
good smoothingharrow that not only 
fines the soil but 'leaves the Biirface in 
good tilth. Having plenty of teams 
the work is all done at once, and from 
eight. to ten acres a day is put in this 
way. The seeding being done early, 
the plants soon make a sufficient 
growth to fully shade the soil, and 
after the weaiher gets hot and often 
dry the plants are much less affected 
than when sown later. ' ' . 

In localities subject to drouth, giv- 
ing the plants a good opportunity to 
get well established before hot weath- 
er sets in is an important item, and 
oats is no exception. In order to 
make oats a profitable crop it is very 
necessarytosecure a good growth and 
yield and every advantage should be 
taken to secure this, and early seeding 
with the soil in a good tilth is one of 
the importat items in this. 

Feed a Little Corn. 
The most profitable disposition 
that the farmer can now make of a 
portion of the corn cribbed up on the 
place is *o feed it to the young cattle. 
The crilieai period in their existence is 
from now until they go on to grass in 
May. Young cattle that are wintered 
without a grain ration are usually 
illy prepared for the change from hay 
to grass. Corn stalks and hay, under 
favorable. cjjndiiioQs, mjvv answer for 
matured animals, but for the young 
tilings it is not sufficient to hold them 
tip in strength and vigor. . . 

1 The changeable weather of early 
spring makes it imperative thnt the 
stock not only receive the strengthen- 
ing influence of the grain feed, but the 
protection afforded by good BhedUingj- 
if satisfactory resnlts are to be hod:

Death of a Woman Who Took Part 
In Walker's Raid on Nloaragua. 
Mrs. Harriet Luckett Brady, a fe- 
male survivor of Walker's filibluater- 
ing expedition to Nicaragua, died 
recently, says a New Orleans corres- 
pondent in the Baltimore American. 
She was born in New Orleans sixty- 
one years ago, and married Col. 
Philip R. Thompson, at one time of 
the regular armyj whom she accom- 
panied to Nicaragua, he being then 
adjutant-general on Walker's staff. 
With him his wife parttqipated in the 
Beries of battles fought by the Ameri- 
cans, and witnessed the resulting 
overthrow of the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment. When Gen. Walkerreorganized 
the administration, becoming com- 
mander-in-chief of the army, her hus- 
band became one of his most trusted 
counselors, and she herself was asso- 
ciated with him as adviser. During 
the war which followed between 
Nicaragua and the republic of Costa 
Rica Mrs. Thompson was exposed to 
every possible danger. Her husband oc- 
cupied a camp on the River Sarapn- 
qui, which was surprised by theenemy 
and the colonel was taken prisoner. 
Confined in the prison of a town near 
by, where he was joined by his faithful 
wife, and with her aid effected his es- 
cape. During the Beige of the Kivas 
Sirs. Thompson endured the extrem- 
ity of hardships. She was present at 
many of the assaults, and encouraged 
the troops to renewed exertions by 
the calm intrepidity which she dis- 
played under fire. When cholera des- 
olated the beleaguered city she nursed 
the aick in the hospitals and exerted 
herself in every way to keep up the 
spirits of the garrison. Her exertions 
were so important that Walker, in 
the volume in which he relates the 
story of the days, takes occasion 
to praise them. Just prior to the 
last attack many of the women in 
Rivas were allowed by the enemy to 
leave the devoted town, but Mrs. 
Thompson remained with her friends. 
When Walker at last was driven to 
surrender, in April, 1857, Bhe and her 
husband accompanied him to the St. 
Mary and on that vessel returned 
with him to the United States. She 
lost her husband, Col. Thompson, 
soon after returning to New Orleans.

Maj. Andrew Brady, also a' survivor

Clover — Meadows and Pastures, 

Seeding to clover is now advisable 
in most sections. The old method of 
sowing .clover on snow is still prac- 
tice4-&y-gaod'fariners,.tbough it may 
be Sown this month npon the bare 
ground. It generally • succeeds well 
when sown with spring wheat, rye or 
barley. When clover is sown alone, 
for seed, about 10 pounds per acre 
are used; if for hay or pasture, 16 
pounds. If sown alone it will gener- 
ally produce a cutting late in the 
Benson, and when sown with wheat 
will give valuable pasture after the 
grain' is harvested. Tho large kind of 
clover is best for sowing with timothy 
for a permanent meadow, as both 
mature at the same time; use four 
pounds of clover seed and from four 
to six quarts of timothy. 

Mendows and pastures should be 
protected against injury from animals 
feeding and trampling upon them at 
this season, and until the ground be- 
comes settled. Farmers "who turn 
out their catte very early are wont to 
"miBS it," ae they are greater losers 
than gainers. It is beneficial to roll 
the surface of meadows as soon as 
dry enough to counteract the roots 
by frost. Stones that the roller doss 
not push down into the soil shouldbe 
removed or buried, the latter being 
the easiest method, In all grassgrow- 
ing sections the care of meadows and 
pastures is an importantitem in farm 
economy, and one which no farmer 
should neglect. j

■ In one cf tlif corridors of tlio senate 
wingof the (.Mpitul is astatuein umrblu 
of John H?Micack. On the granite pedestal 
is mi inscription which reads. "Ho wrote 
his name where all nations should behold 
it, and all lime shall not efface it." 

This of course refers to llio Revolution- 
ary pat rim wiiosu Ixjld chirography ap- 
pears conspicuously o:i tbo Declaration of 
Independence. The history of that period 
states i hat several of the signers, while 
sympathising with the colonists in their 
struggle, were n little timid or hesitating 
about signing their' name:;, as they would 
be punished as principals in the revolt iu 
case the revolt ; be unsuccessful. Not so 
with lluuecck. Grasping n goo.-a' quill and 
using plenty nf ink lie wrote his namo'nt 
the tup or tlit- column. He wrote so boldly 
and distinctly that the numeof John Ilau- 
• cock was us easily teen as an electric light 
on a dark night. 

Every schoolboy is familiar with Nun* 
cock's liiiiitlwrjtiiit;, and ::s one of the sign- 
ers of the Declaration of Independence the 
name of Hancock is familkr ton great 
many people who probably could not give 
the name of any other of the patriots who 
signed with him. Hence the sculptor or 
designer of the statue was led to declnru 
that "He wrote his name where all time 
shall not efface it." 

i However true this may be as sentiment, 
the fact hi that Hancock's name is now al- 
most entirely effaced from the Declaration 
of Independence. It can be seen by the aid 
of u j strong glass, but is so illegible that a 
stranger to the document or the style of 
hnudwritingwould have diilicultyiu read- 
ing the name correctly. 

Other names attached to the document 
have faded out entirely, and can no more 
be read than if they had never been writ- 
ten. Of the sixty or more names which 
were written, not more than ten can now 
be read, and they have faded to a pale, 
sickly color. As to the others there are 
faint traces uf writing, but nothing in the 
form of a signature can be distinguished 
sufficiently to enable any one to read them. 
Some are only partially obliterated, and 
by supplying' missing characters any one 
familiar with the document can make out 
the name which should be there, but no 
longer i*, except in a very indistinct way.' 

Considering the priceless character of 
the Declaration of Independence as a his- 
torical document, it is astonishing that 
from the beginning proper care sliGuld not 
have been taken to preserve it from the 
ravages of time, and nt least from misuse. 
During recent years it has been jealous! v 
guarded in the library of the department 
of .state and precautions takeii to prevent 
any further injury. It is now between 
two large plates of French glass, inclosed 
in a hard wcod case, all of which is her- 
metically sealed, so as to keep out air and 
dust. Xo atmosphere or other influence 
can now reach the precious document, 
which hi showing "a. decent respect for the 
opinions of mankind proclaimed the rea- 
son* for the separation." 
: The handsome wooden case in which the 
Declaration is kept is in an upright posi- 
tion, fastened to a latticed partition, with

Sixteen milen 
Rowan county, N. C„ is situated tlic'littlo 
vilhige.of Eaochville. Its name was taken 
from i\ Lutheran church called St. Enoch. 
There are eighteen white families in tub 
village- and two colored families. Thcso 
ora industrious, honest people, lmt havo 

ays peculiarly their own. They bcliova 
strictly in Walking In tlio ways their fa- 
thers trod, which has passed into n joke. 
Kaochville is nil old German nnd Dutch, 
settlement, und Dutch habits cling to tho 
people, most of thooldcrmunibersofwhom 
speak very broken English. 

Persons going to this village must bo 
initiated into their medo of living and 
speaking. Scarcely any household articles 
nre called by their real German or real 
English names. They have changed oven 
their own names, nnd fresh arrivals from 
Germany or Holland would not under-, 
stand their language, which is so pecu- 
liarly their own. Their proper names 
are Ilidcrhour, Coughenhour, Elisenhour, 
Laugh enhour, Propsfc, Tost, Clodfclter, 
Fouti, Eddleiunn, Winecoff, etc. Their 
given names nre the ordinary run of JJary, 
William nnd John. 

They express themselves in this wise: A 
man going to- Concord or Salisbury soys, 
"I want to git buck till dinner tomorrow." 
Ask any of them if they have seen tho 
bride. They will say, "Oh, yes; I've eaten 
some of tho cake yit." And, "I have been 
to shows before now a'ready." I have in 
mind a young man who has received first 
grade certificates in four counties, and ho 
says, "I have saw," nnd, "If you don't 
take your buggy robe in you'll be losin it 
■directly."- -.This same young man ride3 
nnd drives pretty horses, dresses well and 
has his necktie of the latest tint. 

Tho people- of Enochv'illo cook in old 
Dutch ovens; they clean them out with a 
long pole with wet cloths on t-hcend. This 
pole the old people call huttlewusch, the 
young ones huttlcr. Dried apples nre called 
scnitts, from the German schnitts. These 
ovens bake pies beautifully, ami this is 
verily u land of pies— pies for breakfast, 
dinner and supper. It is no unusual thing 
to find live or six different kinds of pies on 
the table of the poorest people. These 
people have plenty to cat, and they enjoy 
it, but they prepare some rare dishes. 
Dried fruit of any kind is boiled with meat, 
pastry with cabbage — dumplings they call 
it. Co'fTee is made, in this way: Some 
coffee is put into the pot, which is* filled up 
with water and allowed to boil while the 
rest of the meal is in preparation. Xext 
day they put in more coffee and more 
water and boil again, and so continue until 
the pot is about as heavy ns lead, when 
emptying lakes place and the process is re- 
newed. 

Everybody does manual labor, and the 
women work in the fields with the men. 
It is a common sight to sua women plow- 
ing and binding wheat, or splitting rails, 
or hoeing, or hauling wood. The girls fre- 
quently marry at about fourteen years of 
age, and one such tells this story: She 
takes l-.er baby to the weeds, piles up a 
sort of pen of chips about it and cuts four 
cords of wood a day, besides cooking tho 
meals. This woman has seven or eight 
children. Ilcr husband is well to do, hav- 
ing horses, wagons, etc. 

The" men have labor saving machines, 
such as horserakes, mowing and reaping 
machines, wheat drills and feed cutters. 
The women also have sewing machines and 
cooking stnvec.-". It' is. a hard • -plncc-forr

Tho Llano Estacado, 
The great staked plain of Texas, known 
to Spaniards as the Llano Estacndo, has 
long been heW a geological curiosity, if not 
a mystery. Professor Hill has made a 
thorough reconnoissnnce and gathered data 
which gives tho first intelligent scientific 
description of it. If tho reader will con- 
ceive n'n island greatly elevated above tho 
surrounding plains or "desert region" of 
tho interior, bordered, with slight excep- 
tion, on all sides by steep precipices resem- 
bling palisades, nearly surrounded by riv- 
ers at the base,, embracing 20,000 square 
miles of surface, ho will get a general idea 
of it. 

It has no streams, a fow ponds, no trees 
or bushes, and is unbroken by surface 
channels, yet it is well watered and dense- 
ly carpeted with a 'rich growth of gramma 
grapes. Indeed, its nearly level surface is 
far more fertile than the level plains about 
it. Already slock, has been introduced, 
and although margined by precipices of 
near 1,000 feet vertical hcight.it promises 
to become a great focus of cattle produc- 
tion.

Living on Twenty Cents n Day. / 
An American cycler, hmdiug'in. England 
with a very few dollars in his pocket anft a 
three mouths' vacation before him, writes 
iu the New York Independent how ho man- 
aged to subsist on twenty cents a day: "if he 
chief trouble I found was to get a cheap 
bed over night. Shilling mid half crbtvu 
beds were common enough, but I did hot 
soar to such luxuries. Sixpenny beds were 
the best 1 could aspire to, and I often gdt a 
bed for threepence. Only three times tour- 
ing the whole of my stay iu England did I 
obtain a l^d for nothing. 

"The problem of subsistence I solved 
with less difficulty. I became a vegetarian, 
niici found that by teeing to the little shops 
on the outskirts of a town I could obtain a 
very large tea cake for a penny— often get- 
ting one with a gloss of eider for a penny 
ha'penny. This I found amply sufficient 
for a meal, aud often did with two such 
meals a day, Xor did I starve. ' I did not 
mind it at all, hut rode long distances and 
got fat on it. There were, however, on Bev- 
cral occasions breaks in this Spartan fare. 
I was frequently invited to me;ils by the 
hospitable English people, .who little 
dreamed what a favor they were conferring 
on the apparently well to do* American 
bicyclist."

Hence the sculptor or 
designer of tho statue was led to declare 
that "He wrote his name where all time 
shall not efface it." 

, However true this may bo as sentiment, 
the fact is that Hancock's name, is now al- 
most entirely educed from the Declaration 
of Independence. It can be seen by the aid 
of a strong glass, but is so illegible that a 
stranger to the document or the style of 
handwriting would have difficulty in read- 
ing the name correctly. 
; Other names attached to the document 
have faded out entirely, and can no more 
be read than if they had never been writ- 
ten. Of the sixty or -mora names which 
were written, not more thitn tcu can now 
be read, and they have faded to a. pale, 
sickly color. As to the others, there are 
faint traces of writing, hut nothing in tho 
form of a signature can be distinguished 
sufficiently to enable any one to read them. 
Some are only partially obliterated, and 
by supplying missing characters any one 
familiar with the document can make out 
the name which should be there, but no 
longer is, except in a very indistinct way. 
! Considering tho priceless character of 
the Declaration of Independence as a his- 
torical document, it is astonishing that 
from the beginning proper caro should not 
Lave been taken. to preserve it from the 
ravages of time, and at least from misuse. 
During recent years it has been jealously 
guarded in the library of the department 
of state and precautions taken to prevent 
any further injury. Ic is now between 
two large plate3 of French glass, inclosed 
in a hard wood case, all of which is her- 
metically sealed, so us to keep out air und 
dust, y.o atmosphere or other influence 
can now reach the precious document, 
which in showing "a decent respect for the 
opinions of mankind proclaimed the rea- 
sons for the separation." 
! The handsome wooden case, in which tho 
Declaration is kept is in an upright posi- 
tion, fastened to a lattici-d partition, with 
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kloorj open only far enough to view-the 
fdocument and exclude tho light, except 
feuch us admitted by reflection.. This is 
idone out of abundance of caution, for it is 
doubtful if sunlight could ■afTectitiu its 
present condition, yet the present custodi- 
ans are determined to spare no pains to 
prevent further damage. 
i Tlio general belief of visitors to the 
library is that the fading of tho document 
• 5s probably due to a poor quality of ink 
[used, nml that such writing would natu- 
rally f.-uio in the course, of time. This is 
only partially true. Th-re have been pre- 
served R;;eeiii!i-::s of colonial penmanship 
anUraa'.ins the Declaration of independ- 
ence liy many years, which are still clear 
and distinctly legihle, ''ntiil wilj continue 
legible for another generation. Tho pres- 
ent condition of the Declaration is due to 
misuse. Prior to IS77 it was kept lit the 
interior department, and was guarded 
with less ea;e than ^hc caveat in the patent 
for a- flour f-iftw.

Scarcely any household articles 
are called by their real German or real 
English names. They have changed even 
their own names, and fresh arrivals from 
Germany or Holland would not 'under- 
stand, their language, which is so pecu- 
liarly their own. Their proper names, 
are Riderhour, Coughenhour, Eisenhour, 
Laughenhour, Propst, Tost, Clodfclter,, 
Foutz, Eddlcmiin, Winecoff, etc. Their 
given names are tho ordinary ran of Mary, 
William and John. 

They express themselves in thiswise: A 
man going to Concord or Salisbury says, 
"I want to git back.tUl dinner tomorrow." 
Ask any of them if they have seen tho 
bride. They will say, "Oh, yes; I've eaten 
some of the cake yit." And, "I have been 
to shows before now a'ready." I have in

■directly."..- v^bis same young man rides 
and drives pretty horses, dresses well and 
bos bis necktie of tho latest tint.

A billion dollars would buy you two

The same amount of money would 
buy ten million hundred-dollar dogs, 
or twenty million fifty-dollar cats, 
and if each cat had five kittens, * you 
can easily see where you would be in 
the cat way after a while, it you were 
so foolish as to spend your money 
entirely upon them, arid when' you 
think of the amount of milk it would 
take to feed all these cats and kittens, 
1 am sure you will hesitate before 
making any Buch investment. ■ 

I mention these things just to Bhow 
you what a terribly" large " sum : of 
money a billion dollars is. I have 
such confidencein boys and girls that 
I do not believe they would ever 
spend as much money as that in the 
way I have indicated, but it is 
just as well that you should learn the 
value of money now when your sav- 
ings-banks hold not more than half 
that sum. so that when your billions 
are completed, you will- know what 
not to dowiththem.— Harper'BYoung 
People.

The German Imperial Train. 

The German Emperor's imperial 
train, which has at last been finished, 
cost altogether $750,000. .

Curious Little Plant* Which Cannot 
Bo 8«en Without the Aid of th* 
MIoroaoope. 

The plants in question are so small 
as to be seen only with the aid qf the 
microscope; thoso of ordinary sire, 
when magnified about three hundred 
and fifty diameters, appear nbout a 
quatcrofan inch long. Others are 
much larger. Thoy are curious little 
plants with a silica shell, which, in 
certain places, is provided with little 
apertures through which living parts 
of the plant protrude. In this way 
they are enabled to move about freely 
in tne water by which thoy are goner- 
ally surrounded, for, thouch they aro 
nptnll etr^cjly water plants, they all 
Reed considerable water to enable 
them to thrjyf t nnd ao aro nlwaya 
found in wot plflcef, - ■ 
..Owing ^d^heir freedom ot motion 
they Overeat one timo supposed to be 
animals. Now it is known tlint they 
are plants, as thoy can perform all 
the functions of plants, and no ani- 
mal, with all his superiority, high na- 
ture, etc., is able to do this. They 
are found everywhere in all inhabited 
countries, and in fact all over the 
seas, bo it may be readily granted that 
a plant so common and wide-spread 
• e this should be quite familiar to 
every one. 

Again, not only are the living plants 
so wide-spread and common, out the 
shellB of the dead ones remain intact 
for many years; and in certain locali- 
ties these tiny shells are so numerous 
as to form a large portion oftho soil. 
Some of the best known of these lo~; 
calitles are tho sites of Richmond, 
ya., and Berlin in Germany.— Emily 
L. Gregory, in the Popular Science 
Monthly.

Why Lost People Walk in Circles. 

The fact that people lost on a des- 
ert or in a forest invariably walkin a 
circle is due to Blight inequality in tho 
le^s. Careful measurements of ■ a 
series of skeletons haye shown that 
only 10 per cent had the lowt-r limbs 
equal in length; 35 per cent had tho 
right limb longer than the left, while 
in 55 per cent tho left leg was tho 
longer. The result of one limb bein;; 
longer than the other will naturally 
be that a person will, unconsciously, 
take a longer step with tho longer 
limb, and consequently will trend 'to 
the right or to the left, according as 
the left or right leg is the longer, unless 
the tendency to deviation is corrected 
by the eye. 

The left leg being more frequently 
the longer, as evidenced by measure- 
ment of the skeleton, the inclination 
Bhould take place more frequently to 
the right than to tho left, and the 
conclusion is quite borne out by 
observations made on .a number of 
Twrsono when walking blindfolded. 
Further, on measurement of the arms, 
it is found that in 72 ,'per cent tho 
right arm is longer than tfasJeft;. 
While in 2-4 per cent the left arm is the 
longer, showing that a considerable 
majority of persons are right-handed 
and left-legged. Tho inequality in 
tho length of tho limbs is not confined 
to any particular sex or race, but 
seems to be universal in nil respects.

Why Bolting: Ice Cream Craates a 
Pain in theTemples or Eyes, 

During the scorching weather of July 
and August you often-rash into. an 
ice cream saloon -with the avowed in- 
tention of : cooling your body to at 
least a few degrees below the melting 
point. If you 'are in a- great hurry you 
are apt to make the .first few spoon* 
fulls of tho cooling mixture rather 
largo. This almost immediately gives 
you a violent pain in tho temples or 
somewhere in tho region of tho eyes. 
Why is this? Did you ever stop to 
think? asks a writer in tho St. Louis 
Republican. 

One who has studied the physiology 
of the casesays it is caused in the fol- 
lowing manner: Tho frozen mixture, 
coming in contact with tho nerves of 
the throat (the larynx, pharynx, etc. 
tcmpor^d)- paralyzes them. The sen- 
sation instantly shoots to the center 
of those nerves, .which, is in the brain, 
but finds there- a sido connection 
in tho shnpe of tho great facial nerve, 
which starts from in front of tho ear 
extenus its branches over tho sides of 
the face. One branch of this facial 
nerve, extending across tho temple, is 
a '-nerve of sensation," while the other 
branches are simply '(nerves of mo- 
tion," utilized chiefly to govern the 
piny of the mouth. 

The great facial nervo Bide tracks 
the pain which proceeds from the 
chill, throwing it out along the nerve 
branch which, traverses the temple, 
the pain being most agonizing at the 
points wheri the nerve branches. If 
the irritation be extraordinary the 
"reflex" action which takes place 
may cause a violent pain hi the eye-, 
balls as well as in the temple, the eye 
jmin being simply sympathetic. The 
person who rashly swallows great 
mouthfuls of frozen milk should re- 
member that every time it comes in 
contact with the nerves of his throat 
tho whole nervous system is injured, 
to a creater or less extant-

The wet weather of this spring has 
attain bnwglit to the minds of resi- 
dents of the Ited River Valley the 
necessity for a. general system of 
drill nunc for the entire section. The 
Hiibject was discussed some time back 
and agitated so thoroughly that for li 
time, appearances seemed to indicate) 
thlit practical results would follow. 
Hut it was dropped. A united effort 
on the part of all the citizens in the 
Ited Uiver A'alley, both in Minnesota 
and Dakota, might soon result in ac- 
complishing a systematic drainage 
course. The subject of drainage is 
of vital importance, and involves per- 
haps far greater interests than 
would at iirst thought be supposed. 
Four years ago theouestionof astatc 
appropriation was discussed. "We do 
not hesitate to say that our state 
government could not more profit- 
albe invest an appropriation than by 
settingaside a certain amount for 
drainage purposes. The representa-' 
tives for this portion of the state 

-^could not have a better single object 
in view than this, and of course our 
county ooDimissioners are'empowered 
to sqiLstrnct drainage when petition- 

■ cd, but tney would he powerless to ef- 
fect much gwul. which would be 
reached most systematically, and in 
the only practical way, by a drainage 
course extending over more than one 
or two counties, and the cost, would 
be best met by a state appropriation. 
The increased, value of Jland effected 
would more than repay the cost, to 
the state. The present law in the 
matter says that separate towns may 
organize themselves into drainage 
districts', and the county commission- 
ers may also construct drains and 
districts when petitioned to do so."

With Appalling Loss 

of Life. 



'OilCitv, Pa., Juno 0.— Never before In 
tho hlstoryor Oil City and tho oil country 
has there been such disaster, excitement and 
turmoil as this city Is now witnessing. This 
morning tho ciiy and country lor miles 
around was startled by two explosions oc- 
curring almost simuiialieously. Oil creek 
is araginx torrent, and Center slrcot for one 
srjtiuro was n solid mass of humanity, mid 
500 or 1,000 people had gathered 
at the 'bridge on ' Center street 
watching the muddy waters rolling 
hy. At noon upon the oppesite side of the 
stream, u preen fluid floating on the water 
was noticeable. This increased rapidly in 
quantity and extent and at last covered*al< 
meat entirely -the yellow muddy, waters o I 
the creek. A smell of gasand oil was per- 
ceptible. It was barely noticed when about 
200 yards up the stream a mass of flame 
shot heavenward. "Run," yelled a hun- 
dred voices aud the people^ nrned like stam- 
peded „cattlo and; started for the hills. 
-Hardly had they started when 
a terrific explosion rent the air, and tho 
entire creak, and for hundreds of feet on 
each side Ecomed one seething mass ot 
flumes and smoke. The panic-stricken 
crowd shrieked madly in their efibr s to es- 
cape. Women and * children were tramped 
under foot, and about twenty were severely 
bruised and had to bo picked up by a few 
of -the cooler-headed and carried out 
harm's way. Oil creek, usually, is not 

o re than a foot deep at this -point, where 
it empties Into the Allegheny river, and ia 
about 100 yards wide. 

A tank filled with gasoline was Btandlrig 
™ Aiding: §313^ JOBpB menfpavdtig no- 
fictd that tho tank,wns ielrfangC au» inch- 
ing its explosive nalaro and seeing a shift- 
ing engine approach,- ran up the aide of tho 
hill, where they turned and looked down 
as (he engine passed, witnessing a fearful 
sight A mass of flames shot 100 feet 
into the air and 

the eaeth beejied to shake 

with an awful tremor. Tho engineer and 
fireman were seen Jumping from the cab, 
and it is supposed at this writing they were 
burned to death or killed by the force of 
the explosion. In an instant the flames 
swept madly over the entire upper part of 
the city, which is flooded hy the oily waters 
of the creek. Men, women and childn-n 
who were moving from their houses were 
caught by-, tho . deadly ..flames, and 
tf not: burned *to death outright 
were drowned in the raging flood. At this 
writing seven ghastly bodies have been 
taken from the flood and are lying on the 
Irack unrecognized. At this end of 'the 
city was an iron and wooden bridge, which 
went down five minutes att'er the fire start- 
ed, the hnge iron structure being broken 
and swept awaj' like so rail"'' kindling 
wood. From this bridge a n " ' for a 
quarter ol a mile tho en- * town is de- 
stroyed and the fire is still . -. :in?. 

The fire department ia i::-';ing heroic 
efforts to stop the flam -ing their 

lives every t instant as i. .. jwti at 

what time- many of the-immenseoittanlts 
above here will burst and send their burn 
ing contents down upon them. Kino larg 
tanks of the Imperial Refining company or. 
visible lrom here and alt are burning, and it 
is greatly feared that the burning oil will 
again come down the creek, and if it 
should little of the business portion of tho 
city will remain standing. 'Paul it Sons' 
i urn it nro home, a tour-story, immense 
building, was swept away with $30,000 
worth of stock,- turniture, etc. Reinbold's 
hotel and livery stable were destroyed in a 
few minutes, and Mr. Itelnbold and two 
othcrd who have not been identified 

WKItE BVBSED TO DEATH. 

Tfiose three bodies havo been recovered, 
and It is not known bow many more are lost 
at this writing. About ail tho Third ward 
has been destroyed, and the fire is stlil do- 
ing its awfui work in thU part of the city. 
People are panic-stricken, and mothers are 
running about madly looking for their lost 
children. Fathers ot Jaiuilies are 
searching for their "children and en- 
deavoring to get them all togetner in 
a place of safety. It is almost 
-impossible to find words to describe this 
awful calamity, 'a nd at this .time no one 
hasauy idea, of the number of lives that 
havo been lost. For mil at up the creek on 
both sidts everything is in ruins, and hun- 
dreds of families have been rendered home- 
less. The fire came fo suddenly and unex- 
pectedly that very little if any property 
has been saved along this stream, and tho 
sky lor .miles around is still black with 
the smoke from ( buruihg dwelllm; houses 
and oil tanks.

The Lottery Comnany's Good Faith, 

[Washington telegram to Globe-Democrat] 

The New Orleans Postmaster, Capt. S. M. 
Eaton, isallttlcamooth-raced man, honest 
and shrewd. He Is a great friend of War- 
moth, but ho has backed up the Post- 
master-General's efforts vigorously in the 
fight on tho lottery. 

The year before tho warfaro began i[r. 
Eato* says the Lottcrv Company bought 
at the New Orleans oflico $103,000 worth oi 
stamps and stamped envelopes'. For that 
same year the total revenue of tho office 
was £116,000. So it appears that the Lot- 
tery Company contributed within $1000 ol 
one-fourth of tho entire revenue ot tho of- 
fice. 

I3y the action ofthe department in en- 
forcing the antl-lottcry law pawed by Con- 
gress tills postal revciitm from the fottcr7 
company became a dead loss. Last years 
receipts by the New Orleans office reached 
a total of $352,000. Tho day before Capt 
Eaton started to this conference tho lottery 
company posted in all lis branch offices in 
New Orleans a notice to this efiect:

his name where nil nations shoi Id behold 
It, find nil timu shall not educe it," 

This of, course refers to tho Revolution- 
ary patriot whose bold chlrography ap- 
pears conspicuously on the Declaration of 
Independence. Tho history of that period 
states that several of the signers, wlillo 
sympathizing with tho colonists In their 
Btruygle, were a little timid or hesitating 
about signing their nnmes, as they would 
bo punished as principals in the revolt in 
case the revolt bo unsuccessful. Not so 
"with Hancock. Gnispinga goose quill nnd 
"Sslng plenty ot ink hewrotoliis nnment 
$io top of the column. He wrote so boldly 
ind distinctly that tho name of John Han- 
*ock whs ns easily seen as an electric light 
ton n dark night. 

Every schoolboy fa fam(Iiar with Hnn- 
OCck'h handwriting, and as one of the sign- 
ers of i ha Declaration or Independence the 
nsme of Hancock is f ami Her ton great 
many people who probably could not give 
tho name of any other of tho patriots who 
signed with him. Hence the sculptor or 
designer of the statue was led to declare 
that "He wrote his name where all time 
shall uot efface it*" 

However true this mny bo ns sentiment, 
the fact is that Hancock's name is now al- 
most entirely effaced from the Declaration 
•of Independence. It can be seen by the aid 
cf ft strong glass, but is so illegible that a 
Btrangerto thedoenment or the stylo of 
handwriting would have difficulty in read- 
ing the name correctly. 

Other names attached to the document 
have faded out entircljvand can no more 
be read than it they had never been writ- 
ten. Of the sixty or more uames which 
were written, not more than ten can now 
bo read, and they hnvo faded to a pale, 
Bickly color. As to tho others, there ure 
faint traces of writing, but nothing in the 
form of a signature can be distinguished 
sufficiently to enable nny one to read them. 
Some ure only partially obliterated, and 
by supplying missing", characters nny one 
familiar with the document can make out 
the name which should be there, but no 
longer is, except in n very indistinct way. 

Considering tho priceless character of 
tho Declaration of Independence 'as a his- 
torical document, it is astonishing that 
from the beginning proper enro should not 
liavc been taken to preserve it*- from the 
ravages of time, and at; least from misuse. 
During recent years it has been jealously 
guarded in the library or the" department 
of state and precautions token to prevent 
any further injury. It is now between 
two large plates of French glass, inclosed 
in n hard wood case, all of which is her- 
metically scaled, so as to keep out air nnd 
dust. Xo atmosphere or other influence 
can now reach the precious document, 
which in showing "a decent respect forthe 
■opinions of mankind proclaimed the rea- 
sons for the separation." - 

The handsome wooden case in which the 
Declaration is kept is .in an upright posi- 
tion, fastened to a latticed partition, with 
two doors in front opening outward. Tho 
doors open only far enough to view.the 
document nnd exclude the light, except 
such as admitted by. reflection. This is 
done out of abundance of caution, fdr it is 
doubtful if sunlight' could affect it'in its 
present condition, yet the present custodi- 
ans arc determined to spare no pains tc 
prevent further damage. 

The general belief of visitors to the 
library is that the fading of tho document 
is probably due "to a poor quality of ink 
nscd, and that'sucli writing would natu- 
rally fado iu the course of time. This is 
only parthdly true. There have beeu pre- 
served *;jecimens of colonial penmanship 
antedating the Declaration of Independ- 
ence by many years, which nre still clear 
and distinctly legible, and will continuo 
legible for .another generation. The pres- 
ent condition of the" Declaration is due to 
misuse. Prior to 1ST? it was kept at -the 
interior department, nnd was guarded 
■with less civic than :Jic caveat in the patent 
for a flour sifter. ■' 

No special effort was made to keep ft 
from injury such as is how beife done, and 
in 1570 it was loaned to the Philadelphia" 
Centennial exposition and exhibited in In- 
dependence liali. During the Centennial 
year en attempt was made to take a letter 
press copy of it, which was successful iu 
extracting much of tliB color from the 
writing, nnd in some places the writing 
shortly afterward disappeared altogether. 
It is hardly conceivable that so dangerous 
an expedient should have been attempted 
merely to gratify the' people who desired 
facsimiles. Iteould only damage the origi- 
nal nnd give no promise thnt the copies 
could be satisfactory. It is unlikely that 
tho Declaration of Independence will ever" 
again In*, placed on exhibition in connection 
with any event, no matter how important. 
By an executive order it is to remain in 
the state department and will not bo 
loaned for any purpose, no matter how 
worthy. The custodian believes that' there 
will be no further fading of the document 
as long ns-it remains undisturbed, but to 
him and to every visjtor it is a matter qf 
regret that the attempt to make a letter- 
press copy should have been permitted. It 
looks worse than some of the manuscripts 
in the British museum which nre three 
times as old.— Washington Cor. Milwaukee. 
Wisconsin,

Who Xlave Some 

Custom*. ■ 
Sixteen miles smith of Salisbury, In 
Itowun county. t\. C, is situated tbo llttlo 
vilhigo o* Knucliville. Its name wad taken 
from u Lutheran church called St Enoch. 
There aro eighteen white families in this 
village and two colored families. These 
aro industrious, honest people, .but have 
ways peculiarly their own. They.boltovo 
strictly in walking in tho ways their fa- 
thers trod, which has passed into a joke, 
EnochvjHo is an old German nnd. Dutch 
settlement, nnd Dutch habits cling to tho 
people, most of tho older members of whom 
speak very broken .English.' 

Persons going to this village must bo 
inifinted into their mode- of living and 
speaking. Scarcely any household articles 
are called by their real German or real 
English names. They have changed even 
their own names, nhd fresh arrivals from 
Germany or Holland would not under- 
stand their laugungo, which is so pecu- 
liarly their own. Their proper names 
are Riderhour, Cougbeuhour, Eisenhour, 
Laughenhour, Propsfc, Tost, Clodfelter, 
Poutz, Eddlemun, Winecoff, etc. Their 
given names nre the ordinary run of Mary, 
William and John. . 

They express themselves in this wise: A 
mau going to Concord or Salisbury says,' 
"I want to git back till dinner tomorrow." 
Ask any of .them if they have seen tho 
bride. They will say, "Oh, yes; I've ca.ten 
some of the cake yit." Aud,*"I have been 
to shows before now a'ready." I have in 
mind a young man who has received first 
grade certificates in four counties, and ha 
says, "I have saw," uud, "If you don't 
take your buggy robe in you'll be losin it 
directly." This same young man rides 
and drives pretty horses, dresses well and 
has his necktie of the latest tfnt. 

Tho people of Enochvllle '-;ook in old 
Dutch ovens; they clean them out with a 
long pole with wet cloths on th-send. This 
pole the old pcoplo call huttlewusch, the 
young ones huttlcr. Dried apples are called 
scnitts, from tho German schnitts. These 
ovciKi bako pies beautifully, and this Is 
verily a land of pies— pies for breakfast, 
dinner nnd supper. It is no unusual thing 
to find five or six different kinds of pies on 
the table of the poorest people. These 
people have plenty to cat, and they enjoy 
it, but they prepare' some rare dishes. 
Dried f mit of any kind Is boiled with meat, 
pastry with cabbage — dumplings they call 
It. Coffee is mode in this way: Some 
coffee is put into the pot, which is filled up 
with water nnd allowed to boil while the 
rest of the meal is in preparation. Kext 
day they put in more coffee and more 
water and boil again, nnd so continuo nntil 
tho pot is about as heavy as lead, when 
emptying takes place and the process is re- 
newed. 

Everybody does manual -labor, and the 
women work in the fields with the men. 
It is a common sight to see women plow- 
ing nnd binding whent, or. splitting rails, 
or hoeing, or hauling wood. The girls fre- 
quently marry at about fourteen years of 
age, nnd one such tells this story: She 
takes her baby to the woods, piles up n 
sort of 'pen of chips about it nnd cuts four 
cords of wood a day, besides cooking the 
meals. This woman has seven or eight 
children. Her husband' is well to do, hav- 
ing horses, wagons, etc . - 

The men have labor saving machines, 
such as', horsernkes, mowing and reaping 
mnchincs, wheat drills; and feed cutters. 
The women also have sewing machines and 
cooking stoves. It is a hard place for 
women. They have no housckecpra. One 
young woman just twenty-one years of age 
has been since the age of eleven doing the 
washing, scouring, ironing aud sewing for 
a family of seven. When she tells her fa- 
ther she is indisposed and wishes for help 
he replies she has nothing to do but to sit 
around the bouse all day. 

They pride,themselves upon their Jersey 
stock of cows. . Mr. Deal milks twenty 
Jersey cows, has latgc barns, water sup- 
plied by a windmill,, several farms, a store, 
grist and sawmills nnd n cotton gin, nnd 
his wife and mother go barefooted in the 
summer. In dress they areup to the latest 
styles, have silks, feathers and goldheaded 
umbrellas, nil for Sunday. There.are fif- 
teen organs in eighteen homes.— A. George 
in New York Sun.

.' The Llano Estacado, 

The great staked plain of Texas, known 
tfSpanlnrds as tho ■Llano Estacado, has 
long been hehl n geological curiosity, if not 
a mystery.

■ : It has no streams, a few ponds, no trees 
or. bushes, and Is unbroken by surface 
channels, yet it is well watered and dense- 
ly carpeted with a rich growth of gramma 
grapes. Indeed, its nearly level surface is 
far more fertile than tho level plains about 
it. Already, stock has been introduced, 
and although margined by precipices of 
near 1,000 feet vertical, height, it - promises 
"to become a great, focus of cattle produc- 
tion. 

Tho rainfall of the region Is ample, all 
of which is absorbed, nnd none runs off. 
In many respects it differs from all other 
parts of Texas, having some resemblance 
to the so called Bad Lands of Dakota, and 
like these lands seems to be the bottom of 
an ancient lake, although Its fossils are not 
Stated. ItisnearlyasIargoasthoBtatoof

Living on Twenty Ceiittt a Day. ' *■- 
An American cycler, landing in Englnnd 
with a very few dollars in his pocket and a 
three mpnths' vacation before him; writes 
in fcheNcw York Independent how be man- 
aged to subsist on twenty cents a day: "The 
chief trouble I found was' to get a Cheap 
bed over night. Shilling and hnbj cjto'wn 
beds were common onougb,.butldid not 
soar to such luxuries. Sixpenny beds wtro 
the best I could aspire to, and I often gos a 
bed for tiireeper.ee. Only three times dur- 
ing the whole of my stay in England did I 
obtain u bed for nothing. 

"The problem of subsistence I solved 
with less difficulty. I became a vegetarian, 
and found that by going to the littloWiops 
on the outskirts of a town I could obtain a 
very large tea cake for a penny-^often 1 get- 
ting one with a glass of cider for a penny 
ha'penny. This" I found amply sufficient 
for a meal, nnd often did with two such 
meals a day. Nor did I starve. I did not 
mind it at all, but rode long distances and 
got fat on it. There were, however, dn sev- 
eral occasions breaks in this Spartan'fare. 
I was frequently invited to meals by the 
hospitable English, people, who littlo 
dreamed what n favor they were conferring 
on the apparently weft' to do American 
bicyclist;" 

Foreign Stitdcnta In America. 
Wo know thnt every year many Amer- 
icans go abroad to study, but wo scarcely 
appreciate the strength of the current set- 
ting this way. An examination of recent 
university -catalogues shows -thnt practi- 
cally every civilized nation in the world is 
represented by students now " in America. 
In a single institution, tho University of 
Pennsylvania, there aro students from 
twenty-eight foreign countries, Tho Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology ■ alone 
lihows students of eighteen nationalities;

There is a dog in Yonkers, belonging 
to a friend o? the writer, that is over 
twenty-five years old. It has never 
barked, it never moves from a sitting 
posture, and for the last eighteen 
years it has eaten nothing.

There is a curious-looking animal in 
Houth Africa that looks for all the 
world like a piece of toast with fnur 
legs, a head, and a tail.

stocking feet. 

A useful South American animal is 
the kinkajou, whichj.as.the dictionary 
will tell you, hva' procyonifonn quad- 
ruped, with a protusile tongue and a 
prehensile tail. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, if you wereto meet a kin- 
kajou in the street, you would look 
for an Italian with a hand organ, 
though I should, be inclined to 10.0k 
"for a policeman, because I know 
how unpleasant the animal can be, 
■particularly in the fruit, season, for' 
the kinkajou loves fruit, and eats all 
he can find. The chief reason for as- 
serting that the kinkajou is useful is 
that in. addition to his fondness for 
fruit, he has a great liking for insect's 
for lunch, and when tamed is a vah> 
able assistance in Southern homes," 
where fly paper is unknown, and 
where a mosquito net is more expen-. 
sive than a silk dress. It' : has 'always' 
seemed strange to methatsome ; ehter- 
prising person has not imported.afew 
thousand of theBe insect-eaters from 
South America for usein North Amer- 
ican summer hotels. They could not 
cost more, than one hundred dollars a 
dozen, and many people would rather 
pay .that amount than spend the 
night with a swarm of mosquitoes, 
and unprovided with means of de-

Bank Note Currenoy of Various 
Countries' In the Old and New 
Worlds. 

The Bank of England note is five 
inches by eight in dimensions, and is 
printed in black ink on Irish linen wa- 
ter lined paper, plain white, with rag- 
ged edges. The notes of, the Banque 
de Franco are made of white, water 
lined paper, printed in blue and 
black, with numerous mythological 
and allegorical pictures, and running 
in denomination from the 25f note to 
thel.OOOf. South American curren- 
cy, in most countries, is about tho 
size and appearance of American bills 
except thnt cinnamon brown nndslato 
blue are tho prevnilmc colors, and 
that Spanish and Portu^ue^e are the 
prevailing lansnage engraved on tho 
face. The German curreucy is rnther 
artistic The hills are printedingrecn 
and black. They run in denomina- 
tions from five to 1,000 mark*. Their 
later bills are printed on silk fibro 
paper. 

The Chinese paper currency is red, 
white and yellow, with cilt lettering 
and gorgeous little hand-drawn' de- 
vices. The bills to the ordinary finan- 
cier, might pass for washing hills, but 
they are worth good money in tho 
flowery kingdom. Italian notes 
are of all sizes, shapes and colors. 
The smaller bills— live and ten lire 
notes— are<nrinted on white paper in 
pink, bine,. nnd carmine inkB and Or- 
namented with a finely engraved vig- 
nette of King Humbert. TlielOOrublo 
note of Russia is barred iromtopto 
bottom with all the colors of the rain- 
bow, blended as \vlu>n shown through 
a prism. In: the center, in bold relief, 
stands a large finely vignette of tho 
Empress Catherine I. This is in black. 
The other engraving is not at all in- 
tricate or elaborate, but is well dona 
in dark and light brown and lilnck 
inks. The Australian bill is printed 
on light-colored thick paper, which 
Bhows none of the silk fiber mnrts or 
geometric lines used in American cur- 
rency ns a protection against counter- 
feiting.— Golden Days.

; Thofircat Northern rail road crews 
.were worklrig at full .blast, despite 
the oppressively hot atmosphere. 
Tho view from tho point on the ele- 
vation a little north Of the hea8 of

point, the tracks arc laid east 'and 
west, the grade sloping rapidly down 
on cither aide. Looking north, a'few 
feet ahead IsSke basin of the Red 
Lake river, its rushing waters gleam- 
ing like silvery waves from behind 
the thick foiiugo which all but con- 
ceals it, as it winds gracefully, al- 
most paralleling Itself in places.

Then closer was the North Sike rol- 
ler Mills, the fine dam, and Its at- 
tendant life. Twenty-five workmen 
were hero employed, gcttingthings In 
readiness for tho improvements to be 
made In the mill, under the efficient 
supervision of ii. M. Estabrook, the 
celebrated^ dam constructor. Mr. 
Estabrook, we found to be a most 
'courteous gentleman, entertaining 
and Instructive. Hehas a store of 
knowledge in his profession, and is 
one'o'f the most' efficient nnd best 
known dam builders and millwrights 
■in the Northwest. Manager Mar- 
shall, with his hands full of business 
as usual, still had time for a pleasant 
chat on the progress of work and the 
Intents of his firm. The mill Is shut 
down atvpresent, of course, and all 
hands arc busy In outside work. 
.The flume, below tho mill (which re- 
ceives the water from the wheel), Is 
being widened ten feet, which will 
enable the placing of another Wheel. 
Two American Turbine wheels, one 
a 66 and the other a 60 Inch wheel, 
will be plscod. The flnme will bo 
made almost Imprengable.iwith 12x12 
timbers, and the whole structure en- 
closing the wheels, with a framework 
of tho same timbers— 12x12. The 
work is. more magnitudi.nous than 
might' at first be supposed. The di- 
mensions of the.mill will be enlarged 
the buldihgwill be made2o feet long- 
er, n ml 16 feet higher. The additional 
length will encroach upon tiieold ele- 
vator:port!on. New machinery will 
be placed In ' this additional space, 
and the capacity of the mill made 300 
barrels, as we havcherctoforcstated. 
The 60 inch wheel will drive the mill 
machinery, and the • power from the 
other wheel will be in reserve. The 
fall is 12 feet, with a large valume of 
water all the year round:

"They flew almost due wcsL That *ame 
day, before 1 o'clock in thcaftcmoon, QMnt 
Waters and Isaac Bennett, wo»lcho;ipcr* 
and bark peelers, were in the depths of tho 
Pocono beech woods, 'then a vast forest 
covering large areas in Pike, Wayne, Xa- 
zeruennd Monroo connties, Pn. Thi-*ata ' 
twas .shining brightly, when suddenly it 
-was bidden as if by a dark cl on d, and a 
noUe like thnt produced byagr.lrnf wind 
or the roll of distant thunder broke en 
their earn. Simultaneously the woods •be- 
gun filling with wild pigeons. Tree after 
tree was filled, nnd still the air was black 
with an apparently interminable nia^a of 
birdfi. The pi^eoa* nettled dowa in the 
■taves In Hucb.numbern thnt gn.^t bmnihea 
broke bcticatli their weight, nail tlii-i oc- 
curring on every Iiand through the woods 
■fl\tw*'IIke a windfall in the forest. The two 
men did not know where the pigeons lind 
come from so Mtddcniy, bat whin incc.urse 
of time the news of their jirv-^iice in tho 
Pennsylvania wiI(Ieriu-5.-i n-.-irhwl-iiulIiviui 
county people there knew that tlie pigeons 
were the ones that hnd been driven from 
tlie Ileaverkill county by the gre.:; hnow- 
stona. The neiirest point in the Pennsyl- 
vania woods where the J>Ird» re«U-d alter 
their flight fnmi Xew Vurk state Is fi.rty- 
five miles from the IJeaverkiil. almost due 
■west, tiliowl:;^' thnt the ,nij;ix.ns niuM have 
fjown nearLy..-i niileaiiiinuie in chaa^in;

"j\»ftor the first excitement attending the 
nnpenronce of the va-st colony of wild plg«- 
eons around them hnd 'passed ofT, Wnllera 
and neimett. true to the .ii-stitio: of ihe 
tinman race, begtm to sbugliter tiiel^ads. 
They had no guns with .them, but with 
lotig poIesT!iL-y .slew the swarming pigeons 
by the Imudrtil. JCvery sm-cp of a club 
laid scores of tho birds dead or wounded 
on tho ground, but hundrcdtWrropped duwu 
to take their places. Acaonlini; to their 
own story, tho twouion krpt up this ruth- 
less and entire! vwna&on destruction of th* 
pigeons iu:lil they sickened of their work,, 
and after they lom'.cd themselves down 
with as nir.nyof tho dead Inrds as they 
could carry they left hundredsof dead and 
wouDdcdca the ground, and they had not 
stirred out of their tracks la doing their 
slaughtering. For the perpcioof seeing 
how far the woods were occupied by tha' 
pigeons Walters and Dennett walked five 
miles thrbuyli the forest. As fur as they 
could see on either side tho birds crowded 
every tree full, and when they left Jha 
weeds after going that for throusb the 
pigeon colony they could dlscor*sr no «vi- 
(hxtce thnt they were nnytrbere scar ita 
ending. It was afterward learoed that the 
area covered by the roost waa eight miles 
In length and four miles wide. 

The excitement following tho settling 
of the 'riigeon colony in the woods waa in- 
tensc/notlonly umoue; the woodsmen, but 
among tho dwaicrsln tho towns for a hun- 
dred miles around. ' The woods were flUed 
constantly, with not only men, but wdm- 
•eu and children, killing the nesting birds 
with guns and clubs. Immense nets were 
set. in which thousands, and thousands of 
birds were captured. - The plgcous were 
not even allowed any rest at night. Carry- 
ing torches, bands of destructivo -hunters 
Kwanned In the woods after dark and 
slaughtered without mercy.' In spito of 
all thin the pigeons .fceld their roost and 
their yonng, remniatd until the aquaba 
wen old enough io look out for them- 
sclTcs, ami thea Cook their flight, stiy 
oinving westwantl.

roor IdloU— They Kept Tlielr Contract, 
but tlio WI.io Man Wiw Nat r tensed. 

Ono of Dnukhn's favorite stories is the 
following ingenuous legend: 

Oucu upon u time seven simpletons were 
going along n mail. -Aiatl behold they came 
to a big puddle of rainwater which lay 
still nnd bright under the sky. And look- 
ing into the puddle they could fcco tho 
clouds reflected far below, and wisely con- 
cluded that tho puddlo .was very deep. 
"Whereat they were much puzzled as to 
how they should get across. Ilnttho eldest 
simpleton, who was the boldest of tho 
party, said: "Let us make a string, each 
holding the dhoti of the man in front of 
liim, nnd I going first.

with which the Ancient Mariner holds 
"the wedding guest" t In Coleridge's 
"Rlmc'I. These glittering eyes, In the 
jtreat or tbe .small, wer? counted ns sure 
iriarks of an Indwelling presence. In tho 
great it was divide; in tlio mean it was. a 
sure Bign of an evil eye,ior in other words 
a'demonlac possession. ' In like manner 
tbe glitter in the eyes of the good Indicated 
the possession of beneficent virtues, while 
tbu snuie glitter in the ejes of the molevo- 
leht indicated maleficent diabollsni. 

The key to tho theory Is the possession 
of thnt power known as fnsclnntidn, where- 
by a mere look ninkes ono man ready to do 
the will of another instead of bis own. 
This power in the eye in all folklore is at- 
tributed to either sonls or .demons, which 
are supposed to swnnn nround us in al- 
most infinite number. These souls aro 
everywhere, and a large proportion of them 
aro not only supposed to be malevolent, 
but to be possessed of considerable power 
for working ill td those who offend them. 
: The folklore tales are full of stories 
about the operation of the evil cyo and of 
recipes for defense against its power. ' A 
large proportion of these are connected with 
the use of flro'orthe color of red, thnt being 
In all magic the .equivalent of Are. This 
supposed valne arises from tbe old worship 
of " the sun or from the hatred which all 
oyil things are thought to have of the fire 
which is to consume them In the pit of woe. 
A red string about the neck or nrm is the 
most ordinary device, butted berries as of 
the J'rowan tree," or mountain ash, are 
still more highly prized. 

Among the Scandinavian nations, tho 
Sbotchi'nnd parti.cu.lnrly with the gypsies, 
the rowan tree has a standing of .its own, 
npnrt from it? use in connection witb tho 
evil eye.. That special meaning reaches 
back.to the old pagan faith and need not 
.unconsidered here. In Italy nnd among 
tbc> Latin races generally the horseshoe, or 
itq^eMnlvnlea&.U 1 ^ 
cpunwract'the : influence.' of : the' evil ■ eye. 
If a horseshoe is not nt hand a forked twig, 
or even the lingers of the hnurt'pnrted, is 
counted of great value.— Chicago Times..

The. Silver Question. 

.Tudge NcDonald's article will be 
publjshnVliiecemcnl. It explains the 
eifect of free coinage on farmers' 
products. We. give it for what ibis 
worths 

Sometime ago Judge J.L.-Macdon- 
ald of St Paul showed that the Bland 
bill simply proposed to return to con- 
stitutional money as it was priorl873. 
He saj-rf: 

It is hardly necessary for me to say 
■ that we are all vitally 'interested in 
the welfare and prosperityof our far- 
mers. Our prosperity is entirely de- 
pendent upon their success, and every 
one of the merchants and business 
men of our whole state and country 
should be on the.alert and ready to 
• take up arms in defense of our farm- 
ers' interests the moment he sees 
them assailed. Instead of our farm- 
ers feeling, as they do now, that they 
can only rely upon themselves to pro-, 
tect their own interests^' 'whether 
from railroad transportation extor- 
tion, or wheat buyers' combinations 
or .other injustice—they should have 
reason to believe and feel, that in 
each of our business men they had a 
champion and defender. That they- 
do riot so feel at present must lje ad- 
mitted: and that business man who 
sincerely desires their welfare, and 
this feeling to be otherwise, will be 
yrilling to investigate the reasons 
givch for their discontent. As the 
staple product of the Sorthwest is 
wheat, I will largely confine -myself 
to showing how the demonetization 
of silver has affected its price. 

SUimilSIXO DECLINE. IN ritlCE OF 
WHEAT. 
The large wheat crops for 1801 (of- 
licially estimated at 611,000,000 bush- 
els) was expected .by our people-on 
account of the shortage throughout 
Europe-to bring largely increased 
prices. All expected higher prices 
than for many years before, and 
while we could not .exult over the 
misfortune of the European farmer 
we looked with bright anticipation, 
to a realization of all this, But we 
h.ivo been grcviously disappointed. 
The expected high prices have .not 
materialized, and.-as a consequence 
manyof our farmers. are still holding 
then-surplus wheat. Those'cxpecta- 
tions were justified, for-it was esti- 
mated last full that the shortage in 
Europe iYm1lfl.bc.2t least 200,000 000 
.bushels of wheat and 400,000,000 of 
rye, and recent estimates goto show 
that this aggregate was about cor- 
rect: except that the shortage was 
more of wheat and less of rye.'-. • 
It is surprising to me-ttKit/stwnany 
in the discussion of the causes.which 
ha.ve produced the low prices of 
wheat and I might here add cotton, 
should overlook our farmers' great 
est, rival: ,I; W fcr to- the -Asiatic 
countries,- and especially India. Lit- 
tle have our farmers and people In- 
vestigated and studied this branch 
nf.tiesubjcctrforlfthey had, and 
realized how fearfully they have

Already Indln hns ship- 
ped about 45,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
which Is really more wheat than was 
expected she would ship for the en- 
tire year. The stocks are " accumulate 
ing almost everywhere, and the Lon- 
don Corn. Trade estimates that nearly 
0,000,000 bushels were shipped to Eu- 
rope last week." , .'if-.: 

. Beerbohm, the recognized authority 
in England, upon -su'oh matters. In 
his "Corn Trade List" for January I, 
last, in reviewing the grain market 
for 1801, stated, among other things, 
as follows: 

'The reports of wheat and flour In- 
to the United Kingdom, have been 
the largest on record,- viz: 20,400,000 
quarters; the previous record was 
1883, with 20,200,000-quarters. India 
has exported a larger quantity than 
over before, viz: -!0,500,000 quarters, 
against 3,250,09O;injl890. 

This, remember, refers only to the 
wheat which India sent to Great 
Britain, and does not include -what 
itsentto the other countries of Eu- 
rope.- ' '-'■- ' 

TIlE.CnEAP LABOR OE.rNDIA 

To fully nnderstand and appreciate 
the formidable character of the com- 
petion which our farmers have to 
meet in the market of the world, It 
is necessary to know and consider the 
cost 0/ the produciion.of wheat and 
'cotton in India. During .the first 
sessions of the Fiftieh congresethere 
was published by a series of reports 
on taxation in foreign countries^ pre- 
pared! by consularrollioers of Uhe'mut- 
ual states; and from the report on In- 
dia, in the appendix to. the same- 
(page-608) I qnoteth'e following/ '■' ' 

"Thewages of- agricultural labor 
in the Northwest provinces and Pun- 
jab vary from 2 anrias (about 5 cents 
a day for a man and 15 annas (3 ctsY 
forawoman, and 1 Anna (21c) for. a 
child, to 1.8 rupees and 2 rupees (87.2 
cents) per month. The ordinary in- 
come of a plowman is computed at 
5S.68 rupees per year,-and his expend- 
itures at 4»:2 rupees, leaving -a bal- 
ance of 10.4.8 rupees. 

"In Bengal the- wages are paid 
partly in kind and partly in money. 
The laborer lives from hand-to month 
But wages have* risen somewhat. 
There is no record of the amount of 
wages.paid. . : 

'In Bombay laboring men get in 
some districts 2 annas (5 cents) per 
day; in others, 3, and in others 4. In 
harvest the men get. from eight, to 
tenjioundsof grain a dav, and the 
women half that sum. In Madras 
the.rates are about the same. InHy- 
derbad thewages fo'r common labor 
are two annas (5 cents) for a man and 
2 for a woman and boy.- 

"Wages in the, other portions Asia 
and Africa /(Algeria nnd Egypt) 
where wheat and cotton are raised, 
are correspondingly, low.- '.

It 
is thought possible by many that the 
strain and excitement at Minneapolis, fol- 
lowed by the keen disappointment or the 
outcome, had' nut a little to do witb the 
physical prostration ensuing.

On Tuesday he lelt rather 'worse., and •re- 
mained indoors the greater part ol the day, 
though not taking his bed. On Wednesday 
his symptoms began* to annoy him con- 
siderably, and that night he retired' ',"-' " „. ■.

One of Dnuklm'a favorite stories in the 
following Ingenuous legend: ' 

Once upon a time seven simpletons were 
going alonga mad Anit behold tliey came 
to a big puildle of rainwater which lay 
still mul bright uraler the sky. And look- 
ing into tire puddle they could see the 
clouds reflected fur below, nnd wisely con- 
cluded that the paddle was very deep.

A redstring about the neck or arm' is the 
most ordinary device, but red berries as of 
the '^rowan tree," or mountain ash, are 
still more highly prized. 

Among the Scandinavian nations, the 
Scotch,' and particularly with the gypsies, 
the rowan tree has a standing of its own, 
8part.froinitause.-in connection with the 
evil eye. That, special meaning reaches 
back $o the old pagan faith and need not 
be'consldered here. In Italy and'araong 
the l^tin races generally the horseshoe, or 
its, equivalent, is chiefly relied upon to 
itt'the^eVli-'e^e:'' 
If h/bbrseshoels iibt at hand a forked twig, 
or even the fingers of the hand parted, is' 
counted of great value.— Chicago Times.

Cabeza de Vacs, the First American 
Traveler — A Curious Pig— -5port- .■ 
Ins Rules for Boys. 



Cabeza de Vaca the* First American 

Traveler, 

As explorers we cannot give Vaca 
and Docampo great rank; though the 
latter's explorations were not; cop* 
temptible, and Vaca's were of great 
importance. But as physical achieve-, 
ments the journey? of these neglected 
heroes can safely be said to be with- 
out parallel. They were the mOBt 
wonderful waltfsever made by man. 
Both men made their records' in 
America, and each made moat of hia 
journey in what is now" the United 
States. 

Cabeza de Vaca was the first Euro- 
pean really to penetrate 'the th^en 
"Dark Continent" of North America; 
by centuries the first .to cross the 
continent. His nine years of wander- 
ing on foot, unarmed, naked, starv- 
ing, among wild beasts and wilder 
men, with no more company than 
three as ill-fated comrades, gave the 
world its first glimpse of the United 
States inland, and led to some of the 
most stirring and importan achieve- 
ments connected with its early his- 
tory. Nearly a century before the. 
Pilgrim Fathers planted their noble 
commonwealth on the edge of" Mass- 
achusetts; seventy-five years before 
the first English settlement was made 
in the }sew World; andmore than agen- 
eration before there was a single Cau- 
casian settler of any blood within our 
aren, Vacaand his gaunt followers had 
trudged across this unknown land. 

It is a long way back to those days. 
Henry VIII. was then king of England, 
and sixteen rulers have since occupied 
the throne. Elizabeth, the Virgin, 
Queen, was not horn when Vacastart- 
ed on his appalling journey, and did 
not begin to reign until twenty years 
after he had ended it. It was fifty 
years before the birth ofOaptain John 
Smith, the founder of Virginia; a gen- 
eration before the birth of Shakspere; 
and two and a half generations before 
Milton. Henry Hudson, the famous 
explorer for whom one of our chief 
rivers is named, was hot -yet. born. 
Columbus himself had been-:dead less 
■ than twenty-five years; and the con- 
queror of Mexico had seventeen yet'to 
live. It.wnsBhty years- before the 
world bad ever heard of .such* a thing 
as a newspaper; and the best geogra- 
phers still thought it possible to' sail 
. through America -to Asia. .There was 
Jfaot a white man , in North America 
•above the' middle of Mexico;- oW had 
one.evergono two hundred, miles iri- 
Jand in this continental wilderness, "of 
wbjch the world knew- almost less 
than we now know of the moon. 
7 The name of Cabeza de Vaca may 
seem to us a curious one. It means 
"Head of a Cow." But" this quaint 
family name was an honorable/one in 
Spain, and had a brave winning; it 
was earned at the battle of Naves de 
-Tolosain the thirteenth century, one 
of the decisive engagements of all 
, those centuries of war with the Moors. 
Alvar's grandfather was also a man 
of some note, and conqueror of the 
Canary Islands. 

Alvnr was born in Xeres de la 
Frontern, Spain, toward the last of 
the fifteenth century. Of his 'early 
life we know little, except that he had 
already wo*h ' some consideration 
when, in 1527, a mature man, ho 
came to the New World. In that year 
'we find him sailing from Spain as 
treasurer and sheriff of the expedition 
of six hundred men with which .Pam- 
filb de Farvaez' intended to conquer 
and colonize the flowery LancV dis- 
covered a decade before by Ponce de 
Leon. • 

They reached Santo Domingo, and 
thence sailed 'to Cuba. On Good Fri- 
day 1528, teii months after leaving 
Spain, they reached Florida, and 
landed at what) is now named Tampa 
Bay. Taking formal possession of 
the country for Sptan, they set out to 
explore .and conquer the unguesaed' 
wilderness. — C. E 1 .- Lummis, in June 
St. Nicholas.

A Curious pig. 

An account of -a curious pig comes 
from Australia. A Mr. LeMortemore, 
living at Seriana Creek, Queensland; 
has lately shot an'animal whichihe 
describes as a sort of tree-climbing 
pig. For a number of years wild pigs 
have been numerous in that locality, 
and his theory is that the original or 
common pig haa been changed, partly 
by the necessities of his wild life, into 
the variety he nas discovered. 

The captured animal weighs about 
a hundredweight, ' and is pretty fat, 
with^ bristly brown fur, small black 
spots, snout and ears like a pig; but 
the jaw is furnished with front teeth 
like a rodent; and has' also large 
canine3 and powerful back grinders. 

"The fore feet are furnished with 
hooklike claws, but-the hind ones with 
only ( two hooks upon each hoof. The 
tail is thick, about a foot long, and 
highly prehensile,- and in a- state of 
rest it is usually carried by theanimal 
in what is known as a 'Flemish coil. ,: ' 
A Flemish coil, I believe, somewhat 
resembles the figure 8. 

This last item about tbe'new Aust- 
ralian pig is impressive. Itshows that 
this pig's ideas about the proper 
arrangement for a tail are' novel 
and striking, and that he must have 
devoted some attention to the subject, 

This Australian animal has other 
peculiarities. It is furnished .with a 
pouch, which it appears to -use for 
carrying a supply of food, while trav- 
eling or micrating to fresh pastures. 
"In drought the animal climbs trees, 
and hangs by its tail while it gathers 
its.food by its hook claws." 

Mr. LeMortemore intends ensnaring 
more of these pigs. He declares that 
the flesh is excellent, "resembling, veal 
and ham pie." 

A pig that climbs trees, . carries his 
tail in a Flemish coil and histiinher 
in a bag, and whose flesh furnishes, 
veal and ham. pies, is certainly a 
novelty, even in Australia, the land of

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' Aro All Mauie Magnetlo? 

Bo.far as wenpw know/the magnet- 
io property is [peculiar to iron, nickel, 
and cobalt, and this property is easily 
destroyed by admixture with certain 
foreign substapcos such as manganese. 
-Itlsalso'Afiecud by heat. It boa lpng 
beenknbwtrtDat in iron, for instance, 
the magnetic property is 'totally des- 
troyed by a rpd heat. The same is 
true with .nlfckel and cobalt—the 
former losing Its magnetism at a low- 
er and the latter at a mgher'tempera- 
ture than iron. If we study the phe- 
nomena of magnetization of iron at 
various temperaturcB r , if the magne- 
tizing force be small but constant, we 
find that at the. ordinary tempera- 
ture of the air, the I magnetiem pro- 
duced is small. As the tempera- 
ture increases, the resulting magne- 
tism also increases, slowly at 
first, but when the temperature 
reaches something likel,100° Fahren- 
heit, 800°. Centigrade, tbenaagnetiza- 
tion very rapidly jncreases for the 
same current until kbout 1,400° F., 
770° C, is reached, when it has 
about 1,100 as much magnetism as a 
piece of glass or copper under the same 
circumstances. If ; we increase the 
temperature to 1,445°F., 785° d, 
this m.agnetism Buddenly -almost en- 
tirely disappears, ff on the other 
hand, the magnething current be 
large, the resulting magnetism gradu- 
ally decreases as the temperature 
rises until it Buddenly entirely dis- 
appears at the same temperature at 
wnich it did with small currents. This 
temperature at which the magnetic 
properties of iron disappear is known 
ns the critical temperature and 
changes rapidly tvith the composition 
of the iron. For instance, with very 
soft charcoal, iron it may ba as high 
as r,60O° F., 880° C, whereas for 
Whitworth steel it is onlv 1.242°F., 
690° 0. * 

An alloy of nickle and iron contain- 
ing 25 per cent, of nickel, presents 
some curious phenomena winch have 
a more direct bearing on the subject 
of this article. Such an alloy is usual- 
ly non-magnetic, but if it be cooled 
down a- little below the freezing point, 
it becomes decidedly magnetic. "Al- 
though this seems very remarkable at 
first," says Mr. E. Hopkinson, "it is 
clearer if we say that the critical point 
of this alloy is' below the freezing 
point." But the most remarkable 
feature of the .'alloy is that after hav- 
ing onceMbnired magnetic properties, 
it retains them through all tempera- 
tures up. tp 1,076° F. (680° C), whpn 
it very rapidly loses them and be- 
f c©rne*- non-magnetic -again, qs.doea 
iron at its critical temperature and 
down below the freezing point; 

Uhe reason that this alloy, as found 
in commerce, is nevermagneticis that 
as it there exists it has been cooled 
down " from a high temperature .to 
that 'of the atmosphere, and not low 
enough * to acquire magnetic 
properties. Had the procoss of 
manufacture involved temperatures 
below the freezing point, it would al- 
ways have been known as a magnetic 
alloy instead of a non-magnetic one 
as has been the cose until recently. 

This alloy, it is apparent, has two 
critical pointB, a lower end at which 
it obtains magnetic properties, and 
an upper one at which it loses them. 
These two temperatures bemg easily 
■ within the range at our command, it 
has been possible to study them, and 
this study has led to the suggestion 
that possibly all metals have a lower 
critical temperature at which they 
would become magnetic, could, 
this temperature be reached. It is at 
once suggested that copper, tin,, gold, 
etc. lare only non-magnetic as wo 
knowjthera for the same reason that 
the ntkle-iron alloy is usually non- 
magnetic; viz., that they have been 
coolei ■ down from a temperature 
abovi their upper critical point and 
only need to be cooled sufficient low, 
like the alloy in question, to acquire 
theselproperties and to retain them at 
ordinary temperatures. — Electricity, 
New Sfork. 

Elec :rlo Lighting by Wind Power. 
Af er long neglect thewindmill seems 
agai \ likely to become a popular mo- 
tor. Taken in hand by the most 
modern practical scientific favorite, it 
is ntw coming into use. The cost of 
motive power for electric lighting has 
lonr stood in the way of its use for 
the! illumination of country houses, 
hotels and places of business where 
Bteam and gas engines— necessitating 
.extense and skilled labor— are imprac-' 
tickble. "Water power, says Engineer- 
ing, London, is comparatively scarce 
with us, but in most places we ore fav- 
ored with abundance of wind; and 
wjth some storage 'accommodation, 
and means of regulating the speed of 
the milt, it is now found practicable 
to light by wind power. 'An electrical 
instalation has been made in connec- 
tion with a'"Holladay" windmill 
erected on the roof of a building on 
substantial timber support's, hitherto 
used for making wheat-meal and 
working elevators. It haa been Bet to 
drive an Elwell-Parker dynamo capa- 
able of developing a current of about 
80 amperes with 70 volts pres- 
sure. The windmill driven this at a 
rate which taken with the use of the 
governor and cut-out employed is suf- 
ficiently uniform to charge a .battery 
of 28 E. P. 8. accumulators. From 
this battery sufficient electricity is 
obtained for, a couple of 1600-candle 
power aro lamps and. several incan- 
descent lamp's. The wdeel is 30ft in 
diameter. By means of a sliding con- 



tact* worked by a. gorernor oottt 
dynamo shaft, the cfianpngcircttlt of, 
the electrical apparatus Is switched on 
when the speed is high enough, 1 and 
■witched oft when it' drops to» low" 
and there is also an automatic switch 
which reduces the existing current 
when th© speed is too highland thu» . 
prevents too much current b«ln« forc- 
ed into the cells at any time. In ad- 
dition to this there is a resistance io 
the main circuit which aids the auto- 
matic excels twitch in Its action. The 
governor controls a lever which short- 
circuits and openi up resistances 
which are arranged in the sbun^ , of 
the machine, and, so regulates theelec- 
tro-motive force according to speed. 

Th« Weight of th» Earth. 
The earth Weighs Five thousand 
eight hundred and : fifty-two trillions - 
of tons. The method by which scien- 
tists attain thin result Is at follows:— 
First they ascertain the force of at- 
traction by certain bodies of known 
dimension 1 !, and then, the size of the 
earth and its attractive force being 
known, they work out the problem in 
ibis manner: As the size of the -earth 
is to that of- the object tested, so 
would its attractive power be if 
the specific densities were the same, 
attraction being in proportion toden- 
sity. If the proportion of attraction 
is not the same, the earth and the 
other body must be of different den- 
sities; and it then remains to be as- 
certained ' what ' specific density of 
the earth, its ' ' size being 
known, would give the attractive 
power it is known to possess. The 
average of several experiments gave 
the earth's mean ' density as 5,472, 
or, 'in other words, the earth was as 
nearly as possible five and a half 
times heavier than a globe of.water 
of the same size. As the result of 
careful calculations based upon 
accurate measurements, the solid 
contents of the earth are 250.378 
millions of cubic miles. Taking these 
dimensions of the earth it is easy to 
calculate its weight, for the exact 
weight of a cubic mile of water is well - 
known; .and on this basis Sir John 
Herschell found the weight of the 
earth to be 5,852,000,000,000,000,- 
000.000 tons of 2,240 pounds to the 
■ton.— Tit Bits. 

To Keep 'Away Mosqultos. 
A correspondent who has had- con- 
siderable experience in camping says 
that out ol sympathy with thousands 
who have elected to spend more or 
less of their summer under canvas he 
would like to make known the way in 
which he once secured lasting peace 
from the arch-enemy of the camper, 
the mosquito. He was camped onthe 
bank of a lake and the 'mosquitoes 
hung around in clouds, so that sleep 
was out 'of the question. After trying 
every, expedient he could think of, lie 
found among his stores a niece of gum 
camphor. Taking a piece* about the 
size of a walnut he placed it on a tin 
pttte and set fire to'fti Itburnedi«e 
reflnily as pitch, with n> clear -brfeht 
flame, and apparently no smoke, but 
it acted like a charm. In two min- 
utes the hated ping of the mosquito 
had ceased and in five minutes not 
one of the tormentors remained with- 
in the walls of the tent. Then cover- 
ing his one window with mosquito 
netting, he slept undisturbed the sleep 
of tho just.' It mny, however, be well 
to state that while the fumes of gum 
camplior are distasteful to the mos- 
qnito, they are not particularly ben- ■ 
■eficial to human beings, and under 
similar conditions it would be ad- 
visable for the camper to 'see that 
a snpply of fresh air is introduced in- 
to the tent before going to sleep. 

Steam Under 212 Decrees, 

Wo hear a good deal at times, 
through scientific papers and "Books, 
of Bteam at leso than 212° tempera- 
ture and under atmospheric pressure. 
Is there any-such thing, or i%it a fic- 
tion like the so-called absolute zero of 
temperature. 

So-long as the surrounding airisnot 
saturated with vapor at a nyixunum 
density corresponding to the temper- 
ature, steam is given off from water, 
snow or -ice,, at all temperatures at 
which' we know them, its density and 
tension lessening as the temperature 
lowers. Thus,* water at 320° F can 
give off vapor at a pressure of 0.085 
pounds per square inch, into air that 
does not already contain watery va- 
por of that tension, when of course, 
the two tensions will be balanced and 
there will bo no evaporation. Great 
density or tension of the air does not 
prevent or even lessen evaporation 
from water. Bnow or ice. But the 
presence of watery vapor at the min- 
imum -density or tension that the 
water can give off at the. existing tem- 
perature, will prevent it, no matter 
hbw low tho density or tension of the 
atmosphere. 

The Cushion Car Wheol. 
Anything that will reduce the rat- 
tle and vibration of the ordinary rail- 
way car is a boon to the traveling 
man; Anew appliance which is said 
to possess this qualification in a 
marked degree is thocushioncar wheel, 
which has the additional advantages 
of being simple, safe, economical, and 
noiseless. The wheel is composed of 
two parts, the center and the tire, 
while between the two Is a thick rub- 
ber band which acts as a cushion to 
absorb all the vibrations. The tire is 
so made it may be removed without 
taking the wheel from t^e axle. The 
rubber Is so placed between the center 
and the tire as not to be liable .to in- 
jury- from a hot-box or from the cor- 
rosive action of the lubricants.

Departure.- That" is a, word used 
only twice in all the Bible. But it is 
a word often used in the court 'room 
and means the desertion of one course 
of pleading for another.' ItisuBed in. 
navigation to describe' the' ^distance 
betweentw.o meridians passing through 
the'extremeties of a course. It. is * 
word I have recently heard applied to 
my departure from America to Eu- 
rope for a preaching tour, to last un- 
til September. InftBmaller and Usb 
significant sense than that applied in 
the text I can say "The ttmo of 'my 
departure is at hand." Through the 
printing press I address this sermon 
to my readers all the world over, and 
when they read. it I will 
be mid-o cean, and. . .unless 
something new .happens in my 
maxinaexperiences I will be in no con- 
dition to preach. - But how unimpor- 
tant the word departure when applied 
to exchange of continents as when ap- 
plied to exchange of worlds as when 
Paul wrote, "The time of my depart- 
ure is at hand." Now, departure im- 
plies "a starting place and 1 , a place of 
destination. When Paul feft : the 
world, what was the starting point?

HOW TO FORECAST WEATHER, 

fi-\- ■ ':'■.' '-■■ ' . ■■ 

AJFormuIa of Popular Sitrns* 1 ' which 
,; I 'are Easily Remembered, 

.The formula of popular weather 
signs which is said to bo most kindly 
treated by theoffieial observers is that 
which was adopted by the Farmers' 
Club of the American Institute several 
years ago : It contains 10 propositions, 
easily remembered, which .are as 
follows: - 

1. When the temperature falls 
suddenly, there is a storm forming 
south t)f you. 

2. When the temperature rises sud- 
denly, there is a storm forming north 
of you. . ' ■-■ 

8. The wind always blows from a 
region of faif wenther toward 
region where a storm, is forming. 
, 4. Cirrus clouds always move from 
> a region where a storm is in progress 
.toward a region of fair weather. 

'5. Cuniulous clouds always move 
from a region whero a storm isforming. 

C. When cirrus clouds are moving 
rapidly from the north or northeasti 
there will be rain within 24 hours, no 
matter how coldit is. 
,7. 'When cirrus 'clouds are moving 
rapidly from the south or southeast 
there will be acold hail storm on the 
morrow, if it be in the. summer, and 
if it be in the winter there will be a 
snow storm. 

8. The Wind always blows in a circle 
around a storm, and when it blows 
from the north the heaviest rain is 
east of you; if it blows from the south 
the heaviest rain-is west of you; if it 
blows from the east, the heaviest rain 
is south. . 

9; The wind never blows unless' rain 
ifrf^Uihg within a thousand miles of 
you. 

10. Whenever heavy white frost 
occurs- a storm is forming within a 
thousand miles northwest of you. 

This is about as far as popular 
weather prophecy bas yet advanced. 
It is not a very great distance,, (o be 
sure, but then it is much better than 
trusting to the guess-work of almanac 
predictions',- which are made up a year 
or more in advance. - '

Be- {,\ 
ginning the practice of medicine In Kirtf*s- 
ton, it was not long be.'oro whispers were 
circulated regarding certain t|nprofesilotial 
practices that wvro strongly stissected on 
the part of the yonns; man. Humor was 
made a certainty when tho dead body 
of a yenug woman was found ly- 
ing in the abed in tbe rear 
ot Creame's office. Tho ' author- 
ities took the matter np and tbe post 
mortem proved that tbe woman bad per- 
ished irom the effects of a criminal opera- 
tion. Suspicion pointed strongly to Crcarue 
as the person who had periormcil the flper- 
atlon. but the outcome was not considered 
,conclustve euongb by tho police officers to 
warrant the arrest ot tho suspected person. 
However, public feeling was so stirred up 
against Dr. Creame that ha

and was compelled lo leave Kinirston. He 
then took up his residence In Hamilton, 
Ont. Here again his illegal practice got 
him Into trouble. Shortly after Creame's' 
arrival In Hamilton another woman was 
found deard Irom malpractice, and this 
time the evidence pointed so directly to- 
wards Cream o that he was arrested and put 
on trial lor the murder. Tho testimony " ■. 
was not sufficient to convict, however, bnt 1.7 
Creame, disgusted with Canada, emigrated 
and made Chicago his home. This was in 
tho latter part of 1877. 

Creame was a confirmed abortionist now. 
The next tlmo ho was captured at his work. 
A considerable sensation was caused In 
Chicago In 1878 by the death from mal- 
practice of a Chicago lady. Creame was 
arrested charged with tho crime, and in this 
instance the facts w?rc brought directly 
home to him. The testimony of the maid 
servant, a negress. who saw the operation 
performed, convicted Creame. end his 
caieer was brought to an end by being sen- 
tenced to 

IMPRISONMENT rox Lira 
in the Illinois state prison at Joliet. Creame 
served thirteen years ot bis sentence when 
lie received a pardon oo account of his ill- 
health. When ho entered the outer world 
once more he loand himielf tho possessor ' 
of a comfortablu fortune left him by his 
father, who had died. Aftcrlcavingprison 
Creamo went to the oldcnuntry. In March 
last he nfrain visited his old homo in Que- 
bec City and cants irom there to Montreal. 
The identity of Thomas Xellh now 
under arrest in London for 
poisoning Matilda Choveney. wltb Drearuo 
is conclusively proved bv a series of letters 
now In the possession of Mr. D. Battersby, 
peueral railroad and steamboat agent at 
Montreal. Miss Kacnea! Crcatne. sister oi 
Dr. Creame, sailed irom Quebec ior Liver- 
pool on Juno 15 on the steamer La.ke*Su- 
pcrior. It is there:oro evident that Miss 
Creame has been in communication with 
her brother, aud has crossed the Atlantic 
to render him whnt ajj-iatancealie can.

^eabh 660 housekeepers of the city joined 
the association a band, of 200 ladies 
.would be formed to labor for ref orgr in 
domestic service. Their plan as ijidi- 
cftfed at the meeting aims to establish a 
c\-mi, deceit and comfortable boarding 
and lodging house for -girls when out of 
places, where they can board at the 
minimum rate of the cost of Iteeping up 
the house. Probably to do this advan- 
tageously they would berequiredto take 
care' of their rooms and give, perhaps, 
two hours a. day to the work of the 
house under the inspection of a super- 
visor. 

Second, to furnish practical lessons in 
cooking and .dining room work in con- 
nection with the restaurant under a pro- 
fessional teacher. Also in laundry work, 
dish washing, scrubbing and sculler^' 
work. Girls taking lessons from the 
professional teachers worild pay fe^r in- 
struction in"jadjlitibn;to their boartL- . In- 
creased ability or ^iuavj ■ kno; wledge gained 
would entitle* the servant to a better 
place and higher wages. Girls sent put 
by the association would bo registered 
and kept in j sight,,and they might ap^ 
peal to the association jn any case of 
real or fancied injustice. For the sup- 
port of tins' department *n appeal has 
been made to the women and house- 
keepers of this city. 

Tho schemo of the association embo- 
dies a novelty in domestic work, for in 
addition to tho work of .supplying do- 
mestics at monthly rates tho association 
aims to supply women by the day for 
laundry work, bousecleaaing, sewing, 
etc They will also establish an emer-. 
gency department, which will supply at 
short notice- persons at day rates, who 
can take a place rendered vacant by 
sickness or unforeseen necessity. They 
may also establish a house to house ser- 
vice, at hour rates, by a person who 
comes regularly to a house to perform 
special service, such, for instance, as 
cleaning lamps, silver or windows, and 
who leaves when her special work is fin- 
ished. , . * 

ThB association estimates that with a 
membership of several hundred and an 
annual fee of ten dollars the plan out- 
lined could be carried into [practice. Tho 
-payment of the bill entitles the member 
to all the privileges of the organization, 
including tho lectures, discussions and

tities-of the precious yellow ;dust. 
Much gold, also found its wayto Utah 
through other avenues. Brigham 
Young, who was at that time running 
a little government in his own account, 
established a mint and coined prob- 
ably $1,000,000 in .$5 gold pieces. 
These, coins very soon found their 
way to California and passed current. 
At that early date, Mr. Ballard says, 
the . coins were welcomed as a great 
convenience in matters of .exchange. 
The metal in the coins were unalloyed 
■7-sospft and pure, in fact, that it 
wore away very rapidly. On this ac-. 
count they soon disappeared from 
circulation almost as rapidly as they 
hadanpeared. 

. On v brieside.of Mr. Ballard's relic 
Are two clasped' hands, probably 
symbolic of brotherly love, while 
arpund the margin are the letters, "G. 
J3. JU - 0L P. G.', " Btondiog for "Great 
Salt Lake California Pure Gold." 'Be- 
low the clasped hands are the words, 
'•five dollars" And the date, "1840." 
On the otber side, in the centre of the 
coin, is the Ail-seeing' Eye, and below 
that a beehive, while around the mar- 
gin are these words. "Holiness to the 
tord."- ' .*". 

Mr. Ballard has had some trouble 
keeping his coin. Once he accidentally 
loat ;the keen-sake, but was lucky 
enough to tind it again. Another 
time a thief got into his house and 
tootallthe money from bis pocket- 
book* except this odd-looking coin, 
which,. at a glance, resembles a trunk 
check. This was mora than .twenty 
-years ago. Mr. Ballard then attach- 
ed.it to.his-moroccofob chain, 7 which, 
is anchored to an old-fashioned silver 
watch, the movement of Which Is also* 
dated 1840.. Another of these rare 
coins is; preserved in. the National

Wages of Women and flieo, 

Tlio Association' of Collegiate* Alunmsa 
has begun td search for the catises of tho 
disparity in wages of men and women 
doing the* snino work. To women at 
least tbe discussion of this subject is al- 
ways interesting, and the results of tho 
investigation will bo awaited with impa- 
tience. The political economists havo 
taughtus that tho chief causes of this 
disparity are custom, which sanctions 
tho lower wages paid to women^ and the' 
fact thai the number of occupations 
Open to Women are few in comparison 
with the number of women seeking to* 
earn money. .1 

Mr. Wadlin, the' head of the Hassan 
ihusetts bureau! of statistics, Vho has 
studied the matter carefully, does not 
think that women who do |ust tho same 
work as men are paid less. He finds at 
least that in tho case of women in the 
professions or in the highest walksof In- 
dustry their wages approach more near- 
tytothosoof men. .Hefinds that the 
majority of women wage earners belong - 
to the unhappy class of unskilled labor, 
and that in their pursuits they compete 
with! other women as well as with men. 
jfti general, to remove the disparity '6f 
-wages this statistician advises organiza- 
tion on the part of women workers; 
more efficient training for women in in-.. 
dustry; further advancement for women 
into the higher pursuits; a general ; im- 
provement in wages by an ■ elevation of 
"the standard of living in the. family.-' -

It is to be^feared the prog- 
ressive woman of today looks upon her- 
self as rather the most progressive since 
Mother Eve, but Isabella's "progress" 
was phenomenal considering ber"".eh- 
vironmeut "Sho had never 'studied 
Latin till after sho became a qneeh," 
says Mrs. Lamb, "but seeing- its neces- 
sity in diplomatic, intercourse she ap- 
. plied .herself bravely to its acquisition! 
Presently it became tho fashion to study 
the ancient tougncs. Italian- teachers 
were imported into Spain.and there was 
great enthusiasm, not a fow Spanish 
women contributing to the brilliancy of 
this comparatively unenlightened v pe- 
riod. .« 

"It hi interesting to look : backward 
400 years and find learned women as 
well as men attending academic exam- 
inations, taking part, in the public exer- 
cises of the.gymniisium', and lecturing 
from the chairs' of universities, but we 
shall not belikely to find it in' any conn- 
try except Spain, and to .the influence 
and example of Isabella thaycredit must 
begiven." • .--.■

A subject bt.no small Importance is 
broached by Professor Charles :B. 
Bessey, of the Nebraska Experiment' 
Station, in a recent ; article in the 
American Agriculturist/ He suggests 
that it is by no means likely that we 
have reached the limit ot possibility 
in the improvement of wild gra 
taming them, as "all the cultivated 
grasses now known have been tamed, 
by selection, cultivation, adoption to 
soils, etc,' 

He reminds ub that it is not very 
long ago that timothy, red-top, or- 
chard grass and Kentucky blue grass 
were in a wild state. The first named 
in fact, came into vogue only about a 
hundred and thirty years, ago, and 
tho .others have been scarcely more 
than a .century under cultivation. 
Thesameistrueofthegrains, although 
the date of theiri'taming"isof course, 
much more romantic. De Candolle 
thinks the native habitat ofthe wheat 
plant has been discovered, and Indian 
corn, once grew, wild, whether in Asia 
or America is a point- on which au- 
thorities differ. 

. It is therefore a very reasonable' 
suggestion that what . has . been done 
may be done again in the way of Re- 
deeming wild grasses from their sav- 
age state and making them more sub- 
servient to the use of man than they 
now are. Prof, -BesBey has done well 
to call attention to the ■ subject, and 
to pomt, out the me.thod of experi- 
menting with wild, grasses so as most 
directly to reach the desired result. 

■The points of most importance to 
be kept in mind when making these 
experiments are as follows: First, be 
sore that the species is , adapted to 
the locality in" which it is" intended to 
be grown; second, find out by- experi- 
ment whether it is a variety that will 
be eaten with relish by even a well-fed 
beast; third, it should be determined 
whether it is capable of being success- 
fully grown, under cultivation, and 
finally, whether it can be easily pro- 
pagated. 

If these points can be so .far 
determined as to indicate that the 
plant is worthy of further trial, its 
nutritive value may he ascertained 
by chemical analysis, and the process 
of improvement may be entered upon 
with a good basis for hope , that a 
useful plant will be "developed. The 
process of improvement consists 
simply in the selection of seeds from 
the best specimens growing wild, 
subjecting them to the most favorable 
conditions pi growth,- .selecting; seeds 

factory development .of .plant and 
seed has been attained. The process 
may bo hastened by high cultivation 
and by the choice of a good strong 
soil the experimental plantation. 

This is a fascinating aa well as use- 
ful nndertsfeing,:for what. could more 
surely awaken the interest - stimulate 
the curiosity of a bright-minded, in- 
telligent* fanner than to watch the 
progress of these wild denizens of 
meadow and plain toward a higher and 
more useful life.under the tuition ofhis 
own mind and hand. And he would 
have before him also the noble stimu- 
lus of being recognized, should he 
succeed, as a benefactor of mankind; 
for if he is onB who causes two blades 
of grass to prow where one grew be-' 
fore, surely the discoverer of a new 
and useful variety is entitled to equal 
if not greater donor. 
/Without attemptim-; to suggest par- 
ticular species of wild grasses for ex- 
periment in-any locality, Prof. Bessey 
mention's a few of which trial might be 
make, such as switch crass— Panicum 
virRatum L— bin blue Btem— Audro-' 
pogou provincialis Lam.— bushy blue 
stem— Audropogon nutans L.— moun- 
tain timothy— Alopecurus prateusis 
I/., wild ribbon grass— Phalaria arun- 
dmacea L.,— Muhlenberg's grass— 
Muhlenberga glomerta Trin.,^-large 
bent grass— Agrostis grandis Trin.,— 
wild Juno, grass— Ktbleria cristata 
Pers.,— Buffalo bunch grass— Fescuta 
scabrella Torr,— and wheat grass— 
Agropyrum qlauenm R. and S, .

. Making Timothy Hay, 

In my observations in the past, on 
the'farm,, I noticed that where, the 
wheat had been frozen but and. th '. 
ground had been sown to timothy, in 
binding the grass into, bundles, it 
cured out and made' hay. It. cured 
perfectly, green, ' in short, was per 
fectly cured hay... This observation 
induced us to try the binder in the 
general.work in making timothy or 
mixed hay. , 

We set the binder to cut . a stubble 
four inches high. The advantage gain- 
ed in cutting the stubble this hight, is 
that* the ground is not left so bare as 
to ba burnt with hot summer sun and 
the-nf,ter-growth-will start sooner and 
cover the ground and protect tlje 
roots of grass. We use three norses 
with the bundle carrier, with one man 
to drive and one. to shock, and can 
put up a great amount of hay- per- 
fectly secure in one day, putting nine 
sheaves in a shock, or eight sheaves 
and one cap. 

As we go alongl wishtomentionmy 
mistakes, also. Last year we were in 
toomuchof a hurry and put in three 
joads before it was cured: We hauled 
it in as soon as you would bay cured 
in swath. The consequence was, three 
loads of spoiled hay. Thecorrectway 
is to let it remain 'in shock until 
thoroughly cured, somBthing. like 
whsat or oats, just so it doss not'kill 
the grass where the shocks stand. 
Hay put up this way the rains wili 
not damage and the -butts of the 
sheaves will be perfectly bright. The 
advantages gained so far are: A small 
number of hands, more rapid work; 
one load of the same bulk, binder-cut, 
will make twice the number of pounds 
of hay cut the old way; the same ad- 
vantage is also gained in the barn 
room; a barn filled with binder-cut 
hay will.hqld.twice the number of lbs. 
as hay made in the old way, pro- 
vided the sheaves are laid aawewould 
lay sheaves of wheat in stack. . 

I wish to note here that the sheaves 
want to be : bound well toward the 
'butt, for in handling , the' hay is in-l 
clined to crawl out of the' 'band IP 
bonnd-btherw^sei- '.Theshea veil bound 
'orai-fflry*'rsT«'fmigh"'"ae*6n'^ou^^ 
each, making it easy to feed an equal 
amount at each feed.— A. S. FrosmanN 
in Ohio Parmer. 

Sex of Poultry at Will. . 

Can the sex of poultry be controlled? 
We have the assurances of. one -ofour 
advertisers that the sei of animals is 
at the will of man, but long andcare- 
ful study of egg markings and other 
experiments have so far developed no 
correct guide for producing the re- 
quired sex in poultry. Approximate 
results, however, seem now to he ob- 
tained in thiB direbtion by B. F. Rob- 
erts of Leighton, Cal. His rule, as 
evolved by repeated tests, is that 
the most vigorous of the parents will 
control the sex and mark it the op- 
posite of its own." That » a male m 
full maturity, and vigor will produce 
female offspring when crossed on fe- 
males of less vigor, antf vice versa. Of 
course- invariable results should not 
be expected, bnt when olarge per cent 
ofthe chicks are the desired sbx the- 
end is' practically achieved, Hr; Hot* 
erts sayB ' in; tho California 1 Orchard 
and Farm: ; •

" uover will spoil very readily if 
mowed or Btacked up damp, either 
because not well cured but or from 
getting wet after cutting.' If laversof 
dry straw are put in between tho 
layers of clover it can be stored away 
with less curing than L'mowed away 
alone.— American Orange Bulletin.

Eiporionco has 
shown that the gossamer of which tho 
web ia composed forms & very useful 
Btyptic, but a Tery fatal objection to its 
use arises from the fact that as an ap- 
plication to an open wound it eon noVer 
bo guaranteed as surgically clean, form- 
ing as it docs a net for insects and at 
tho samo timo fox tho germs of mtf&aXt 
infectious disease. 

Evidenco of this was produced DefBro 
tho Liverpool coroner recently touching 
tho death of Martha Roberts, who, fol- 
lowing tho timehonored custom, had 
applied a cobweb to her wounded hand 
to stop tho bleeding. Blood ■ poisoning 
followed upon its application, and this 
terminated, nnhappily, in n. fatal issue. 
It is not a solitary case. Tho principlea 
of ascepticism havo not yet becomo part 
of tho intellectual equipment of tho 
people, neither havo its lessons succeed- 
ed in overcoming prejudice.— London 
Lancet.

Pinkertons Shot Down Without Mercy 
by the Howling Hob. 

Capltal.and labor have, clashed at Home- 
sletfd'Wd' th* town Is -reU^-w^h^blobd^ 
Never in the bloody history of riots in this 
vicinity, save the great railroad riots of 
1877. has there been snch carnage and such 
a baltle. The 300 Pinkertons who came m 
a boat to Homestead early this morning 
have desolated many a hearth and their 
shots have aroused such desperation that it 
Is'satetosay that before' the men would 
now allow the mill to be operated by non- 
union men /t_ey would burn it over their 
heads. • 

Thestory of thebattlais bard to tell. In 
the dark mist of early morning, when the 
town was quiet, the rumor of .the arrival of 
the boat load of Pinkertons reached Home- 
stead. The word was sent along the .line 
and the streets in almost an Instant were 
crowded with- men, women -and children,' 
hurrying in the direction of the works' 
landing. Some were, only half clad. On. 
the maddened mass rushed, some to return 
without even a tear in their eyes, others to 
part forever on the battle ground. Mothers 
stoo'd with babes in their arms wondering 
what would be the result if the Pinkertons 
made an a'.tcnipt'to land. The most horri- 
ble forebodings have been realized and 
there are ninny homes iu distress, many 
mothers, fathers, sisters, brothers and 
sweethearts with tears running down their 
cheeks, mourning the loss of some one 
who fell by the bullets from that boat. 

The landing of that boat will over he re- 
membered at Homestead, and for ' some 
generations to cometbe fathers will tell their 
children of the bloody battle of the Hon on- 
gahela. "When the boat was sighted by the 
multitude of wbrklngmon and their fami- 
lies, a feeling such as was never felt before 
stole over the anxious waiters. As it came 
near, the feeling became more intense.

Contldorablo UeaitmtloD In Ordarlnx 
. Troops to UomeiUsd. 

Habbisbuko, Pa., July 7.— Numerous 
private tolecraras were received by the gov- 
ernor. Soma advising htm to call out 
troops, and others counseling a 
more conservative course. Two or three 
prominet citizens of Pittsburg intimated in 
confidential messages to the governor that 
the local authorities bad not exhausted 
their resources to ■preserve the peace, and 
that if extreme measures are taken Itwould 
be well ior him to visit Homestead. Gov 
Paulson said this eveningtbat he- did not 
contemplate any further action at pres- 
ent. In his opiniou Sherlfl McCleary 
has hot done all that it was possible to do 
to maintain good order and he was not 
disposed to interfere with tbe military 
until every civil means bad been exhausted. 

There was a leeling about thecapitol that 
an attempt was being made- to shiit re- 
sponsibility. Gov. Pattison was kept fully 
lulormed of the situation, and any new 
phase ' of the trouble was promptly 
reported to him. Adjt, Gen. Greenland, 
who arrived this afternoon, is communica- 
tion with Gen. John A. Wiley or Franklin, 
commander ot tho Second brigade, 
and if the troop3 . are iound 
to be necessary to restore order tbey will be 
concentrated at Homestead on short no- 
tice. The fctato authorities are fully 
aroused to thegravity oi tho situation, but 
do not believe military aid is yet needed.

Eight Thousand Citizen Sol- 
diers to Concentrate at 
■ Homestead. 



Hamubobo, Pa.,,jQl y n.-Tha entire 
division of the National Guard of Pen my 1. 
vanla, about 8,000 men, have been ordered 
to Homestead to support 8heriff McCleary 
in suppressing tbe riots at that place. This 
action of tbo governor was taken on tbe 
receipt by him of tbe following dispatch 
from Sheriff William H. McCleary, sent 
from Pittsburg to-day: 

The situation at Homestead has not im- 
proved. White all li qoiot there, tbo strikers an 
lu control and openly express to me and to tbe 
public $helr determination that the works shall 
not be operated unless by themselves Aramak- 
ins, all efforts-ln my power. 1 have falM to se- 
cure a posse respectable enounh la numbers to 
accomplish anything, and 1 am satUQed tbnt no 
posse raised by civil authority can do anything 
to change tbe condition o! affairs, and that any 
.attempt bv an Inadequate force to restore tbe 
right ot law will onlyrwult In further armed 
resistance aud consequent losjoflife. Only a 
large military force will enable me to control 
matttr*. I believe II aueh ton* U sent tbo dis- 
orderly element will be overpowered and order 
restored, I therefore call upon you to furnish 
mo such awfstance. 

Gov. Paltison at once issued the follow- 
ing order, addressed to George It. Snowdcn. 
major general commanding national guard 
of Pennsylvania: 

Put tbo division under arms and move at 
once with ammunition to the support ot tho 
sheriff ot ANeghiuy county. Maintain tbo 
peace— protect ull persons In their rights unoer 
the constitution and laws of tbo state. Com- 
municate with me. 

To Sheriff McCleary tho lollowing tele- 
gram was sent by tbe governor: 

Have.ordared JfaJ. Gen. George R, Snowden, 
with tho division ol the national ■ guard ot 
Pennsylvania, to your supoort'at once. Put 
yourselt in communication with him. Commu- 
nicate with me further particulars. 
. Qen. Snowden with tbe^adjutan^general 
and quartermaster general at once proceed- 
ed to formulate tbe orders for the mobiliza- 
tion oftbo guard. Some troops will be un- 
der way early In tbe morning. 

BEFORE THE OHDEft WAS IMfED. 

Adjutant General Greenland returned 
from PitL-bnrg this morning and soon alter 
called on Gov. Pattison to report the situa- 
tion as be observed it at Honieatad. Ha 
ga7othe governor tbe re»ult of hb inter- 
views with ah classes of people and de- 
scribed the status of affairs at tho works. 
This ;afternoon Maj. Gen. Gcorga R. 
Bnowden arrived, from Philadelphia, and 
at once had a conference with tbe state 
officials. Itla understood that his coming 
hero was for the purpose of obtaining from 
Gen. Greenland a clear statement of the 
situation, and to talk over the probable 
position of troops lu event of an order be- 
ing issued calling them oot, u .« 

In an Interview before the troops were 
called out, tha adjutant general said that 
while the sheriff had not done what be 
conld at the outlet of the trouble, It was 
boalnnlng to be apparent that his power to 
maintain tbe rights ot tha company was 
gone. With twenty-five or thirty deputies 
in his opinion, tho sheriff would be per- 
mitted to take charge of the works, but he 
questioned whether a larger lorce would bo 
allowed to enter. • He admitted 
that this wonld. be giving the com- 
pany control of tbe plant In theory 
only, while the real condition of things 
would be otherwise. In his talk with prom- 
inent business men and leaders among tbe 
workmen at Homestead and Pittsburg tba 
adjutant general learned 'enough to con- 
vitfee him that the present strained rela- 
tions would result in an outbreak tho mo- 
ment Carnegie would attempt to Introduce 
new men. Preparations for the approach- 
ing annual encampments bad put the 
troops In first-class shape and they conld 
bo mobilized on short notice. He said a 
large force could bo concentrated at the 
scene of the troublolna very brief time. 

COSCEXTRATISiJ TBOOM. 

Lato tc-nigbt Ma^. t3»n. Snowden issued 
the following order to llrig. Gen. Robert P. 
Dechert, Philadelphia, Wuimandlng First 
brigade: 

In compliance with tbe orders ol the com- 
mauder-ln-ehlet you will conceutrato youe com- 
mand In camp at Mount Grettla by to-mg,rrow 
(Monday) Alwruoon and Hwait further orders. 
Battery horsed. Take with you tor** days' ra- 
tions and nil ammunition on baud. First 
troop mounted will move on first train availa- 
ble on Penusylvaula railroad bound west. 

An order was Issued to the Second brigade 
to concentrate at a point which Gen. Snow- 
den declined to make, public (presumably 
Homestead) and await orders. Tho Third 
brigade was ordered to concentrate at 
Lewlstown and move west. Telearama 
were sent to all tha regimental ~ com- 
manders. 



Anarch I st Io Support. 

Chicauo, July 11.— At a meeting of tbe 
workmen this atternoun. com]>osed mainly 
ofsociallsts and anarchists, the following 
resolutions were passed and forwarded to 
tbo strlkersat Homestead: ''That this meet- 
ing, composed ot citizens oi loreU-ti and 
native binh, cxpras alike our utter detest- 
ation of tho invasion and murder of our 
follow* Sjt Homestead, and our admiration 
of their heroism in repelling tbe Invaders; 
we hope tbey will continue to hold the fort 
until they own It; that we tender our iell6w 
laborers our moral, financial and physical 
support."

Boy*, Joly 11.- -Last year a number of 
persons waro convicted at Barl of belonging 
to tho Mala Vita society, an association of 
similar character to the Camorra of Na- 
ples and. the Mafia of Sicily. There are 
now being tried at Trani 212 persons 
charged with' being connected with the 
Mala Vita ol Andrea. From thetesllraony 
it appears that they met In tbe catacombs 
of Santa Marghsrita, where their mysteri- 
ous rites were performed. before an image 
of tbe Madonna. The constitution of the 
society, consisting; oi twenty articles, with 
Its oaths and penalties, has been discovered 
and laid before' tha court. It is expected 
that tho trials will lost several months.

Thus consolation Is fonnd In the reflection 
that tbe most luted enemy of organised 
labor—the Pinkerton guards— had been 
obliged to confew do eat and give up tbe 
baltle. The leaders of the striken were 
unusually uncommunicative. "We can't 
talk," was the response to all Interroga- 
tions. Later the opinion was freely ex- 
pressed by tbo rank end file that tbe militia 
would be received by uo hostile demon- 
stration, and that an armistice would be 
declared until after thelrdcparture. "Out 
they will have to b;o away sometime." said 
tho leader of a little group near tha depot, 
"and when they do we would like to see 
them run the mill non-union.*' 

This Httto sentence expresses as fully as 
could volumes the situation that will be 
ushered In by tho advent ot the militia. As 
long as this army of militia fticn are on tho 
ground there will be no opposition from 
the strikers, no lawlessness, and no violent 
demonstration. But when the militia is 
wlthdrawu tho strikers wilt swoop down 
like birds oT prey, and the non-unionists 
that It isattempled to install in their places 
and will be 

bett to rirrrs. 
by their enemies. This is undoubtedly the 
plan ot the striker?, and the cblcf Tear of 
their leaden now is that tbe Carnegie com- 
pany will hasten to install the non-union 
workmen In the mills immediately upon 
the arrival of the militia. If this be done a 
great advantage will be gained by the com- 
pany in the poisejslon and occupancy of 
tbe mill, and as an opportunity would also 
doubtless be afforded them to bring in 
arms for the defense ot their workmen, tbe 
striken woold be at a great disadvantage 
on tho retirement of tho militia. At mid- 
night tho honiole fesr took possession of 
the striken that tho company might even 
sneak In Pinkerton men In tbe disguise of 
of workmen while the militia held posses- 
sion; and as such a move would mun s 
practical triumph over tbe striken, the 
suspicion has caused jrreat perturbation. 

Altogether the striken are in a very un- 
easy Irani e of mind late to-night, and their 
anxious laces give evidence of their excite- 
ment. It Is possible that a feeling of des- 
peration over tho prospects may cause tba 
hotter-beaded to counsel violence to tha 
militia, but it is safe to say such a saiddal 
policy will not be approved by tbe commit- 
tee, acd if endorsed by the more If norant 
workmen will be carried out only in the 
face of determined opposition from tho 
leaden. 

"WTTH OFCX 1UU." ■ 

,; Boriteas McLbckir. ooeot th*. leader* «f 
the Homestead strikers, was seen lateb> 
night and asked: 

."How do you regard the latest news— the 
calling out ol the militia?" 

"That is right on our line. It suits us 
fir»t rale." 

"How will the militia be received?" 

"With open arms." 

"There will be no hostility?" 

"None whatever. We will receive them 
In a internal spirit and accord totbem that 
respect due to the re prescnta tires of tha 
grandeur and dignity oi tbr ureal State of 
Pennsylvania. \Vo have been expecting 
them and we are very glad they are coming. 
There will not be tbe slightest opposition 
to their presence nor tbe least manifesta- 
tion of unfriendliness." 

"Do you fear that their presence will bo 
taken advantage bf by the company in an 
effort to install non-union men in tba 

suiiir* 

"I do not think Gov. Pattison has said 
that the militia aro to bo used as guards, 
and heisnotscndlngthcm here for that 
purpose. They will be kept hero a tew 
days, and when It is seen how peaceable 
everyihinglslpredlctthoy will be withdrawn 
Tho sheriff has been imbtincthat he could 
not keep the peace, and I suppose it has 
been finally determined to send tbe troops 
here toseehow neefcsary they are. They 
will be received witli'respccL Our fight 
was against the Pinkertons— aeainsi tbe in- 
vasion of our homes by an armed, illegal 
and disreputable private army."- 

Mr. llcl.uckie's words are accepted by 
all.aa final and as Indicating the tactics ol 
the strikers. There will be no opposition 
to tbe militia and no manifestations of un- 
friendlinc&r. But the striken are religiously 
relying on the government to afford no as- 
sistance to the company In the installation 
ofrion-union labor, and aro trusting that 
the troops will be speedily withdrawn, 
leaving the situation praoiically tbe same 
as boiore their arrival. In that event the 
.striken expect to be ablo to continue to bar 
out tba non-union workmen. 

Hugh O'Donnell, the leader of tbe 
strikers, was seen at midnight. "I cannot 
belleuo it; I cannot believe It," ho repeated 
when informed that Gov. Paltison bad 
ordered out tho militia. His recent inter- 
view was still Ircsb In bis mind, and ha 
could not credit the report that in twenty- 
four hours Homestead would bo in the 
hands oi militiamen.

Ex. John's, X. F., July 9.— Forty-sixyeart 
ond odc month ago to-day fire broke out in 
St. JohnV, the capital o( Newfoundland, 
that destroyed a great part' of the city. 
Dama -e was done atuouutinj* to $1,000,000, 
ond several lives were lost in tho flames. 
Yesterday another lire broke out, and far 
exceeded iii extent of money damage aud 
loss of life that of the disastrous conuagra- 
* tionollMO/ 

A.bout4 oclock a'honse on Lone; street 
was discovered to be on fire. The firemen 
responded promptly to the alarm, hut 
■when they arrived the southwest wind 
that was prevailing had caused the fire 
to spread to an -adjoining build- 
ing, which was then burning furiously. 
Desperate efforts were made to stay the 
progress of the fire, but it was soon seen 

■ that these would prove fruitless. Most of 
the houses on Long streut were very old 
wooden ones and they caught fire and 
burned with great rapidity. Large burn- 

' ing tram s were cauqhtup by the wind and 
carried to the roofs of other structures, 
which were 

EOOS EUBSIKG ITEIOrBLY. 

It was seen that the fire department was 
helpless, and people living in the path that 
the fire was destined to take began to re- 
move their portable household effects and 
valuables. It is I eared that some 
of these people lost their lives 
by their foolbardiness 'hi returnin; 
their homes when the flames were close 
upon them. While these dwelling houses 
■were burning unhindered it v;as lound that 
the new McthcdUt college was on hie. 
Efforts were made to save this building, 
but they were fruitless. The college was 
the educational headquarters ol the Meth- 
odists in Newfoundland, and its Iosj will 
be severely felt by the denomination. By 
this time the wind was blowing-a gale and 
the tire was spreading w*ith terrible rapid- 
ity. Buildings situated some distance 
from the burning structures caught lire 
from the burning embers and were de- 
stroyed without a hand beinc raised to at- 
tempt to save them. The firemen an.i the 
people were completely paralyzed, and the 
fire did its work of destruction with- 
out stay. It was now growing 
dark and the scene was magnificently 
beantilul, though an appalling one. Build- 
ing after building caught lire, and the whole 
citywasas lisht as day. The roacofthe 
flames was terrible and the heat was so in- 
tense that it was impossible to get any- 
where near the burning buildings, Now 
and then high and heavy walls would fall 
and

ReQ^stw^we"foad^ru'er'b"uitd- 
ing3 to the conflagration. Men,' women, 
and children ran about in terror, and 
thieves taking advantage of the con- 
fusion, entered houses that had 
been deserted by their occupants 
and stole whaievcr they could lay 
their hand* on and carry off. The Masonic 
temple. Orange hall, the Roman Catholic 
cathedral and Bishop's palace, St. Patrick's 
hall, the English cathedral, the inthena- 
eiuru, the Kirk, the Commercial 
bank," the Union bank, the" Atlantic 
hotel and Lindberg's brewery all fell prey 
to the devourinc element. The English 
cathedral was a magnificent structure' and 
was considered to be the finest piece of 
Gothic architecture on this continent. .It 
was yet incomplete though it had been 
fifty years In buildimr. 

Nearly all these buildings were in the 
center of the city, and before long they 
were nothing but masses of smoking ruins. 
In addition to these the court house, Dolice 
hcadquarte'Band (he government savings 
bank were, destroyed, as were also the 

'Presbytery church and the office of 
the. Telegram. The flames were now 
raging with increasing visor in the direc- 
tion of the water front, and in a very short 
time were eating up the warehouses alone, 
the whaTves. The shipping lying at the 
wharves had- been warned of its danger, 
the crows of the various vessels hastily cast 

t oI their lines an 2 took their craft ( outsed 
the harbor.

and threatened to destroy the whole cily. 
It is known positively that one man and 
six children have perished, butit is thought 
when the terrible excitement that now pre- 
vails subsides it will be found that the 
loss of .life is much. greater. 
Full . <JQ0 buildings were burned. 
Many of these were dwelling houses ,nnd 
their occupants have. been compelled to 
seek refuge in the fields. Fifteen thousand 
pcopleare homeless. The military author- 
ities have furnished them with as many 
tents as possible, and the civil authorities 
ore doing everything in their power to alle- 
viate the distress. Mdny of these unfortu> 
nate people have lost everything they had in 
the world, and-imperative calls will be made 
npon charity in tlfcir behalf. From Bandy, 
Bankins to Signal Hill, the only buildings 
standing are the Union' bank, the Koman 
Catholic cathedral and. college, .and the 
Devon row railway depot, ' Fire broke out 
in Monk street,, on which are sit- 
uated tho refldcnces of the most 
wealthy inhabitants of the- town. 
The street is more than a mile iri length; 
and every building on it was a three-story 

- brick. Since the fire in 1840 the authorities 
refused to permit wooden buildings to be

Jewish rabbis, which began here oh Tuurs- V 
day, was brought to a close to-day. A mid- 
winter meeting was fixed lor December 24. 
at Washington, B.C. It was also decided 
to hold the next annual ; meeting Iri Chica- 
go during the exposition— July 1, ' 189S. 
The customary initiatory rites for prose?, 
lytes was ' abolished' by ' a vote of 
23 to. 0. It was decided, by 
an unanimous vote to permit the 
adoption of cremation in the Jewish 
churih. If an American rabbi becallcd 
npon to celebrate mneral rites,' he shall not 
object to cremation on the ground that the 
gouins of the Jewish religion is opposed to 
it. Eev. Dr. Carlisii offered a resolution 
protesting against religious legislation on 
the ground* that it la contrary ■ to tho con- 
stitution of tho United tftaies. It was re- 
solved that the Jews of America celebrate 
the ionr hundredth anniversary ol the dis- 
covery of America by endowing a chair at 
Cincinnati inihe Hebrew uniuu scmluary 
ol Jewish history and literature, -to' be 
known as the Leibman Adler Chair.

A Bill Which Gives Commercial Travel- 
ers Speolal Privileges. 

"Washington, Special, July 11. — Tho first 
attempt to amend the interstate commerce 
law in the interests of the commercial trav- 
elers and others-carrying -large.amou.nt3 of 
bagcage and traveling parties who are on 
the road a great deal, failed in tbe early 
part of the session. Representative Lind, 
who has always been a great stickler for tho 
interstate commerce law, saw that It' the 
bill then under consideration should pass, 
the house and senate the entire fnbrio oi the 
interstate commerco law would be per.'or- 
ated and tho law itself crippled and be a 
dead letter on the statute books, Af>er tbe 
defeat of that bill another was attempted, 
which provided for the issuance of joint 
and interchangeable 5,000-mile tickets with 
special privileges as to the amount of bag- 
gage that my bo carried under the mileage 
tickets of 1,000 miles or more. The com- 
mittee, in favorably reportiug the bill, savs 
that repeated eflorts have been made by 
commercial travelers to bring about such, 
legislation, and discusses at length the 
great benefit commercial travelers give the 
people, and how they have to penetrate to 
the smallest towns and go to the most ob- 
scure cross roads, eta, etc It also states 
that prior to. the passage of the interstate 
commerce law it was the custom of the rail- 
road companies to give a Bpeciat baggage 
permit.

tract into lots, nnd.it is claimed by the city, 
that in the original plat the portion in con- 
test was marked "public square." The rec- 
ord of the original plat was destroyed by 
fire, and in tlu'&ubseliurnt plat filed the part 
marked •'pubUct-quare" appeared' to have* 
been first laid out in lots and then altered, 
the register test! ying that this was duo to 
on ctror made in the drawing. In 1870 the 
city planted trees and otherwise improved 
the property for park purposes, audit was 
so-used without disuute up to 1839, when 
Cameron endeavored to fence it in, claim- 
ing title: This brought the matter into the 
courts." It was tried once previously, Cam- 
eron winutng tlievtctory.

"Wage* of "Women and Men. 

Tho Association of Collegiate Alumna 
has begun to search, for the causes of the 
disparity in wages of men and women 
doing tho samo work. To women at 
least tho discussion of this subject is al- 
ways interesting, and tho results of the 
investigation will be awaited with impa- 
tience. Tho political economists have 
taught us that the. chief causes of this 
disparity are custom, which sanctions 
the lower wage3 paid to women, and the 
fact that the number of occupations 
open to women are few in comparison 
with the number of women seeking to 
earn money. 

Mr. Wndlin, the head of tho Massa- 
chusetts bureau of statistics, who has 
studied the matter carefully, does not 
think that women who do just the same 
work as men are paid less. He finds at 
least that in the case of women in the 
professions or in tho highest walks of in- 
dustry their wages approach, more near- 
ly to those of men. He finds that the 
majority of women wage earners belong 
to the unhappy class of unskilled labor, 
and that in their pursuits they compete 
with other women as well as with men. 
In general, to remove- the disparity of 
wages this statistician advises organiza- 
tion on the part of women workers; 
. more efficient training for women in in- 
dustry; further advancement for -women 
into tho higher pursuits; a general im- 
provemeut in wages by an elevation of 
tho standard of living in the family.— 
Exchange. 

Queen IsaheUa'B Progress. 

Mrs. Martha J. Lamb, in a delightful 
paper on "Columbus and His Tunes," 
read before the graduating class of 
Gardner school, expressed some facts 
concerning Queen Isabella from which 
tliB women of today may draw a lesson 
of modesty. It is to be feared the prog- 
ressive woman of today looks upon her- 
self as rather tho most progressive since 
Mother Eve. but Isabella's "progress" 
was phenomenal considering her en- 
vironment. "She ljad never studied 
Latin till after she became a .queen," 
says Mrs. Lamb, "bnt seeing its neces- 
sity in diplomatic intercourse she'ap- 
plied herself bravely to its acquisition. 
Presently it became the fashion to study 
tho ancient tongues. Italian teachers 
wero imported into Spain, and there was 
great enthusiasm, not a few Spanish 
■women contributing to the brilliancy of 
this comparatively unenlightened pe- 
riod. 

'•It is interesting to look backward 
400 years and find learned women as 
■well as men attending academic exam- 
inations, taking part in the public .exer- 
cises of the gymnasium, and lecturing 
from tho chairs of ■universities, but we 
shall not be likely to find it in any coun- 
try except Spain, and to the influence 

and example of Isabella the credit must 
be given."

Compntanry Insurance in Germany. 
In Germany Iho law of compulsory, 
insurance against old ngo and iuftrmity, 
passed in Juno, 1880, completes tho pro- 
gramme of legislation for improving tho 
condition of the working classes which 
was sot forth in tho imperial rescript of 
1881. It affects more than 18,000,000 
people, givingthem' an inalienable legal 
ulniin to support in coses of infirmity 
and iu old ago. 

Tho insurance is compnlsory in all in- 
dustrial occupations upon persona ovor 
sixteen years of age of both sexes. 
Clerks and tradesmen's apprentices who 
do not earn more than $300 a year also 
participate," but assistants and appren- 
tices in druggists' shops are excluded. 

Exemption from compulsory insurance 
is granted to persons who work . for 
food, clothes and lodging only, and who 
receive no pay, or who are only in tem- 
porary employment. 

The pension for old age varies from 
about twenty-five dollars to fifty dollars 
a year," and is granted to every insured 
person who has completed his seventies 
year, irrespective of his ability to earn a 
livelihood, provided he does not already 
draw a pension for infirmity.. The in-; 
firmity pension varies from, about twen- 
ty-seven dollars to ovor a hundred dol- 
lars, and is given, irrespective of age, to 
persons who are permanently incapaci- 
tated from earning a living. 

In order to establish a claim to a pen- 
sion under the German law, contribu- 
tions, regulated by the amount of earn- 
ings, must be paid for a prescribed 
period. Tho moans of paying pensions 
are obtained by fixed contributions from 
the imperial treasury, added to regular 
payments on the part of the employers 
and employed. — Youth's Companion.

'About this Juncture dinner time arrived 
and the crowd dispersed.* A'fter dinner 
many of tho fellows resumed work. 

John Fogelberg. the contractor, telegraph- 
ed to Grand Forks for men, un'd the strik- 
ers.' hearing of this, decided tog! ve any out- 
siders a very stormy welcome If they at' 
tempted to fill the places. New teams and 
workmen were hired to work hi the uficr- 
noon. and every thing was quiet and «nbir- 
ly. Some of the strikers became rut her 
boisterous, but piiy-day'lmd not yet arrived, 
and this prevented many from an overin- 
dulgence In Intoxicants, which would Imrr 
added fuel to tho fire.

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Homestead, Pa., July 18.— All is quiet on 
tba Monongahela to-night, though stories 
about men having been placed in the mill, 
rumors about tho desperate purposes of the 
strikers and reports about the' uruparouona 
ot the military to quit tho scone are extnntl 
UptoGo'cIock this evening no new men 
had beeu introduced tliropgh tl-e Carnegie 
gates. The now men are cinfidentl; 
pected be ore the formal opening of the 
works on Thursday, but the strike leaders 
do not believe that any of them will be in- 
troduced until after it is seen how many 
applications for wort have been mado by 
tho old men. That some of, these 
will be made is quito certain. A :bw oi'the 
old employes iiave interviewed the mill 
tary at out tho protectlou which will be 
afforded to "men coing to work, and tho 
Carnegie company goes in this a symptom 
of disintegration among the locbed-out 
men which .it. haiis wiih genuine relief. 
Of course their visits to headquarters have 
been made secretly, as the, great majority 
of the men are still strongly with the amal- 
gamated association. 

A FLAT BEPC3AL. 

A mass meeting was held at the rink to- 
day at winch about 400 of the employes 
■were present, who represented the mechan- 
ical department aud the day laborers. 
These men are not members of tbu amal- 
gamated association, bnt Iiave been in sym- 
pathy with it. Some half a dozen speeches 
were made as to tho pouter put up by Mr. 
Frick inviting tho old men back to work, 
and the following resolutions passed unan- 
imously. 

"That we are in sympathy with the 
Amalgamated association and pledge our- 
selves to stand with them 10 the end; that 
we consider it an injustice to the mechani- 
cal depart men t ami day laborers, ami an 
Uisult to their manhood to ask them to 
work under guard, as we believe in this 
land of the Tree, all men should ba tree. 

This means that the repair work, which 
■was to have been begun to-morrow will not 
he undertaken ty the old men, who will 
notgobackto work, and that new men 
will have to be brought in ii" the company 
proposes to reopen the works on Thursday 
next, as all the furnaces are cold, and much 
rebuilding will have to be done. 

It is simply u maUer of impossibility to 
untangle all the contradictory stories which 
a-e buing told about all these new men. 
For instance, a number of ue:roes are ex- 
pected from West Virsinia and Alabama 
furnaces. A drait of eighty men is said to 
be coming Irom Ohio. The advisory com- 
miueu has heard ot efforts to enroll me- 
chanic! in Chicago and St. Loui?, supposed 
to be lor the Carnegie company, hut alter 
all the rumors' are sifted down there is no 
truth to belound at the bottom of them.

itiiitee is not particularly vigilant this 
evening. 

TALK OF BOVCOTTIXO. 

It is claimed by the leadcisot the strik- 
en that the Amalgamated association holds 
the winning hand, no matter what may 
happen. If tho mills are started by non- 
union men they contend that the mistakes 
that v.'ill occur, aud ihc heavy financial 
losses consequent to theni, will cause the 
company to shut down the mills in sheer 
self interest. The quality of the product 
turned out by the unskilled labor will be 
fo inferior, say the leaders, that it cannot 
wnd a market. If the product is ready for 
shipping, it is claimed that a greater diffi- 
culty will confront the company in the 
relo3al of railroad men to handle any 
material turned out troin the Carnep,io 
works. Assurances irom so many unions 
of freight hundlcrs have been received in 
this connection thatthcAmalxamated asso- 
ciation leeis confident ot preventing the 
product ot the Carnegie mills made by 
non-union men from being carried to the 
places stipulated in the contracts. Even if 
this fail the locked out workers claim they 
have another trump card to play. This is 
the action oi unions of carpenters and of 
many organizations composed of men en- 
gaged in the construction of buildings and 
other structures in re. using to perform 
work on any erection on which products 
from the Carnegie mills aro used. With 
these and other circumstances to support 
tueui the locked out workmen ot Home- 
stead with

hope to brim; the Carnegie company to the 
terms dictated by the amalgamated associa- 
tion. Both sides admit that there is no 
immediate prnspert of aseUlenieiit ol the 
strike, ami already the co»t is considerably 
more than $1,000,000. One of the leaders 
of the Jocked-o:;t men ±a id to-day tlmtas- 
enratices have been received .roiii unions 
whose members handle the product o I the 
Homestead milt that they stand ready to 
declare a general boycott "opainst Carnegie 
materials. These" included the freight' 
handlers union, which will refuse to ship 
iron and steel to and from the mill; struct- 
ural ship bnildcrs aiid other?, who will 
quit work rather than use the product of 
non-union nien. All this tends to show 
that in case that the Carnegie company 
overcomes the present obstacles in its' path, 
itnd succeeds in starting and operating its 
plant with non-union labor it will con- 
front a greater difficulty; and if it continues 
in its determination to employ non-union 

. labor, it will precipitate a strike on the 
principal railways and many ot the ereat 
nianu.actur jnn industries of thi s country.

The hill was therefore again called up by 
Mr. Harris by unanimous consent, but 
was met by stiil another amendment from 
Mr. Sanders which blocked Its way, as 
there was not a quorum of senators of 
senators present and the Montana senator 
demanded tho ayes and nays. Thereupon 
Mr. Harris is very pointed tones, oxpreesed' 
his surprise, but added, "I will- not say 
Why." 

He did not say why publicly, hut he 
crossed over to where Mr. Sanders was 
seated and shaking his hand at him, told 
him he was a "d — — d scoundrel." 'Senator 
Sanders retained his self-command and 
moved away without 'making any reply; 
Afterward each took the floor. Mr. Sanders 
explained that thequestion ot theencroach- 
meuts on tne public highways involved 
in his amendment was one in 
which his constituents took a desp 
interest and on reflection lie lelt bonnd to 
insist on a yen and nay vote upou it, be- 
lieving the senate would hot dare to put 
itself on record against- the principle 
therein enunciated. He made no allusion 
totbosceno which had occurred betwean 
Senator Harris and hirusel . Mr. Harris fol- 
lowed and closed his statements with the 
remarks that appear above, admitting that 
tho language had been more vigorous than 
it should havo been. Mr. Sanders, whose 
wi.e was intlie ladies* nailery during the 
whole scene, left the senate chamber before 
the close of Mr. Harris' remarks, and there- 
fore made no rejoinder thereto. Senator 
Banders^ when asked this evening what ac- 
tion, if any, he proposed to take in regard 
to the occurrence, said:

Col. Theater say's rthey. : ara^stato r^isouers 
and tho state must provide accommoda- 
tions and food. The colonel stated that 
the arrests were not marked by any inci- 
dent, all submitting quietly. Reports Iron! 
ell the towm in the district say the miners, 
and citizens remaining have freely sub- 
mitted to anest. Some of the miners have 
escaped into the hills, but hunger will 
probably drive them back into the city. 
They cannot escape, as all regular avenues 
are closed and guarded. Theonly.chance 
to escape is by very hard travel over the St 
Joe range into Northern Montana. The 
struin is now nearly overl The exact num- 
ber of arrests cannot now be ascertained, 
but the number is in the neighborhood of 
lour hundred. 

THE STRIKERS DAZED. 

The investment ot the military is being 
made stronger and arrests continue. The 
imprisoned 'miners are sullen and seem 
dazed by tho suddenness, with which the 
non-union men were restored to Birnker 
Hill and Sullivan. Col. Csrlin went up to 
Mullnii to-day, but the rioters, hearing of 
the opprouch of tfte troop*, managed for 
the most p.irt to get away. Only a 
Tow arrests were made, among them being. 
Justcie o the Peace Frazer and Postmaster 
Mursli. ISoth were sympathizers with the 
union cause. It is thought that Marsh 
was arrested more us n witness than 
a culprit. ltoth are newspaper men. 
Frazer edite l a weekly paper 
in iho mines and Marsh was ut one time oh 
a Chicago paper. The troo » that went up 
to Burke met with more success. Capt., 
Bubb stationed hie men Jroin the depot 
to the mouth oi the mines and when the 
miners were hoisted they v;ero marched 
stralKht lo the irain. Several fugitives have 
been arrested at Murray or north of Gold 
Fori; on the Cceur u'Atene river. 

The* were trying to get out oi the coun- 
try, it is evident that .the striker* have 
been conquered for the present. What they 
nitty attempt when the military is with- 
drawn is another question.

DELICATE BUT DANOEROUS, 

Handling Flowers Not so Pleasant 
an Occupation as It Seems. 

It might 'not be supposed that 
danger lurks in tho delicate operation 
of handling flowers, yet painful, 
troublesome wounds are frequently 
received by the workmen, and Lady 
Mncbeth's "innocent flowers" appear 
to conceal more aggravations than 
the serpent. Nearly everyone who 
has had long and activo employment 
in tho retail flower stores can show 
numerous scars, and it is common in 
busy Broadway shops and other 
large places in tho trade to see a pro- 
prietor or several of his assistants 
with bandaged fingers. Hie t horn of 
roses cause tho greatest mischief. 
Florists ascribe their most serious 
hurts to 1 poison absobed in hothouse 
productions which have undergone 
a strong vermin-killing process.. A 
number of the dealers infer that, after 
many applications, the juicy parts of 
the plants become impregnated 
with poison; for. although in the 
course of arranging flowers for sale 
the stems get well washed, the slight 
est thorn punctures or scratches will 
cause tedious uncomiortablo sores. 

Similar bad effects at times- attend 
the Btemming of flowers; that is, the 
addition of wisps to short cuttings 
to make needed lengths in construct- 
ing boquets or' Inrgo forms of decora- 
tion. In this work, thin, thread-like 
wire is used for binding the lengths 
together. This wire is in pieces about 
six inches long and nearly as sharp as 
needles. In fast work the points are 
apt to" run under fingernails or enter 
the muscles of the hunds. As they 
are more or less rusty, an accident 
with them colls at once for -the lotion 
bottle, arid wrapping rags, or, perhaps, 
poultice or salt-pork applications 
later.

WELL KNOWN ARTISTS.

"How do people tray pictures?" Colin 
Campbell Cooper repeated. "Well, 1 
enpposo tho majority of collectors con- 
sult the mlvico of a dealer or some ar- 
tist, aud yet there are those, not pre- 
tentions connoisseurs, either, that know 
a good thing when they see it, and 
evince unusual -wisdom in their pur- 
chases. To some, however, self reliance 
in investing on a large scale in paint- 
ings has proved rather a disastrous ex- 
periment. The other day a collection 
tnado by a man thirty or forty years 
ago was sold. There was hardly half a 
doEen good things in it, simply because 
he bought and he did not know what ho 
Was getting. 

"Art in this countryis gradually -wak- 
ing up* Perhaps the Centennial might 
bo called the American Renaissance. 
*We know infinitely more about art than 
our grandparents did, and with oppor- 
tunities increasing from year to year it 
Is fair to suppose our children will show 
a still more marked improvement in 
taste. Greater: facilities for traveling 
have done much to bring about a change 
in our little world, and the tendency of 
oar art is rather toward the cosmopoli- 
tan than provincial. Naturally, time is 
required to educate the publio taste 
along artistic lines. 

"I think people will buy more pictures 
When they understand painting is not an 
accomplishment merely a pleasure to 
tho eye, but that it is a part of educa- 
tion, of civilisation. It will require 
timo to realize this.. Exhibitions are 
Visited and the majority like to look at 
pictures with an admiration rather 
ephemeral. When the picture is out of 
eight the impression Is gone. "With a 
general diffusion of art paintings will 
be bought not solely because they ap- 
peal to tho senses, to personality, but 
for their artistic qualities; not simply 
because the subject illustrated Is rather 
a pretty idea, but because the work is 
technically a good art production." 

Stephen Ferris said: "The worldis full 
of good pictures to be bought for rea- 
sonable prices, but unfortunately many 
thousands of dollars, many fortunes, are 
spent for nonsense, while good work re- 
mains unsought and unbought. Com- 
mon sense is happy capital in picture 
"buying as in any other business. One 
can hardly provide a set number of rules 
to be observed in buying. Many books 
tave been written on military science, 
yet the world has seen comparatively 
few fine generalB. Judgment rules the 
world, and in picture buying one person 
is more successful than another because 
a spirit of superior intelligence dictates

Thomas EfclrinTwoTUa uie to havo 
people buy pictures that please" them 
and appeal to their taste. ^The major- 
ity are afraid to buy what they like; 
they must have some one: else's advice. 
Well, if they start -with bad art, per- 
haps before long they will come to the 
good. Let people buy wha ; they ■want" 
"I have not thought much about buy- 
ing pictures," said Mr.Prederick Waugh. 
"Wo artists are more chiefly concerned 
in trying to sell them. It is the privi- 
lege of the artist to paintpictures which 
appeal to people; which they understand 
and want, to have for their own. But 
he should have a high standard, and he 
cannot succeed if he lower it to cater to 
the popular taste. He is fortunate if in 
- working out his ideas he pleases the 
public and yet does not lose his inde- 
pendence nor forfeit his originality. 
THa work may be appreciated by large 
numbers, but it iB always certain that 
somo few will recognize his endeavor 
and will want to buy it. 

"In the Old World art is accessible to 
alL The Luxembourg and the Louvre 
are filled permanently with tho master- 
pieces of all ages, tho best that have 
been done. There, too, the spirit of 
union is strong among artists. They 
gather together and talk of everything 
pertaining to the art world, consequent- 
ly they live entirely in a congenial cli- 
mate aud they grow and develop in an 
essentially art atmosphere. Impression- 
ism? Yes, this is the great word nowa- 
days. Many liave an idea that it is a 
synonym for vaguely treated and par- 
tially unfinished pictures. Impression- 
ism claims to record facts as observed 
by tho artist. Sincerity to, nature is 
its aim. After all, there is nothing 
so beautiful as truth, and the nearer 
wo get to it, as we find it in nature, the 
better artists wo are." 

"Many Americans buy pictures," Mr. 
F. de B. Richards responded, "because 
they have accumulated money, and 
pictures aro the proper thiug to have. 
Generally they know very little about 
it, aud a dealer does the work for them. 
If people purchase pictnres to flatter 
their vanity, let them spend big sums 
. and buy high priced pictures. If they 
buy for pleaaure, let them buy what in- 
terests them. I remember meeting Ed- 
.vrin Forrest after a sale. Tve bought a 
picture,' said he. ' 'They told me not to 
,do it, because very likely it is not origi- 
nal. Bnt it pleases me, and I should 
)buy it if it were by Bomebody I never 
- jheard tell of.' A picture pleasing to the 
^eyo is a source of edncation for tho timo 
fceing at least Adverse criticism may 
iead a man to scrutinize it and study it 
more closely than if he had bought one 
ho did not like half so well." 

"I tliiuk I should bo inclined, to buy 
what I liked personally," was. the opin- 
ion of Edwin Swift Balch, "not forget- 
ting' that the pictorial qualities should 
■not be lost sight of in tho desire to get a 
'pleasing subject. Good handling, tho 
proper, placing of values and meritorious 
.color, allied too.- sympathetic subject, 
■will tend to keep our interest in a paint- 
ing alive."— Philadelphia Times. .

gether of a number of stationary' search 
lights, each illuminating its own section 
so that the ship is surrounded by an un- 
broken circle of light), is to be adopted 
in the new American warships. This 
has been suggested by a very pronounced 
defect in the usual search light practice. 
In order to afford sufficient time for a 
careful examination of the water's sur- 
face at points removed from the ship, 
the beam .of light must be revolved very 
slowly, and hence during a great por- 
tion of the time any particular section 
of the -water iB left in darkness. As it 
takes only five minutes for a torpedo- 
boat to run a distance of two miles, it 
-will be seen that the conditions are all 
in favor of the attacking force. Before 
the revolution of the search light is com- 
pleted there is plenty of time for the tor- 
pedo boat to run up and discharge her 
deadly weapons.— New York Telegram. 

An Electrical Sunrise. - 
A Twenty-third street theater has 
brought out an electrical sunrise. A 
curved screen, part of ■which is made of 
gauze, so that the light may shine 
through, extends around the stage, and 
behind it is an elaborate system of in- 
candescent lamps. The controlling ap- 
paratus is so graduated that fifty differ- 
ent degrees of light and shade can be 
produced, thus causing the sunrise to 
grow imperceptibly. Another 1186 of 
the electric current made at the same 
place is in representing the explosion of.

A small launch, four row boats 
nnd n naphtha launch were then lowered 
Jrom the Alvn, which was rapidlv sinking, 
nnd thi; mviit-rs and passengers "with the 
crew of liity-ireo men were soon nfltfat nnd 
rapidly pulling away ' irom their 
UoMiicd crnit. Their exit " "was 
none too mioii, for when they were 
about a cable's length frum their vessel she 
made a violent keel to port aud righting 
again, phingea down bow first, and noth- 
ing but the three in as'ls sticking out of the 
water indical'-l the presence of the mag- 
nificcuE ocean rover Ihey had so lately de- 
serted. The unity were ull enfely taken on 
bonrd the Diinockt which anchored 
and remained until about 1:40 
o clock in the afternoon, when tlie 
log lifted and a course was set for 
Huston airiving nt the dock of India wharf 
about 8 o'clock this evening. TheDinioek 
was going at a greatly reduced speed at the 
lime of the collision, otherwiso "she would 
probably run ri-jht over the Alva, and a 
iriphtlui loss oflifd would have been. tho 
result, owing to the tact that all the pas- 
sengers and one-half the crew were asieep 
at the time of the accident. 

The Alva was not built lor speed. Safety 
and comtort were the first requirements. 
She was a floating palace, and yachtsmen 
pronounced hec thofihfst vessel of the kind 
ever constructed in this country.- Money' 
had been expended lavishly by her owner, 
and it is sutiicient to say that he was fully 
satisfied with his vessel.' She was a screw 
sleamer with barkenline .rig. The 
American yacht list gives ■ her ton- 
nage as 1.131.24 ■ and . her gros* 
tonnaee at 600.55. She was 285 
feet over all. 252 ieet on the water line, 32.3 
feet wide. and had a .draught. of 18 leet. 
The engine was a threfrcviinder compound 
direct acting type. A "powerful dynamo 
engine supplied the electric light -with 
which the yacht was lighted throughout. 
She was supplied with steam steering gear' 
and a steam windlass.

■ : It does not always follow that be- 
cause & farm is "poor" it.was ones 
rich, and is simply- "zun down." It 
may never have been good, and to 
get into, fertile condition it might be 
necessary, as Peter 'Henderson once 
Barcasticdlly remarked, to spread a 
good soil. over it half a foot thick. 

But when the land hus really been 
'exhausted by continuous croppibg 
without restoring the eleihents with- 
drawn from the soil, the fertility may 
be restored to it in. various ways. A 
flock of sheep, pastured nil over it, 
would soon work a transformation. 
But in many cases the best reliance 
would probably be upon green ma- 
nuring. 

When a farmer .is obliged, from 
economical reasons, to purchaso a 
"run-down" farm, hennturnllydeaires 
to improve it in the quickest possible 
way consistent with his means. Both 
sheep and manure, it may be, are be- 
yond his menus. But he can grow a 
crop of green manure in a few weeks, 
and then, by turning it under, enriclr 
his Innd with as much fertilizing mat- 
ter as will equal eight or ten tons of 
manure. 

If, for example; he plows the land in 
October and boms rye, he may turn it 
under in May nr June and plant corn. 
This will be ready to turn under early 
in August, and, with the help of a 
chain looped from the plow-beam to 
the land side end of the inner whifile- 
tree, may be buried under the soil. 
This will f nrniBh ten or twelve tons 
more of valuable matter. This, again, 
may be followed with rye, and ' with 
clover in the spring. After the clover 
has been cut for hay and the second 
crop plowed in, the land will, if not 
too severely impoverished, be in fair 
condition to begin cropping for a 
harves 1 . 

BuckwhcfMs frequent" used as a 
first crop and is very economical for 
this purpose, as the seed costs but 
little., 'It may be sown in May nnd 
turned undor nnd sowed acain in July, 
and this, when plowed uuder in the 
fall, may be followed byrye.. A dress- 
ing of lime on the ground after the 
second crop is sowed "w-tl aid' in de- 
composing the preen m.V.tcr turned 
under, and also greatly help tha 
growth of the rye. ■ 

'J^he use of clover for tn'-'on manuring 
is very earn ^tly recommended; but 
before it can be grown to advantage 
the soil must be in. pretty good con- 
dition. Clover is _ especially desirable 
as a'tneansof maintaining the-fertil*. 
ity of the soil after it has been 
brought into good "heart" by other 
meiins. . Ono of the most intelligent 
farmers in New York State for years 

Sracticed this system. Ho sowed the 
istant fields on his tarm, to which it 
was not convenient to haul manure, 
with clover along with wheat. The 
following yeur he took off a crop of 
hay, dressed liberally with plaster, 
and the next year pastured the field, 
then plowed it under again nnd sowed 
with wheat. .Under this system; fol- 
lowed forfiity years by his father and 
himself, they were able to grow a crop 
of thirty-five or forty bushels of wheat 
to the acre one year, get a good crop 
of hay the next, pasture the third 
year, and sow to wheat acain the 
fourth year. .

Thin, we are glad to notice, is a work 
the dairy bureau has undertaken in a 
measure. Tha greatest fault ottho 
butter-maker is that he or she, as the 
case may lie; is untenchableto a great 
extent, and refuses to st-e or under- 
stand that skill can be sold in a ball 
of butter, as well as in a painting or ft 
line watch 

The wliolw inntteris one of dniry 
knowledge, and those who apply their 
reasoning faculties to find out nnd 
master theso things, willmakua: good 
butter in the farm house as the 
creamery, nnd often better, and il 
this butter is put into a . mnrket. top 
prices will be realized for it. There- 
fore, says Mr. Gould, "help the snmll 
dairyman— if ho will to help himself. 

Care of Calvlnjr Cows. 
A groat deal oftroubloiscxperienced 
with cows when calving because of 
Bheer carlessness*. This is a process of 
nature, and thereshould be no trouble; 
but if we antagonize nature in other 
directions, wo cripplo her all around. 
Many a cow has no. apecial attention 
paid to her, either whilo Bho is carry- 
ing her calf, or at calving time. She is 
permitted to get along the beBt way 
she can; and not unfrequently the 
Bystem is in such a weakened cond> 
tion.thatto expect her to calve with 
safety is foolish. But she should not 
be'killed with kindness. SheBhould 
not be fattened, for instance. She 
should simply be kept in cood condi- 
tion, and every one's judgment will 
suggest what that is. Milk secretions 
should not' be crently encouraged be- 
fore calving. The animal's food 
should consist principally of the bone 
and muscle forming varieties. And 
nfter calving great care Bhould be 
taken that she does not set cold, nnd 
her food for a few days should be of a 
non-stimulating character. The sys- 
tem for a time needs opportunity to 
recuperate, and until it has had a 
chance to do that no additional strain 
should be put upon it; for a time the 
machinery should be run at a low 
Bpeed.— The Farming World.

An article may contain alt the ele- 
ments of nutrition, but be badly out 
of- balance. 

It is not necessary that a farmer 
should make a drudgo of himself and 
forego all enjoyment. 

Brine-slaked lime is more effective 
as a fertilizerthanwnter-slnkcd. Sow 
lime aud salt together. 

Potatoes furnish a ensh crop, and 
rarely sell below n, price that aflords 
a fair profit, and if j-ou give extra 
cultivation and raise an extra crop, 
you are rewarded accordingly. 

Sorghum syrup nnd Louisiana mo- 
lasses are buing used for fattening 
cattle in the south. It ia mixed with 
cotton-seed meal and hulls, and it is 
said to make a superior ration. 

Farmers seem to neglect thegrowing 
of pumpkins more than they used to. 
A crop can be easily nnd cheaply 
grown among the corn, nndennbe, 
mado useful in a number of ways. 
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The Coming Hoff. , 
H. C. Dawson, of Iowa, is of the 
opinion that the future hog must be a 
rustler, one that has the get up and 
go to him, an animal of fine propor- 
tions, with extra top-line, broad, deep 
hams, clean cut, smooth' under-Hne, 
;fre"efromflabbihess of jowl or belly, 
with deep bacon Bides, the deepness 
extending well back to flank and for- 
ward to shoulder, not uneven, and 
deep in center, having a fine-cut head, 
smooth and broad between the eyes, 
jaw "broad and tapering well and even 
to muzzle, eyes clear and prominent, 
with ears standing well out from the 
head,*breakins evenly and smooth to- 
wards the point, but would even».pro- 
fer a standmg up ear to a drop or 
flop ear; as a drop or flop ear, flabby 
jowl and under-line, in my experience 
are not rustlers, and are more inclin- 
ed to diBease from their nature of 
slothfulness, and these bad points ore 
generally found together. The bone 
should not be too large, but of fine and 
strong texture, firm, standing erect on 
tneir pins, tapering, well from arm and 
thigh down .to feet. Some people have 
an idea that the size is the. most 
desirable in the the selection of a hog, 
and that large bones, no matter how 
badly shaped is the hog for them; 
claiming that large hogs must have 
extraordinary large bones; white a 
good hone ie'desirable, If well shaped, 
a smalt bone isruOre to my notion 
thanab'g awkward shaped one, _for 
this reason, a hog that hap the right 
form and-smalt bone possesses the 
faculty of putting on deep.flesh, and 
making big returns for his feed, and' 
carrying to 1 * market desirable meat, 
while the other is a harder longer feed- 
er, aud goes to market with a larger 
per cent of low priced meat. 

Help the Small Dairyman. 
In this day of co-operative efforts 
in dairying the creamerieB are a com- 
mon and popular topic - Of conversa- 
tion in agricultural papers and else* 
where, but in spito ot the great In- 
crease of creameries the largest part 
of the butter to-day is tha product of

., How.many eggs per annum will the 
best non-setting varieties. of hens lay? 
We have heard of singleHamburg and 
Leghorn hens producing 250 to 300 
eggs each per annum; but what wo 
would like to know is, can a flock of 
ten up to fifty average this? There is 
no doubt, withpropercare in selecting 
to breed from, and in time Buch a 
flock could be brought up to this great 
average. The difficulty, however, in 
selecting breeders from "a flock is to 
ascertain which bens out of it lay the 
most eqgs; lor there are some, even 
anions the non-sitters that lay few, 
and if their eegs are hatched, thechick- 
ens like their mothers, would prob- 
ably grow up poor layers. In Order 
to increase the average laying of a 
flock, eggs for hatching must be select- 
ed from those hens which lay the great- 
est number. Now who will go into 
this and give us hens that we can de- 
pend upon, every one, to lay an as- 
sured number of eggs per annum, as 
with cows which wilt give a certain 
quantity of milk or butter per annum? 
Yet, to be certain of this, tho former, 
like tho latter, must be kept separate. 
Who will take, the particular trouble 
to do thiB? It wilt be well worth one's 
while; for he could rapidly sell chick- 
ens thus producing at a large price.— 
N. Y. Evening Post. 

Hints About Colt Feeding. 

. Almost every horse breeder has his 
pet notion with regard to the best 
method of breeding colts and young 
horses. It sometimes takes the form 
of overfeeding, the young animal be- 
ing stuffed till he iafatterthan is good 
for him. But more generally the 
mistake is on the other track, "with- 
holding more than is meet," until 
there is dancer of loss of strength and 
vitality. A growing colt, like a crowing 
boy, needs to befed more heavily than 
a mature animal, and need* a greater 
variety of food than will suffice for the 
older horse. 

A horseman of experience Bays that 
he hasfound the current opinion that 
clover hay is riot suitable feed for a 
horse untrue so far as relates to a 
young animal. - The regimen he 
provides for colts ismilk, crass, clover 
and timothy— milk first, because the 
colt can easily digest and assimilate 
it, and the others iadueorder as they 
are abje to take care of each in turn. 

This is feeding on a sound basis. 
Itlseasy to test the accuracy of the 
position taken by simply changing the 
order- followed and noting the result. 
If timothy, for example, is fed first it 
wilt be found scarcely at all Nicest ed in 
the manure, while clover will be en- 
tirely assimulated. •

Thirty Voters In Washington's Time 
R. T. Barton, ot Winchester, Va., 
recently read a paper before tho Vir- 
ginia Historical society, entitled "The 
First Election of Washington to tho 
Virginia House of Burgessts." From 
this it appears that political methods 
then did not greatly differ from those 
of the present dciy, nnd tho rum pow- 
er, then as now, was an active factor. 
In 1757 Washington was ono of the 
three candidates torepresent Freder- 
ick county, Virginia, in the hotiso of 
burgsssea. Although he had recently ' 
achieved tho distinction of having 
saved tho remnant of Braddock's 
army from annihilation, Washington 
was not able to overcome the re- 
vengeful opposition of one Lindley. 
whoso license to keep an ordinary had 
been opposed by the young colonel, 
Washington wasibndly beaten. receiv : 
inconly forty votes to the 271 ana 
270 votes cast for his opponents. 
Nevertheles, the next year Washing- 
ton again easnyed to serve his coun- 
trymen at Richmond. The election 
came off on July 24, and Washington 
got 310 votes, or seventy moro than 
were cast for the next hishest candi- 
date. It is related that the fu- 
ture father of his country in this cam- 
paign had to foot a bill of election ex- 
penses of $105, the chief items oi 
which were "a hoeshead and u barrel 
of punch, thirty-five gallons of wine, 
forty-three gallons of strong cider and 
dinner for bis friends." Kansas City 
Journal, 



Eleotric Locomotives. 
George Westinghouse, Jr., is quoted 
as follows on the subject of ilectric 
locomotives: "As to tho operations 
of the standard gtugo roads by elec- 
tricity in mlace of the' present steam 
locomotive, such talk is all moon- 
shine. It is a question of centralizing 
the power economically. Where 
anthracite coat must be burned, as 
on the New York elevated roads.it 
may be found economical to use soft 
coal to. centralize tha power. The 
present locomotives have very nearly 
the full efficiency of a stationary 
steam boiler. Now, to put in its ■ 
place an electric motor connection by 
structure with a steam plant corres- 
ponding to an aggregate of all your 
ateam boiler plants on wheels would 
bs really duplicating your- power 
equipment with' but little advantage 
and no economies, while there ia a re- 
duced efficiency by reason of the 
transmutation of the heat units from 
the coal through dynamos and wires 
to an electric motor on wheels. In 
the present stage of electrical scie'ea 
talk of the operation of Btnndard 
gauge roads throughout the country 
by electric traction ia wholly vision- 
«y." - 

Colored Inks. 
Colored inks are made in all sorts of 
ways, out of aniline dyes, dye woods 
and chemicals ot various kinds. 
Ground Brazil wood ia used for red 
ink, campeachy wood for purple, log- 
wood fqr violet, sulphate of indigo for 
blue, and virdigris and cream ot tar- 
tar for green. Cool-tar colors may be 
employed in place of these. An excel- 
lent black writing ink is made by 
soaking a pound of bruised galls for 
twenty-four hours in boiling water, 
straining the liquid and adding five 
ounces of sufhpate of Iron, three 
ounces of gum arabic and a few drops 
ot carbolic acid. The gall fluid acts 
upon the sulphate pf iron, making. *n 
intense black, and the carbolic acid is 
intended to keep ths ink from becom- 
ing moldy. To make copying Ink, 
three pints of the black ink with one 
pint of glycerine. ;

H|)iv Opium Is Qn the red. 

It is a sort of garden cultivation^, the 
poppy plants being grown in little 
squares or beds intersected bj' tiny wa- 
ter channels for irrigation wherever this 
is possible. Tho growth of tho phints.is 
carefully tended, and nt length the time- 
couifvs when they burst pnt into flower, 
and tlio lipids look like a sheefc pf diver 
as the >vh}te petals of the flowers glisten 
in the morning dew. 

Theso beautiful petals are the first 
produce of the crop, for the women and 
children of the cultivators' families 
come forth and pick them off one by 
one and carefully dry them, so-thatthey 
may servo afterward as the covering of 
the mnnufacenred cakes of opium. Then 
tho poppies, with, their base capsule 
heads, renjain standing in the open 
field .until it is considered that they are 
ripe for lancing. The cultivators then 
come forth in the evening, and, with an 
.implement not unlike the knives of a 
.-cupping instrument, they scarify the 
capsule on its sidps with deep incisions, 
.bo that the juice may exude. 

In the early morning the ■cultivators 
•reappear with a scraping knife and their 
earthenware pots, and they scrape off 
the exuded juice and collect it in their 
pots. And this is crude opium.— Black- 
wood's Magazine.

and sufficiency of moisture. Have all 
tbese well under control and vou have 
the key to profitable agriculture.— In-

AN ENORMOU8 AMOUNT OP 
PROPERTY LOSS. 

Ona of ths Worst Storms Known 
for Years Ooours In York- 
shire, and Thousands of 
Acres are Sub- 
merged. 

Fearful Floods. 

London, Oct. ,17.— Reports of damage by 
floods continue to come from many different 
ports of Great Britain and Ireland. Tbe 
river Ayr, la Yorkshire, haa overflowed lu 
banks, Inundating eighteen square miles In 
the district of Pontarract Many families 
were compelled by the flood on Saturday to 
take refuge In the upper Btories of their 
houses, from which they afterward were 
rescued by boats. Doiena of bouses under- 
mined by tho water have collapsed. Many 
of the mines in tho district are flooded. The 
loss of stock is very great. At Castleford, 
in Yorkshire, tho sewers burst uuder the 
Btraln of the great volume of water rushing 
through them, and, as a result, the streets 
were flooded and became Impassable.

New York, Oct 17.— The police have a 
distinguished prisoner at headiniarters. 
It la Dcemlngo I*. Itulse, consul general 
of Ecuador, South America. He has. 
been arrested' on a charge of forger/. 
He admits having forged the name of 
Gustavo Presto'ni vice consul of Ecua- 
dor, to two notes for $1,000 each. He 
says ho gave the money to a woman 
whom the police say Is his mistress. 
Consul General Kulse Is seventy-one 
years of age. The police say that Fri- 
day afternoon Vice Consul Preston 
colled at the headquarters aud reported 
the forgery. The detectives found Rulse 
with Mrs. Bertha Laws, the woman to 
whom ho gave the money. 

Buise was taken to Jefferson Market 
police cjurt to-day. The prisoner's Bon 
waa present In court with Lawyer Price, 
who had been engaged to- defend him. 
During the brief proceeding before Jus- 
tice Eyan the fact wob disclosed that 
Mr. Buise, -who' Is in hU dotage, had 
been for some time in the hands of a 
band of conspirators who have fleeced 
him out of $30,000, and in their greed 
for more money, induced him to endorse 
the two $1,000 notes bearing the forged 
signatures of ConBul Preston.

Site 
waa then known as Miss Bertha Krund- 
slat of. Stockholm, Sweden. She soon 
got into the consul general's good graces 
and in a few weeks made him believe 
that she was his daughter by a woman 
other than his wife. She seemed to re- 
joice at her discovery of her leug lost 
father, and was very affectionate to him. 
Mr. Ruiz, who is seventy-one . years old 
and in his second childhood, Anally 
adopted Bertha as his daughter. This 
led to on estrangement with his wife and 
children, and he went to ltvo with the 
woman. A short time later Bertha in- 
troduced her husband to "her father." 
He was William Laws, a bookmaker and 

ec-ncral sporting man, -who is said to 
e now in St. Louis. The "fnther" was 
delighted that his "daughter" -had mar- 
ried fo well, and readily forgave her 
deception in representing herself as un- 
married. 

He continued to lavish money on her 
until he had expended $30,000, nearly 
nil he possessed. Bertha needed umrj 
u'oney and the consul general, acting 
under her guidance, went to Bosti'i 
and called on ConKol Preston. He told 
the consul that he needed $3,000 to make 
up a sum of $10,000 he wns obliged to 
pay.

White' was- token 'to the Jefferson 
Market court to-day and remanded. He 
will probably be extradited to-morrow. 
White in the first instance was also 
chtrged by his wife with having kid- 
napped her sixteen-year-old son, George 
H. Magle, with ulterior desigus upon his 
fortune. Telegraphic dispntches were 
sent SapL Byrnes by her attorneys that 
the lad was being secreted at the St 
James hotel In this city, and upon their 
stihKequent corroboration by the Chey- 
enne chief of police, two detectives wore 
detailed upon the case. When they 
called at the St Jame* for the lad, how- 
ever, they learned that White 1 had left 
for Peoria, HI., and that the boy had 
been sent to his mother's.

THE PRINCE OF WALE8 IS AGAIN 
* IN TROUBLE. 



He Absents Himself From the Fu- 
neral of Lord Tennyson and 
Thereby Arouses the 
Ire of the Editorial 
Writers. 



Wales Was Away. 
. London, Oct ,16.— The fact that tho 
prince of Wales absented himself from 
tho funeral of Lord Tennyson on 
Wednesday, la order that ho might at- 
tcud tho Newmarket races. Is provoking 
^considerable comment His nctlon ii 
especially dilated upon by certain radi- 
cal journals, which appear anxious to 
make a sensation similar to that occas- 
ioned by tho baccarat scandal, in which 
the prlnco was Involved. The prlnco of 
Wales, accompanied by the duke of 
Cambridge, visited Newmarket . on 
Wednesday and saw the race for the 
Cesarewltch stakes. He was made the 
object of a popular ovation when his 
horse Virgil" won a handicap of 200 sov- 
ereigns. This race Immediately preceded 
tho one for the Cesarewltch stakes. His 
absence from Westminster Abbey would 
have been less remarked upon but for 
the fact that not a Blngle royal person- 
age was present at the funeral, though, 
na the defenders of the royal family 
strongly emphasize, they wore repre- 
sented by two generals and two colonels, 
besides numerous splendid wreaths. 
Since the Tranby Croft affair public 
opinion has been very tenslfied lu regard 
to the conduct of tho prince of Wales, 
but the public takes a very common 
sense view of the prince** present action. 
The efforts being made to arouse feeling 
against him will fnll flat. It Is generally 
.felt that his partiality for the lighter 
side of national life Is so marked that to 
show deep regret over tbe death of 'Lsrd 
Tennyson would be merely hypocritical. 
Tho Iladical journals.wlillc dilating upon 
the princc'sabsence, discreetly omit, as 
far as possible, all mention of Mr. Glad- 
stone's absence. His plea of pressure of 
work und the feeble excuse volunteered 
by his supporters that tho danger of 
catching a. serious cold in Westminster 
Abbey are not considered quite satis- 
factory. On the contrary, it is suspected 
that some other reason prompted his re- 
fusal to attend the services. As he ia 
nceustoined to addressing meetings in 
the open air hnreheoded, the danger of 
catching cold in the abbey was very re- 
mote. The prince of Wales to-day went 
to Lady Brooke's country seat where he 
will remain until Monday. He will, be- 
fore the end of the month, make his first 
nppeurnnee in publii; since the death 
of the duke of Clareni-e anil Avoiidole. 
He will open the new wing of the hos- 
pital at Puddiugton.

Sweet Clover Experiment— Poultry 
for the Fur m— New Potato 
Disease)— Interesting Farm- 
ing Statlatlos—Mltk 
Powder. 

:.:..-, 1 Sweet Clover Experiment. 

Many persons ,bave noticed the 
habit of the sweet or Bokara clover, 
MelHotus alba, of growing in the bot- 
tom of brick yards and in places 
along the roadside where the surface 
soil has been scraped away says the 
Orange Judd Parmer— these unprom- 
ising situations apparently being 
chosen in preference to more fertile 
soils. Acting on the bint thus given, 
the Ohio Experiment Station in 1888 
plowed up, carefully prepared and 
seeded to melilotus a piece of stiff 
clay land, part of which had been 
stripped of its soil some years pre- 
viously for brick making, and which 
had since been very unsatisfactory 
for tillage. The melilotUB waa al- 
lowed to grow up aud fall down, re- 
seeding the ground, until the Autumn 
of 1*91, -when a quarter acre ol the 
original patch was plowed and sown 
to -wheat, the eame quantity of simi- 
lar land adjoining, which had been' 
kept under rotation of corn, oats and 
wheat, being prepared and sown at 
the same time and in the Bame man- 
ner. The result was a yield of 18.6 
bushels oE wheat per acrefromthe land 
which had been cropped in rotation, 
while that which had grown melilotus 
yielded at the rate of 20,0 bushels per 
acre, and it is again self seeded with a 
dense growth of melilotus. This ex- 
periment alone is not conclusive. 
Probably the wheat crop would have 
been increased as much at the end of 
one year as for four years growth 
ofmelilotUB, but it was desired to 
study the body of the plant in other 
respectB, especially that of Btlf-seeding 
and continuous growth on the Bame 
land; thereforeifcwaaleit undisturbed 
until it had demonstrated its ability 
to maintain itself. The result may 
serve as a guide to farmers who have 
unproductive clay eoila which they 
may wish to ameliorate cheaply. It 
must be remembered however, that 
tbe melilotus has the habits of a 
weed and must be kept in check, but 
this is easily done. As the melilotus 
belongs to the same family of plants 
as the clover, it will be understood 
that its growth probably addB actual 
fertility to the soil, in addition to 
the t physical improvement produced 
by its deep growing roots. It may be 
sown broadcast in the Spring or in 
July, at tberateofeightorten pounds 
seed to the acre. 

Milk Preservatives. . 

It may be Bet down as a sound prin- 
ciple that any drugcapableofprevent- 
ing tbe fermentation of milk is un- 
safe to take into the human stomach 
as a "steady diet." Some of themost 
eminent chemiBts in this country have 
testified that the use of such drugs is 
detrimental to the public health. 
And yet we fear that the use of them 
is considerable, the temptation being 
great and the knowledge of their de- 
leterious effects not being bo general 
as it Bhould be. 

Steps have been taken in England 
to make the subject familiar to the 
public in a very forcible way. • A milk 
dealer in London was recently prose- 
cuted for selling milk containing a 
preservative drug. The official 
analyst, 'Dr. Rideal, being called to 
the witness box, testified tliat thBpre- 
eervative used was a drug, not a food, 
and that it was used by medical men 
as a drug for special cases. It had, 
he said, an injurious , effect upon the 
kidneys by producing a secretion of 
albumen, and there waa abundant 
medical evidence to show that it was 
very injurious to infants. The small- 
est quantity, he added, would render 
the milk injurious. 

■ The result of tho trial was that the 
offending milkman was fined about 
three pounds and costs, although he 
pleaded ignorance of its presence in 
the milk, and expressed himself aa 
sorry that he ■ had failed to obtain 
a written guaranty of the purity of 
the milk before purchasing it. ThiB 
did not, however, soften the heart of 
the judge, who remarked that, while 
sorry for the defendant, he was a 
good deal more sorry for those who 
had. drank the adulterated milk. 

It appeared in the course of the 
trial that the perservntive was being 
used extensively in milk and butter, 
and theLondon authorities have deter- 
mined toproceed against alt offenders 
under the"SaleofFoodand Drugs act. ,r 

The excellent Dairy World, of Chi 
cago, which is vigorously waging waif 
upon all Bhams and wtong-^doing in 
dairy business, especially that colos- 
sal wrong, the oleomargarine fraud,' 
remarks that it would - like to see 
some of the British article of prose- 
cution initiated on this side of the At- 
lantic. Wo heartily second this wish, 
for we are inclined to think that it is 
very much needed. There is nothing 
that ought to be morecarefullyguard- 
ed against than .the adulteration of 
milk, which is bo largely the food of 
infants and invalids. 

New Potato-Disease. 
About the new disease which haa 
appeared among the potatoes in Ver- 
mont, Prof. L. R. Jones, ot the State 
Agricultural experiment Btation sayB: 
The differences between this and the 
ordinary blight are: First— The spores 



of the fungus which, causes tbe true 
bltoht or "rust" pass from the blight- 
ing vines to the tubers, causing them 
to rot. No rotting ot the tubera is 
caused by the new disease. Second 
—The true blight or "ruat" attacks 
later potatoes the worst. The "new 
disease" is confined toearly potatoes. 
Third— the true blight or "rust" can 
be checked by spraying with the Bor- 
deaux mixture. The new disease is 
not as easily checked .by such spray- 
ing. Practicalty, everything in the 
way ot diseased potato leaves, has 
been the "new disease." This is every- 
where on early potatoes, so far as we 
can learn. The diBeasea plants appear 
Bicklyandof a yellowish cast instead 
of a dark, healthy green. Soon the 
leaves turn yellow and die. The 
death beginB on uninjured leaves 
about the tip and edges and they 
die rather slowly, so that they become 
crisp and curl at the tip and edges as 
the disease progresses. The trouble 
is worso on leaves partially eaten by 
potato bugs and otherinsects. When- 
everone is injured, the disease attacks 
it and spreads from- these spots. 
Thus a leaf may show a score or more 
of black spots varying in size from a 
pin head to a marble. In some fields 
of early potatoes all are dead or dy- 
ing. Very few potato growers will 
mistake the true blight or, "rust" 
when they see it.* Thisdiseose is com- 
mencine to show on later potatoes. 
The large blueish-black spots appear 
at any place. These spread so rapid- 
ly that the whole leaf ib killed in a 
day or two. There is not time for it 
to dry and curl, but it hangslimp and 
rotting from the stem. The surest 
evidence of the blight ae distinguish- 
ed from the new djsease ia the pres- 
ence of the mildew which cauBes the 
blight. It can easily be seen on the 
under side of the rapidly b'ighting 
Jeayea as a delicate white mildew 
which looks like froBt-work upon or 
about the edges of the black spots. 

Poultry for the Farm. 

Now and then you meet a raan.saya 
the Farm, Field and Stockman, who 
thinkB one breed of fowls is aa good 
as another, or that a hen is a ben no 
matter what breed, or whether her 
breed is of its own production by in- 
breeding year after year. Here is a 
letter to an eastern paper from a man 
in Tennessee who believes in "mixing 
breeds, but he sees to it that the 
mixing is done by pure cockerels, and 
by this means he will have high bred 
if not pure bred fowls. He says: 

I have often been amused at the 
way seme writers advocate the merits 
of some particular breed of fowls to 
the exclusion of all others. Nowofter 
long experience with all the leading 
breeds, I have given up the idea that 
pure breed poultry is the moBt profit- 
able on the farm for many reasons. 
Experience teaches me that the best 
breed for the farm is the one that is 
most profitable under nil circum- 
srances— none of your fancy breeds, 
but a happy medium. Inotherwords 
for a breed of your own "get up," 
take the common fowls. You . can 
breed them ur>£6 any desire^, quality 
you wiBh. While they will notbe pure 
they will be far more healthy, more 
profitable, and just as bandaoma. 

It is interesting to note the peculiar 
characteristics they will develop. I 
wish you could see and hear my flock 
of biddies. I would not exchange 
them for any pure breed I know of. 
There are bo many different stratnB of 
blood in their little bodies that they 
cannot be still; must be laying eggs or 
hatching more little busybody at all 
times, except when changing their 
coat of many colors. The way I ac- 
complished it was in this way: Icom- 
menced with twenty common hens 
and a pure game cockerel. I chnnged 
the cockerel every year, and the breed 
every two years; that is, I got pure 
bred cockerels of a different breed 
from any that I have had every two 
years. I treat turkeys in the same 

way. 

Interesting Farm Statistics. 

According to the census returns 
farm lands in Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Ohio and 
Michigan are . practically of equal 
value and are rated from §33.74 to 
$65.10 per acre. The next in value 
are Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin, 
valued at $23.30 to $32.33 per acre. 
Following these comes Iowa, Colora- 
do, Utah, and California, valued at 
$22.92 to $25.62 per acre. Then 
follow Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Miss- 
ouri, Kansae, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Dakota, Wyoming, Montana, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Nevada, Idaho, 
Oregon and Washington at $5.86 to 
$14.45 per acre. Census statistics 
further show that in 1890 there were 
in the United Statc-s 4,008,907 farms, 
74.6 per cent of which were cultivated 
by the owners, 8 per cent by tenants 
who paid money rental, and 17.5 per 
cent by tenants on sharea. Illinois 
had the greatest numberof farms, viz . 
265,471; Ohio comes next with 247,- 
189; New York had 241,058, and 
Pennsylvania 213,642. Arizona had 
only 767 and Nevada 1,404. 

Milk Powder. 
The recent invention of a Gormnn 
agriculturist is attracting attention 
as a convenient substitute for con- 
densed milk. He claims to have 
solved the problem of preserving milk 
in a Bolidstatefor an indefinite period. 
His milk powder, specimens of which 
have been exhibitions in Germany, is 
prepared from skim milk, and it is 
Bald to contain about 30 per cent of 
albuminous matter, or about seven 
per cent more than meat of good 
quality. The powder is easily solu- 
ble in four or five parts of hot water, 
and can be used with great ease for 
the preparation of cocoa and other 
beverages, or incorporated with pota- 
to flour for confectionery purposed 
and the like. In case the invention 
turns out to be all that is claimed for 
it, this will create an increase demand 
for milk and inaugurate a new indus- 
try that cannot but prove advan- 
tageous to the farmer.— Farm, Field 
and Stockman^ 



Some Short. Rows, 
Turnips are a natural feed for sheep 
and may safely be pastured, permit- 
ting the animals to eat all they want. 
Put a jacket of straw .paper about 
the celery bunches before banking up. 
It will bleach better and be more free 
from rust and worms. 

If you wish to make a specialty of 
very early lambs for market, use a 
croas of Southdown upon Dorset. The 
lambs of this cross will be hornless. 

The very best batter is still made 
in the privote dairy, but the Irfrgest 
amount of good butter, and the high- 
est average product, are from the 
creamery. 

The growing of mutton Bheep will af- 
ford profitable tmployment for every 
acre of good grazing land in tho coun- 
try. There is no use letting it remain 
idle. 

Early sown rye will help the pigs 
through the fall nnd winter and give 
them a good, green bite in the spring. 
It will more than repay the cobI of 
seeding. 

In Btarting a creamery not less than 
600 cows Bhould be pledged at tue 
start, and 1,000 would be better. The 
larger the amount of milk worked the 
smaller the proportionate cost ot op- 
eration. 

The best thing you can do for tho 
garden, as soon as (tie crops are har- 
vested, is to turn what is left under 
the ground. Cultivate tho habit of re- 
turning to the soil everything possible 
which baa been grown from it. 

The prices for common and inferior 
horses are continually growing lower. 
A few years more and their value will 
bo pretty near nothing. Farmers who 
are wise will avoid breeding any but 
good stock. 

Weeds left in the fence corners this 
fall may make the whole farm foul 
next spring. Strange how the seed* 
travrf, but they will doit. Tho wind, 
birds and running brooks all help to 
scatter them. 

The Bucking pig may be growing 
nicely, but you will cheat yourself 
with a false idea of the profits unless 
you keep your eye on tho bow. She 
may befalling ofl as fast aa they arc 
gaining. Give her the best food that 
you, can to maintain both flesh and a 
flow of milk. 



VENEZUELA. 



Ite Area. Population' Cllmato and 
Great Natural Advantages. 
"Venezuela is situated in the torrid 
zono and is bounded on tho north by 
theCaribeanSea, or Sea of tho Antilles; 
on the south by Brazil and a territory 
that is claimed by Columbia, Ecuador 
and Peru; on tho east by British, 
Guiana and the Atlantic Ocean, nnd 
on the west by tho United State* of 
Columbia," writes DonNicanorBolet- 
Paraza, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 
States, in the New England Magazine 
for October. "Its territory comprises 
1,552,741 square kilometres; it is 
therefore three times the sizeoifcrance 
or Germany, and five times tho size of 
Italy,— larger than any European 
country excepting Russia. Its const 
line measuring 3,020 kilometers, con- 
tains 32 ports, 50 coves and many 
anchorages, without counting the 
outlets of its many navigable rivers 
and the inland ports of its lakes. Tho 
largest of those lakes is Lake Mara- 
caibo, whose surface measures, 2L,- 
728 square kilometres. On its shore 
is situated thehandsomecity of Mara- 
caibo. The surrounding country i« 
very fertile, nnd there are many ports 
which give exit to' the agricultural 

Sroducts of the immense belt ot the 
ordillera. 

"Within the territory of Venezuela, 
1,047 rivers have their headquarters. 
Many of them are navigable, like the 
Orinoco, — which is the second river 
of South America,— the Apure, tho 
Portuguesa, and othere. They ran 
through the three great zones into 
which tho country isnaturally divided, 
—the zones of agriculture, that meas- 
ures 349,488 square kilometres, the 
pasture zone, 405,313, and the virgin 
of forest zone, which ha-" an extent of 
707,040 square kilometres* In these 
three sections there is a great variety 
of climates, and almost everything 
can be cultivated to advantage. There 
are only two Beasons,— the rainy, 
which iB called winter, and the dry; 
called Bummer. The highland, or re- 
gion of the Cordilleras, enioys a de- 
lightful climate. The tops of the 
mountains are covered with snow, 
which, besidesadding sublimity to the 
landscape, is an attraction to Europe 
an immigrants accustomed to a tern* 
perate climate.The statistical record 
tells us, in favor of thecliraate of Ven- 
ezuela, first, that the mortality rate 
is one in forty-Gve, and the number of 
persons reaching one hundred years 
is one in every ten thousand. Vene- 
zuela contains a population of about 
2,500,000 inhabitants."

Cheaper Telephones; 

One ot the moBt valuable patents 
ever issued to an inventor Is that 
which covers the Bell telephone. 
Many millions of dollars have.been 
made out of it, as the Bell Company 
manufactures -and ownB practically 
all of tbe telephones in this country', 
to say nothing of their rights in other 
countries. 

The telephone instrument itself is 
simple, and can be manufactured very 
cheaply. When the patent expires, 
therefore, anybody can make and own 
telephones, instead of paying the Bell 
Company for the use of its instru- 
ments. Professor H. E. Dolbear, of 
Tufts College, recently said of the in- 
vention: 

"The first patent on the Bell tele- 
phone was issued in March, 1876, and 
consequently expires in March, 1893. 
This patent was on the telephone 
principle, but it was inoperative— 
that is, not practical— soin January, 
1877, another patent was obtained 
by the Bell Company, which will ex- 
pire in January, 1894. This second 
was called the 'magneto telephone,' 
The first patent, that of 1876, has 
been the cause of all the telephone 
controversy. When that expires the 
field will be open to any one to make 
a telephone with an electric magnet, 
but no one else can use a permanent 
magnet until tbe second patent ex- 

Sires There is nopatent on the long- 
istance telephone. Although any 
one may make telephones in 1894, the 
Bell Company will still hold other 
patents, notably that on the carbon 
transmitter, which will enable it to 
hold most of the business.

A REAL LIFE ROMANCE. 

One of Scott's Characters a Young 
Girl Whom He Knew, 

The original of Scott's character in 
"The Heart of Midlothian" was 
Helen Walker. Charged at an early 
age with the duty of rearing and 
caring for her little sister, she experi- 
enced the great grief of bringing tbe 
atter to years of maturity only to 
sec her charged with child murder. At 
the trial Jennie was subpoenaed to 
give evidence. She knew that her 
evideflce, if truthfully given, would 
condemn her sister, and yet even in 
that emergency she declined to tell a 
falsehood, swore to the truth and saw 
her siBter, pronounced guilty and 
sentenced to the gallows. 

Immediately after the trial, as ac- 
cording to Scottish law,- six. weeks 
mttpt intervene between a capital sen- 
tence and itB execution. Helen 
started on foot to London with a 
petition detailing the circumstances 
of the case and imploring pardon for 
her sister. She reached London and 
after" some trouble had an interview 
with the Duke of Argyle, to whom she 
made known the facts, and upon 
their confirmation a pardon was ex- 
tended to her sister. Helen Walker. 
was buried in the churchyard ol Iron 
Gray, six miles from Dublin, and on 
her tombstone was an inscription, 
written at the request of some of her 
friends, by Walter Scott himself.

There was" one day in* particular 
when the. parson held four funerals, and 
that was tho record. Four was fre- 
quently equaled, but ifc stood as tho top 
notch for ono clergyman. 

Mr. Mackey, who was an Episcopal 
clergyman, hold services in the Tabor 
opera house. Fifty dollars a day was 
the rent, and tho collection never feli 
short. It was necessary to close tho 
doors then long before the timo for tho 
beginning of (he s-c-rvico to keep back 
the crowds. This four fmiGrul day 
spoken of was tho day on which J. 13. 
Oinqhundro, known all over tho world 
as "Texas Jack," was buried. 

Leadville never did fianerals by halves. 
A brass band was a regular thing. No 
funeral wap held without one. Tho 
band attending upon Jack was made up 
of fifty pieces, being a combination of 
several. Fay Teinpleton's opera com- 
pany . was playing an engagement iu 
Leadville then, and Fay agreed to' sup- 
ply her company to act as choir. The 
coffin waa set upon the stage loaded 
with flowers, and flowers wero rarer 
than ininc3 in Leadville, and Rev. 
Mackey appeared in his regimentals as 
chaplain of the Tabor Light Guards. to 
preach tho funeral Eermon. As he pro- 
ceeded, whenever ho made an illusion 
to any good quality in Jack tho congre- 
gation applauded a3 vociferously as 
; thongh they wero approving a fine 
feature of a play. Thero was no dis- 
order — these.people meant it all. They 
wept at the preacher's words andstamp* 
ed their feet in approval of his hope for 
Jack's chances over there. 

Before the services Mr. Mackey bad 
been waited upon by tho Tabor Li^ht 
Guarili!. They recited to him tho facj 
that all the senior officers but tho chap- 
lain were absent from the city, and told 
him that as ho was ranking officer of 
tho day lie must don his regimentals 
and lead the company.* At .first he de- 
murred vigorously, .but finally, equipped 
with b!uo and gold and n ey/ord that 
knew not its placo and tho propriety uf 
keeping it, ho marched upon the stago 
to help.Jack along. When tho scrvicfcs 
wero over ho found they had provided a 
horse for lii:n to lead the column. 

The preacher wasn't tho most reinark- 
ablo horseman in tho world, but he was 
game, and he mounted and started 
away. Directly the" band struck up tho 
"Dead .March in Saul" the preacher and 
his steed became almost as prominent as 
tho corpse— or' they would have been 
elsewhere than in Leadville. Here, 
everything went. The dominio waltzed 
to tho graveyard on his fiery charger— 
actually waltzed, but nobody noticed 
that . That was a regular thing, or at 
least not a striking innovation. 

At Omohundro's funeral, as at all 
funerals in Leadville, work of all 
kinds was suspended/ Men nnd.women 
thronged upon tho sidewalks— packed 
them. ■ puoconld re'ally-haye walked on 
tho heads of tho peoplo and nobody 
would have noticed it. Iii those days 
tho undertaker took great prido in tho 
turning out. Riding in the carriagp with 
the prei:chcr he would look back lov- 
ingly and say:' 

"Ah. now, this is a funeral tljat is a 
.funeral. This.issouit^hin^ h'ke. y Look

by Water and All Kinds or Animals 
Are Driven to the nicMand* and Tree 
Tops-rA Tropical Deluge. 

Tho worst inundations of Louisiana 
and eastern Arkansas aro bnt spring 
freshets compared with tho monster 
floods that visit tho Amazon valley every 
year with a regularity equaled only by 
nstronoinicU events and tax collections. 
Tho rainfall of northern Brazil is nbont 
three times that of tho webfootiestcounr 
ties of Oregon, and in midsummer tho 
thunder showers that drench the woods 
every afternoon resemblo a daily cloud- 
burst. On tho Northern t*ncilic no othor 
word would be applied to an atmos- 
pheric waterfall, darkening tho air liko 
a London w inter fog for hours together, 
and swamping a house, if tho rodf 
should leak, through an aperturo of a 
fow square inches. 

Rains of that sort are apt to occur day 
after day fcr a series of weeks, and their 
effect on tho lowlands can only be im- 
perfectly indicated by tho fact that tho 
Amazon river drains an area of more 
than 3,000,000 squaro miles. Tho Mis- 
sissippi, too, drains half tho eastern 
slopo of a country larger than Brazil, 
bnt its largest affluents aro dwarfed by 
tho third class tributaries of tho South 
American father 1 of wators. 

Not' such flowing lakes as tho Rio 
Negro anij tho Madeira, bnt the Purus, 
tho Yavari, the Qurua, tho Hingo, tho 
Papajos tfnd dozens of other streams 
rarely mentioned on this side of the 
isthmus enter tho main river through a 
delta miles in width and deep enough 
for tho largest river steamers of tho St. 
Lawrence. 

About the middle of summer thero 
streams begin to rise, thoro from tho 
southwest first, those from tho northwest 
and north a few wool" later, end a fort- 
night after tho arrival of the second sup- 
plement the valley of tho Jfnranon, tho 
"wild hog river," as tho early colonists 
called tho Amazon, becomes a paradise 
of swamp loving brutes. Tho tapi3, the 
peccari, the fish otter celebrate tho pic- 
nic season of their summer life, and 
herds of wild, deer begin their westward 
exodus. Near Monte Beim, in tho 
province (now. state) of liatto Grosso, 
tne~wocdir-in--nriasumm-jr got full c.f 
game, as a hundred years ago tho foot- 
hills of tho .southern Allo^hanios svrr.rui* 
ed with wild pigeons when thy fort^i* 
of tho north were buried in ftiov,*. 

A more than usually sudden ri™ of 
tho flood cuts off many of these fugi- 
tives, who aro thus reduced to tho al- 
ternative of making for tho highest ac- 
cessible gronnd, farther east, till every 
knoll brcoiiies a hill of refuge, crowded 
with timid brutes, whose survival dt> 
peuds on their escape from the giant 
cats and boas who may approach their 
stronghold by swimming, u* tho water 
should have submerged too largo a por- 
tion of the continuous forest. 

About two months :ificr the ban- 
ning of tho rainy se::^on the dolngo of 
the lowlands reaches ii3 marnnimii. 
Thousands of rquaro miles aro nib- 
mvryed no effectually that canoes can bo 
paadkd through forests apparently freo 
from underbrush, sinco only tho taller 
trees, with their networl: of climbing 
vines, rise like islands ab:jvu tho surg- 
ing waters. Tho swollen rivers have 
found new currents, and broatl, gur- 
gling streams twist and eddy through 
tho leafy wilderness, tearing oIT whale- 
groups of trees, v.ith all their roots, but 
making amends by deposing hillocks 
of driftwood, wliich soon get covered 
with tufts of now vegetation. 

The proFsuro of the surging flood 
against these mounds of alluvium soon 
, becomes (-normons, uuLthc deep rooted 
: stems of the r.rtanseni;; mid l':.- canohb 
tree nii\y resist till new deposits of d( ift- 
wood crin?"oliihite a number c.f mounds, 
thus forming good sized ulnuds with a 
down sirear.i base of perhaps half a mile, 
but a narrow head deflecting thu cur- 
rent left and right, liko tho wedgo 
shapod fnuit (.r a stout brhlgo pier. At 
the t#.ioof their iucipiency these new 
islamls m:iy bt? tenanted only by river 
.lizards: but ncccivsiry is tho mother cf 
'successful cxp'onition as wtdl as of in- 
vention, ami ji wee!; after it:; birth tho 
driftwocd hill s warms with animal 
refugees, hogs, deer and er.py bavin, jos- 
tling t-ach ulher in their ttru^gk* fur a 
base of operations, thna oiu-u getting 
noisy enough to attract the prowling 
eamivnra. 

Tho climbing talent of the great cats 
saves them tlte trouble of emigration. 
The jaguar and the ccclot bjcome en- 
tirely arbir.e.il, traveling like tnoiiki'ys 
rroni branch to branch, and making 
themselve.*. :;t home in tliu tviv tt>pi— so 
much soimlced that some of tlitin go 
tn lion:;ekeepii':j and raist* a litter of 
cubs in the ritvity uf a hollo-.*.- ;:vc, 

Their hirder is replenish ei by ali rorts 
uf pheasants and woodhcus, wlu» m.iko 
their head quai'tcn- in tho undcri:u<li, 
but who nro now obliged to t:it:o up 
lodgings on the lower branch .--o of iheun- 
submcrged trees. By climbing around 
tho stem and rising suddenly in vie v.- an 
ocelot can s-j-iro a roost of grJliaaceous 
fowl.pnt o" their wits' and strike down, 
two or three of tho clumsy youngsters 
boforo the whole floe): contrives to tako 
.King.

i the Presence of an Enormous 

Thronff of People the Formal 

Presentation is Made to 

Representatives of 

Uncle Sam. 



Impressive Ceremonies. 

ChiiiiRo, Oct. 22.— The empty struct- 
in»s of the World's Columbian exposi- 
:ion were dedicated to-day to tho pur- 
poses fur which they have been designed 
ly the people of the great and grandest 
nul nobK'st republic that has ever ex- 
ited on the face of God's earth. This 
rvns the nation's day, a day set part by 
jirocliimutioii of the chief magistrate, a 
proclamation as rigorously observed as 
tvere the nronuucinnicntos of the mngis- 
iracy of uncient Europe, an a brief sea- 
ton of thanksgiving and of festivity in" 
tonmiemoration of the man and the dis- 
rov«rer of four centuries since. Chicago 
Vent holiday to-day. and not only Ohl- 
rngo, but evcrj* nook and corner of the 
big, bustling, tearing, driving, striving 
republic. Joy, jubilation and gladness 
(vore uneonfined. Patriotism, the safety 
valve of a people enlightened nud detenu- 
ueU to be free, had full vent. In city 
mil town, village and hamlet, the peo- 
ple, to quote the proclamation of Presi- 
dent Harrison, "devoted themselves to 
such exercises ns may best express honor 
'.o the discoverer and appreciation of the 
treat achievements of the four complete 
centuries of American life." Joy and 
tliidnt'ss enveloped the nation as n mist, 
t joy mid gladness unknown to nations 
over which limited or absolute mon- 
archies exercise full sway. It was a day 
■jf liberty, u day of frntoruity, a. day of 
jqunlity, a day upon which rich and 
furor, young and old, native and foreign 
fiorn. from the ocean washed shores of 
Lund's End to the exeremity of the 
it olden Gate, where the cliffs are kissed 
oy the gentle waves of the Pacific, were 
ringing with heart and voice, chanting 
3i uni.sou, one great pean ascending to 
".he skies, and penetrating the thin veil 
that hides the continent from the abid- 
ing place of the Eternal, "God bloss our 
■intive laud." 

The scene presented by the vast gath- 
ering in the dedication building was one 
aever to be forgotten. In many respects 
*t was without precedent. Everything 
tvns on the order of the superlative. The 
iedication hall— the manufacturers' and 
iboral arts' building— is the largest " 
itructure over erected, and in it was 
Fathered the largest crowd ever assem- 
bled beneath a single roof. In the audi- 
fnce we;\- probably more distinguished 
Americans than have ever been seen 
together on any commemorative occa- 
sion in the history of the republic. 
Learned jurists from the bench, cabinet 
Dfficers, governors of states, senators and 
:ongressmen, admirals and generals with 
all. the regalia of authority, cardinals 
with their insignia of apostolic faith, 
scientists who are fast wresting from 
jealous nature the problems of the ageB — 
nil these gathered here to-day to do 
honor to the great, silent student of 400 
yenrs ago who, in his way, was the pio- 
neer of thom all, -who led the van of 
human thought nnd manly daring and 
gave to the world a new continent and 
io posterity an imperishable reverence 
for Christopher Columbus. 

This was the name that was on every 
lip, in every ode and song, thnt crowned 
every nvrorntion, that found utterance in 
the opening parayer and was softly 
breathed in closing benediction. All did 
him honor, and time, thnt ri, jns and 
mellows the gratitude of nations, after 
400 years, gave greatest homage to his 
memory and name. As seven 
Grecian cities claimed the birthplace of 
Homer centuries nfter be had begged his 
bread throughout their streets and moltl- 
ered unhonored into dust, no art and sci- 
ence and invention and religion all vied 
to-day in claiming Columbus as their 
own. The president of the exposition 
claimed him as the author of the national 
development of this age and hemisphere; 
the eloquent Depew characterizes him as 
a pioneer of art, science, invention and 
higher civilization, who had sailed from 
a country where "force was the sole- 
source and exercise of authority, both by 
church and state," and the great Catho- 
lic Cardinal Gibbons, at almost the same 
minute, claimed him n« a zealous repre- 
sentative of the Church of Home, an 
"apostle who was inspired with the sub- 
lime ambition of carrying the light of 
tho gospel to n people buried in tho dark- 
ness of idolatry." 

It rennined for a woman to pronounce 
the only suspicion of disparagement of 
the achievements of Columbus. In an 
address nearly twice as long as the av- 
erage orations of the day, Mrs. Palmer, 
of the board of lady managers, only men- 
tioned the great navigator once, nnd that 
was to declare "the fact that the general 
government has just discovered women" 
to be of more importance than Columbus* 
discovery of America. There was a silent 
ripple of surprise at this almost irrev- 
elent statement, but the audience good- 
naturedly condoned the offense by the 
reflection that the declaration was prob- 
ably due to the enthusiasm of woman in 
beiug accorded c prominent part in the 
ceremonies of the day. 

The addresses of Chauncey M. Depew 
of New York and Henry Wattcrsou of 
Kentucky were well received and accept- 
ed as highly appropriate to the occasion. 
The reception accorded the great Ken- 
tucky editor amounted almost to an ova- 
tion, and it was evident that there was 
a great desire on the part of the Chicago 
portion of the audience to atoue for that 
discourtesy and criticism which impelled 
Congressman Breckinridge to decline the 
honor of delivering the oration of the 
day. 

Does one who was not present gain any 
notion of the meaning of fifty acres of 
packed humanity? Does he get an im- 
pression of vnstuess when he knows that 
St. Peter's in Rome might he put within 
the great structure and •with room left? 
Will New Yorkers have an impression of 
what could be done in a building where 
the Grand Central Btation and the Penn- 
sylvania depot nt Jersey City might be 
placed without crowding, and then sev- 
eral city blocks be tucked away in the 
interstices? What does it mean to say 
. that 00,000 persona may he comfortably 
seated, and rood-left for 76,000 more to 
stand around? Imngirie 90,000 human 
faces seated in a bunch, In the center 
of a great field, about whom are standing 
nearly ns i many more persons. See the 
stand filled with the singers and hear the 
preliminary blare of the brass instru- 
ments which are being put through pre- 
limiuarf operation for the music which 
is to come. Diffuse. over this entire

At almost 
the same Instant the air Is shakea by a 
heavy ; detonation out in the park, be- 
yond the grounds. . The cannon had begun 
booming the presidential salute which 
greeted the. approach of Mr. Morton and 
the dignitaries 

As the iminic ceased the hum of 
human! voices was the only sound to be 
heurd jfor over a miaute. Suddenly a 
silence fell over the vast multitude' as, 
at a signal from Bishop Fowler, in 
sacerdotal garb, he commanded silence 
nud pronounced an invocation. At the 
conclusion of the prayer Director General 
Davis 'advanced to the front and present- 
ed the building to the president of the 
United States for dedication. The di- 
rector j general concluded his address by 
introducing Mayor HempBtead Wash- 
burne ;of Chicago. Tho latter bowed a 
modest acknowledgment to the welcome 
generously awarded him, nnd advanced 
to the [stand just vacated by the director 
general. Iu a very resonant and clear 
voice the mayor of, the world's fair city 
extended the freedom of the city to the 
guests i of the day. Following the ad- 
dress of the mayor. President Palmer, 
of the national commission, introduced 
Mrs. Sarah C. Le Moyne of New York, 
who read selections from the dedicatory 
ode, written by Miss Harriet Monroe of 
Chicago. 

The | voice of Mrs. LeMoyne was ex- 
ceptionally strong for a womau's, but 
only those within a radius of a hundred 
feet were able to cateh a syllable of her 
utteraace, so devoid of favorable acoustic 
qualities was this, vast structure. But 
the fortunate ones who caught the words 
of the earnest woman were impressed 
with the spirit of the ode, and generous 
applause greeted numerous sentiments — 
particularly tho tribute j to the part 
played by the queen in the discovery of 
America. The readiug was interspersed 
with choral selections of the ode by the 
chorus of 5,000 voices.. Mrs. Potter 
Palmer made an address on the part of 
the board of lady managers. 

j FOR THE LADIES. 

Mm. Palmer Hakes a Plea For the 
Independence of Women, 

Sirs, i Palmer delivered her address in a 
well modulated voice. She said In part: 

"Official representation for women, upon 
bo important an occasion as the present, is 
unprecedented. ' It seems particularly ap- 
propriate that this honor should have been 
accorded our sex when celebratiug the great 
deedB of Columbus, who, Inspired though 
his visions may have been, yet required the 
aid of an Isabella to transform them Into 
realities. The visible evidences of the prog- 
ress piaile Hluce-the discovery of this great 
continent will be collected six months hence 
in these stately buildings now to be dedi- 
cated, j The niugnitlcent material exhibit, 
the Import of which will not, however, so 
vividly, represent the great advance of mod- 
ern-, (nought aa does tho fact that man's 
"silent partner" has beeo invited by the 
government to leave her retirement to as- 
"H 1 In conducting a great national enter- 
prise.

Beep indeed must be the. sorrow whit i 
prohibits the president of the United Statu 
from being the 'central figure- In these ceri- 
mcnles. Itcallxlng from these sumptuous 
snrroundlugs tho extent of the design, tbV 
adequacy of tho execution and the vastneu 
of tho results, we may weir imagine hof 
ardently he hns.aspired to. be officially ana 
pciwnalty connected with this great work, 
so linked to thc past and to tbe present of 
America. With what eloquent words. hY 
w uld have spoken of the heroic achieve- 
ments and radiant future of this broad; 
country. While profoundly anguished & 
bis most tender enrthly' affection, tie 
would not have us delay or falter la these 
dedicatory sentces, au-1 we can only offJr 
to support his courage by a profound anc 
universal sympathy. ■ J 

I am not here to recount the story of thu 
city's wonderful rise and advancement oi 
the matchless courage of her people; of hei 
second birth out of the arbes of the most 
notable conflagration of modern times, nor 
of the eminent position she has acquired in 
mauufdelurcs, In science and In the arts. 
E am.here In behalf of thc government of 
the United States, in behalf of all the pe-> 
ple. All hail to Chicago! All hall to the 
Columbian exposition! From the St. Law- 
rence to the gulf, nnd from tbe peerless 
cosmopolitan capital by the sea to the 
Golden Gate of California, there Is no long- 
er a rival to .Chicago, except to emulate 
her in promoting the success of this work. 

New York has Blgnallzed the opening of 
the new era by a commemorative function. 
Instructive to tho student, encouraging to 
the phllonthrophlst, and admoaltory to the 
forces arrayed against liberty. Her houses

Ordinary language could not depict Ivan 
AloiiefTa sorrow and concern when he 
heard of Rachel's imprisonment, a concern 
that waarendercdmore poignant and hard- 
er to bear by theknowledgo that it was im* 
possible to aid her in any way as far as ha 
was concerned.

•^ TK6 Rains Descended. 

London, Oct 24.— Tho latest advices 
from .Oagliari: give an appalling account 
"of tha" terrible storm and flood In Sar- 
dinia on Thursday and "Friday last— a 
calamity In which hundreds of Uvea were 
lost and hundreds' of thousands ' of ■ dol- 
lars worth of property was destroyed. 
The plain of Campldano for fifteen miles 
north of Cagliarl waa affected. Tho 
plain stretches from Cagliarl to Ores- 
tono, fifty-nine miles, and is an import- 
ant vine and olive-growing center. 

The first indications of the approach- 
log hurricane were noticed on Thurs- 
day afternoon. The heat of the atmos- 
phere .became oppressive and cattle and 
other animals grew resiles and hurried- 
ly sought shelter. Soon heavy black 
clouds' tinged with red appeared. The 
peasants working In the fields became 
terrified and took refugo in their homes. 
As tho darkness of the night came on 
the cyclone ~burst upon ' the plain with 
full force. Incessant flashes of lightning 
and heavy, peals of 'thunder accompanied 
the Bhrieking wind, while loud subter- 
ranean rumblings added their terrors to 
the storm. Rain fell in torrents and all 
the lowlands were flooded In a very 
short time. The river Mannu and other 
streams intersecting the . district soon, 
overflowed their banks, inundating- an 
area of fifteen square kilometers. Among 
the villages Invaded by the waters were 
Declmomonuu, Assemanl, Idlmafl, Sa- 
matzai, rian Sperate and 'Grozzali, with 
a total population of 0,000. 

Scores of dwellings and barns were de- 
rhalishjd by the wging flood, and hun- 
dreds of people.vho uuu sought. refuge on 
the roofs of buildings were drowned. In 
most -of theviliages named tliere were 
many huta built of mud, which collapsed 
In a few moments. Other' huts, made of 
reeds and tlraw, floated with the current 
forming rafts to which many peasants 
clung during the night until they were 
rtscued. On Friday morning the work of 
rescue was begun in earnest Dozens of 
persons were then found huddled togeth- 
er on elevations of land and in the upper 
Sarta of tha houses that are still standing. 
lany of these people were half dead 
from terror and exposure. The buildings 
still standing were found to bo badly 
damaged, the walls being extensively 
cracked and the foundations undermined. 
Most of the furniture they contained was 
of course ruined. 

Survivors say that the experience of 
that night was terrible m the extreme. 
The whole night long the nir was filled 
with the heartrending shrieks of drown- 
ing human beings, and the terrified cries 
of sheep and cattle, mingled with the 
ceaseless din of alarm bells that were 
kept ringing in neighboring villages. The 
prefect of Cngliari, on learning of the dis- 
aster, immediately dispatched rescue par- 
ties to save Burvivors. These parties 
worked with the greatest difficulty. Doz- 
ens of lives were saved hy soldiers. One 
hundred bodies have been - recovered at 
San Sperate alone. The total death roll 
must reach* several hundreds. An im- 
mense number of cattle and other live 
Btock perished. The Cagllari-Igleaias rail- 
way has been greatly damaged by the 
flood. 



Carried off the Guard*.

A baud sold to have been composed 
of 200 armed smugglers made a descent 
upon one of the carabineer stations situated 
between Tarifa and Cape Trafalgar. The 
carabineers, ebfht of whom were detailed at 
this station, bad no warning of the approach 
of the smugglers, and the first they knew of 
their presence waa when they were called 
upon to surrender. The carabfiecrs evident- 
ly thought the odds against them too great, 
and surrendered -without making any re* 
slatance. ThB smugglers then took the guns 
away from tbe prisoners, sacked the sta- 
tion and set fire to It. With their eight 
JrlsDuers the smugglers made for. the maun- 
aloR, end have not since been heard from. 
The comical part of the occurrence Is that 
It was tbe duty of the carabineers to keep a 
sharp lookout along the coast for. smugglers, 
and had they been performing their duty 
they could easily have obtained enough aa- 
sMancn to enable them to drive off the 
smugglers.

Cork, Oct. 24.— The landlords of Cork and 
vicinity have held a meeting to discuss the 
action to be taken by them to regard to the 
newly created royal commission on the con- 
dition of evicted tenants As a result of the 
deliberations it was decided that the land- 
lords would make no attempt to avoid testi- 
fying ' before the commission, though Mr. 
Fitzgerald, M. P., one of those present, ar- 
gued In favor of challenging the right of the 
commUilon to inquire Into their private af- 
fairs The meeting adopted a general pro- 
test, however, against the constitution and 
terms of reference of the commission.

Tho train bearing the regnlar army 
troops home from Chicago Was runilnto 
by a stock train two miles below St 
Paul yesterday morning, several horses 
being killed, a number of the men slightly 
Injured and two baggage cars containing 
baggage, paraphernalia . and mattrawei 
being destroyed by fire.

when tho accident occurred. When 
rounding a sharp curve about a mile east 
of Edgerton street Engineer Cnrley 
noticed tho stock train bearing down 
upon him at a good rata of speed. He 
quickly reversed hie lover, as did the en- 
gineer of tho stock train, but it was too 
late. Tho trains crashed together, tear- 
ing the fronts of tho engines and piling 
tbe cars up in a heap on the track. 
The engine attached to tho special 
jumpedtbe track and the engineer and 
fireman were badly shaken up. 
: The soldiers, who' were just preparing 
to rise, were thrown nbout in the cars 
in great confusion, several of them be- 
ing bruised by being thrown against 
the seats and cut by broken glass.

Deadwood, S. D., Speclol, Oct 24.—

of Pine Hidge and Itosebud agencies have 
aroused the entire southwestern portion 
of South Dakota' and Northern Nebraska 
and worked a great injury to the mercan- 
tile interests of these sections. It is im- 
possibl i to say what motive prompted the 
erroneous reports, which came principally 
from two men who have not visited the 
reservations and are unacquainted with 
the situation. Ueputy United States Mar- 
shal SIntthiescn arrived here to-day from 
Pine Itldge and ltoaebud cgeudes, where 
he has been among the Indians for two 
weeks. He has jurisdiction over these 
reservations, and is familiar with the 
Sioux and on friendly terms with them. 
He says there is positively no truth in 
the reports that the Indians arc prepar- 
ing for ghost dancing und a subsequent 
outbreak. They are perfectly Barisned, 
receiving ample beef and other rolionB. 
It is untrue that they have secreted ghost 
shirts on the reservations. The Indians 
have no arms, except a few half-breeds, 
who are friendly with the whites. They 
are separated in camps of 250, and forty 
or fifty miles npart Merchants In townH 
adjacent to the reservations complain 
that the recent reports' have injured their 
credits in the East

Tha Notorious Train Robber After 

Fulfllllnfc- His Threat* of Break- 
' In? Away, Is Caught In- 
side thft Prison 
Wall*. 

,' A Slippery Customer. 

Anburn, N. Y., Oct 24.-OHver Cur- 
tis Perry, the train robber, who Satur- 
day partly cairied into effect the threat 
that ho would ■ not remain fn prison 
long; enough to finish his sentence, en- 
joyed bnt a brief period of liberty 
after ila escape from his cell. He was 
captured Inside tbe prison walls at 2 
o'clock thii morning;, and the only re- 
sult of hla desperate attempt to escape 
was to make his condition more misera- 
ble. After his escaping from the wing 
In which bis cell was located, Perry bold- 
ly crossed the prison yard and hid in 
the bosementof the broom shop, in which 
Convict Johnson was murdered by a 
fellow prisoner a few weeks ago. When 
tbe night was snmciently advanced for 
the darkness to shield his movements, 
Perry Iried to gain access to tho broom 
shop. It was closely guarded, however, 
and he next proceeded to the marble 
shop. Here again ho was frustrated in 
his attempt to gain admittance, as the 
guards were on the alert and his efforts 
attracted their attention. Perry started 
to run as soon as bo found his presence 
hnd been discovered. He went directly 
to tho collar shop, where a large num- 
ber cf knives are kept; the fugitive's 
one idea seeming to be to secure a 
weapon of some kind. As he neexed the 
collar shop he was scon by Keeper Tunis, 
who stood in the shadow of the build- 
ing. 

When within ten feet of the guard 
Perry was challenged and ordered to 
halt He did not obey and the guard 
fired a shot from his rifle over the con- 
xitt's head. This had no effect npon' 
Perry other than to" change the course fn 
which he was running and to Increase 
his speed. 

HEs change of direction was fatal, as 
It caused him to pass within reach of 
Keeper Smith, who, without waiting to 
challenge the fleeing man, Btruck him 
over the head with his heavy stick. So 
powerful was the blow that the cano was 
broken and Perry was stretched nncon- 
Bcicns at the keeper's feet the blood 
flowing freely from a deep wound. Perry 
was at once token to the dungeon. whi.'ro 
he will be confined for some time with- 
out even the comfort of a board to rest 
upon. 

It is said that after his capture Perry 
tnld Warden Dnrfcton that it was not lib- 
erty ho sought, but a a opportunity to 
stick a knife into him. Ho has con- 
ceived a deep hatred for the warden 
Eincc his long confinement in the screen 
cell. The instrument with which Perry 
used to dig through the walls of bis cell 
wan the iron ledge of his bedstead, which 
he managed to loosen from its fasten- 
ings. After the wily little desperado had 
been Bdfely locked up the extra guards 
were changed. Warden Durston warned 
thy men in charge of the prisoners' cells 
end the guards not to discuss the matter 
of Perry's escape and capture in public 
Despite these procautior.ii, however, tho 
pi iticulars have transpired. A rumor is 
in circulation that Perry was very eeri- 
?v F!j J n, "£ b ^ Keeper Smith's blow and 
that death may result. The rumor can- 
not be confirmed.

A POOR FOLK'S GARDEN. 

Somothlngf of the Wonderful Plant 
Life of California. 

California, astonished the botanical 
world long before it began to play 
much of a part in politics or business. 
Nee, the botaniBfc, was at San Diego 
and Monterey a hundred years ago, 
and his collections are BtUl to be seen 
at Madrid. Dr. Menzies, whose port- 
folios are partly at Kew, partly at 
the British Museum, spent several 
seasonB on the coast a few years after 
Nee. David Douglas, one of the most 
devoted and successful of botanicalex- 
plorers, reached the Pacific coast in 
1825. Nuttall sent" his herbarium to 
Harvard University. Pickering, 
Hartweg, Coulter, and others were 
early in the field. None of them were 
more typical investigators than 
the late Dr. C. C. Parry, who first 
crossed tho country with the Mexican 
BoundaryCommissipn. At intervals, 
for forty-years after, he was a familiar 
figure to hunters, prospectors, moun- 
taineers, and all sorts of outdoor peo- 
ple from the Arizona deserts to the 
Siskiyou pine foreBts. 

So early were collectors in the re- 
gion, and so universal was the inter- 
eat felt in Europe over the new 
plants of the pacific coast, that many 
trees of sequoias and other superb 
conifers were planted in the parks of 
England, France, and Italy long be- 
fore the discovery of gold. Wealthy 
Californians, as early as 1855, visit- 
ing Europe, were surprised to find 
how popular were the brilliant annu- 
als, flowering shrubs, vines, and trees 
of their own State. Returning, they 
often urged neighbors to cultivate 
more of the native plants, but with 
little effect. In Alameda County, a 

Elain, uneducated Englishwoman of 
lancashire yeoman stock was one of 
the first persons in all California to 
make a home garden of wild flowers 
from field and hill. I remember in my 
boyhood the passionate devotion she 
showed to this pursuit. 

"It do be thebest land the sun ever 
shone on," she declared, "for poor 
folk to have a garden." — Century.

Minneapolis, Minn., Special, Oct 22.— 
Anton Krpo.diog, an employe of the 
Backus Lumber company, blew out his 
brains with a. revolver at 5 o'clock yester- 
day allernoon, after first doing his best to 
■hoot bis .wife, and Patrolman Machutte. 
It w*3 only by.tho narrowest chance in the 
world tbat they. eraped. 

For the past two months Erpoldlng and 
his wire have been separated.. The rupture 
which led to it, the neighbors say, was a 
fiuht between the husband on one side and 
the wile 'and stap-daughter on the other. 
Be was badly bruised In the melee and 
thrown oat of tho house. When he left ha 
vowed he would come back sometime and 
kill his. wife and UtUoohlld. Yeaiarday 
afternoon he returned to falttll his threat. 
He was slightly under the influ- 
ence of liquor, wh'oh it Is 
believed De drank to nerve himself 
for the horrible task be had In hand. On 
onterinR the house he addressed hts wife 
pleasantly, but remembering their parting 
words, she was very chilly and told him it' 
was best for them both they should be 
apart as they were continually quarreling. 
He asked her to go into tlie little bedroom 
with tbsir child, an infant a year andahaW 
old, as he had something of Importance to 
tell her. She re used. the request and would 
not leave the room, where she; and some 
neighbors were chatting. He then seized 
the babe by the arm and- dragged in into 
tberoon, hoping tbnt the mother wonld 
followed. In tills he was npt deceived,- for 
the frantic mother rushed in alter Mm, but 
had scarcely pa-se.l over the threshold be- 
fore a revolver was flashed in her face. It 
snapped but the cartridge did not explode. 

The wife fled from the room shrieking, 
"He has killed my child!" Two men near 
by rushed In, but the revolver was shoved 
in their faces and they discree:ly retired. 

Officer Chickeroskl was summoned, and 
he prudently called the North side patrol 
wagon belore he attempted to place the 
man under arrest. Officer Mochelle, who 
accompanies tho wagon, entered the room 
where the man was sitting on the head of the 
bed. The blinds of the only window in the 
room were so closely drawn that the officer 
was unable to distinguish anything except 
the form of the man which could be seen 
against tbe white bedspread. He started to 
the window to dr„w aside the blind,- but 
before he bad taken a step he was ordered 
to quit the room. Almost at the same in- 
stant a pistol shot rang out and the officer 
staggered back but of the door. Another 
shot iollowed almost instantly, aimed at 
the retreating figure which lodged in the 
casement ot thedoor.' The officers In tbe 
adjoining room heard the man get up from 
the bed and advance toward the door. He 
stopped a moment and tbe third shot was 
tired. A groan and the dull sound of an 
apparently lifeless bouy Jailing to the floor 
followed it. The offii era tearing this was a 
rust to get them to enter did not at first go 
in. When they did they loundErpeldlng 
lying on the floor parallel to the bed with 
the smoking revolver in one' hand and a 
stream of. blood .gushing lrom a. wound 
6 verbis* right temple." He .was not, dead, 
but it was clear that he had bat a few more 
seconds to live. 

Officer Mochelle had a narrow escape. A. 
smalt note book In his vest pocket taved 
his Hie. The bulletstruck hitu in the right 
Bide over the vitals, and the book in his 
pocket turned the course of tbe ball 
bo that it glanced and lodged betweon tbe 
cloth and lining of his coat. An ei.velope 
in his inside coat pocket was perforated by 
the missile. Beneath tbe little book the 
flesh was black in a spot' three inches in 
diameter. The shot stunned him and made 
him very sick ibr a lew moments. 

The coroner was summoned and decided 
that it was a plain case of suicide. He 
thought the dead man was never conscious 
after tbe bait entered his head. The weapon 
he used was a 33-caliber bull dog revolver, 
and trout its' bright appearauce was pur- 
chased for t he occas ion.

Home, Oct. 24.— According to a report on 
the Italian harvest, all the crops are above 
the average with the exception of barley, 
which Is slightly below the average. Tbe 
yield of wheat Is 45,000,000 hectolitres, the 
average yield being 42,000,000 • hectolitres. 
It Is expected that with propitious weather, 
the yield of wine will reach 85,000,000 hec- 
tolitres, the average being 32,000,000 hecto- 
litres, while owing to Improvements In the 
method of manufacture, the quality 1b ccr- 
taUt-to'he-hetter than that of tbe crop of 
1891. The bounteousness and excellence of 
the crops have had a favorable effect upon 
all branches of the national economy. The 
exports ot tho year are likely to show an in- 
crease of £4,000,000 la value. The Internal 
trade of Italy has been much larger since 
the rupture of commercial relations.

The day was dear and orisp and oold 
and tbe dryness of the atmosphere had 
somewhat helped the invalid and acted 
aa a stlmnlent. She was lying on her 
baok and whenever ahe awoke from her 
troubled and unsatisfactory sleep she 
was ooneoioas. Sheoonld still reoog 
nize her surroundings and a glanoe of 
recognitioiigrettsd thephys'ciau when 
he entered the eiok room this morning. 
The fatal oongh was present, but natut- 
ally in the enfeebled siate of the invalid 
it was not prononnoed. Dr. Gardiner 
sat at the badaide nearly all forenoon. 
He went away several times to attend to 
other professional dutiee, but was never 
absent long. He admitted that death 
was very near and that remarkable a» 
Mis. Harrison's vitality was, he did not 
Fee how she oonld live more than a tew 
hours. 

Mrs. Harrison at neon time was still 
oonBoious. A little before that the presi- 
dent, leaning over her, asked if she 
wished for anything. With the old- 
time smile, that the approach of death 
only made more tender and trustful, 
she answered, low, but very distinctly : 
"No, dear." 

At 1 o'olooV, as he left the house, Dr 
Gardiner said that he did not think that 
more, than five or six hours ol 
life remained for Mrs. Harrison. He 
said that most of the time she was in a 
sleepy aemi-oonBoioua condition from 
which she frequently aroused. There 
was little change during the afternoon, 
bnt every change was for the worse, and 
the watchers were fearful that death 
wonld ensue about sundown. From 
4 o'olook until well into the even- 
ing tbe president and all the mem- 
bate of the family remained unceasingly 
at Mrs. Harrison's bedsida As the 
day waned and the nnclcnded sun sank 
behind the western hills, casting rapid- 
ly lengthening shadows, the anxiety ol 
the watohera became more and more in 
tonae. Persons, about the building 
moved stealthily aaross the halls and 
floors and dropped their voices 
ibto whispers when they spoke 
even though far out of 
ear shot of thB stricken woman who lay 
quietly with resignation awaiting the 
lastoalL The shadows deep/med, sank 
to the west, night came, and in the 
sonth the new moon showed herself in 
th» sky, and the end waa not yet The 
physician's calls were more frequent, 
«nd whenever he came from the sick 
chamber he brought one, report, that 
the patient waa an near dead aa ahe 
oouldbeandlive. 

About 8 o'olook word came from 
Seattle, Wash., in answer to numerous 
telegrams that J. G Scott, Mrs. Hani 
Bon's biothtr, had passed through t oat 
place on bis way to Washington.

Loss of Life. 

Milwaukee, Oct 29, 2:30 a. m.— This 
city laBt night was vlBlted by tho most 
devastating flro In the city's history. 

Four lives were certainly loBt and pos- 
sibly 'more. ' ' '.~: 

Insurance men estimate tho loss at 
$5,675,000. Others think tho loss will 
amount to $10,000,000. 

Tho flames, -which' Btarted In the Mil* 
waukeo Gas company's building, fanned 
by a furicus gale, Bwept eastward across 
toward the Menominee river and noth- 
in could restrain them. Dynamite was 
used but without effect Mihgty billows 
of flames swept over dlocks of buildings, 
leaped over the river and jumped across 
streets. 

All sorts of conveyances ' were hurry- 
ing about the- Third ward, loaded with 
the belongings of the people on whoso 
homes the flames were rushing. The en- 
tire firo doputmont was powerless. 
Chicago, Kacine and .other cities were 
asked for assistance, and by 10 o'clock 
engines and firemen from out of town 
were beginning to arrive. 

More than eleven blocks of solid terri- 
tory, Inclmling mufth of the most extens- 
ive wholest.Io district, bos been burned 
over. Neorly seventy bandings, two- 
thirds of which ' wera frame dwellings, 
faded iuto smoke as fast as tissue paper. 
Tlio loss is almost Inestimable at this 
time, -but will - reach Into the millions. 
The district burned at 10 o'clock Includ- 
ed the territory extending diagonally 
frcm the alley between Detroit and Buf- 
falo streets to the corner of Erie and 
Ji-fferson streets. At Unit time the Me- 
nominee river, with the big Monegold 
elevators and the great Kisslp factories 
just across the border, was less than a 
block away from the roaring flames. 

Tho fire started in the store occupied 
by tho Union Oil company, at 275 East 
Water street. At the time three fires In 
various sectlou3 of the city had called 
many of the engines, so it was fifteen 
minutes before a response was made to 
the alarm from the corner of Detroit nnd 
East Water streets. In a Bhort time 
seven or eight streams bad been directed 
upon the flames. There was a series of 
explosions, but in half an hour streams 
from several tugs were playing on tho 
building. It seemed as If the very cur- 
rent of the Milwaukee river was being 
emptied upon the red brick block. It 
was stated thnt the fire Was helped by 
the terrific explosion In the oil barrels, 
Thouiumils of people, attracted by the con- 
tinued nlarroB. had rushed to the vicinity 
and watched tho fight with interest between.

A Bloody Butchery. 

rorls, Oct 31.— A terrible murder was 
brought to light. in this city to-day. Tho 
body of a young woman, cut into twelve 
pieces, was discovered In an empty houso* 
In the Rue BoUnrlB, bear tho Pare des 
Buttes Chaumont, Tho head of tho body 
had been cut off and could not bo found. 
There Is iatenso excitement, not only in 
the neighborhood wlicro the tragedy was 
onactcd, but throughout the city, tho 
brutal character of the crime caudng 
widespread comment Two men suspect- 
ed of beJng the murderers havo been ar- 
rested. The scone of the murder Ib in a 
quarter Inhabited by many nrtlwins, in 
the northeasterly portion of tho city. 
Not far away are tho great abbatotra. 
and cattle markets of Paris. 

The murder was evidently the work of 
a practiced hand, the dissection of the 
body being skilfully ncrformed— a fact 
which gives color to tho belief 'that the 
work was done by a surgeon, or at least 
by a butcher. It is believed .that not 
more than from sixteen to twenty-four 
hours elapsed between the Urao tho crime 
was commuted and tho time when tho 
u i tllated remains were discovered. It 
Is also believed the body ,was etill warm 
when it was cut Into plecoB. There was 
a. strong smell of carbolic acid in the 
room, this fact leading to tho suppo- 
sition that the body had been used for 
■dissection purposes, and several portions 
were, intended .for medical specimens;; 
but evidence to the cor.trtry was soon 
found In tho fact that the flesh had been 
hacked and torn' with a blunt knife. 
The polico sent out dogs' to trace tho 
murderer or murderess. Bloodstains 
three yards distant is tho only clue yet 
obtained. Madame Faillon, who lives 
near the scene, says that her dogs barked 
loudly, on Saturday morning and'that on 
Sunday bIic Baw two, men pointing to 
tho house. The remains were wrapped 
in a bundle. It is supposed that the 
murderer, placed the bundle in the house 
temporarily. Blood was found near tho 
wall of a neighboring street. A rain 
had been falling and the blood must 
have come Inter than 3 a.m. A trail of 
blood was visible for forty paces along 
the street.

DI&ASTERON THE LAKES. 

MANY VE88EL8 CAUGHT IN THE 
0ALE8. 

Numerous Casualties Reported as 

the. Result of Severe Storms 

on the Great Inland Seas 

—Loss of Life and 

Property. 

Raging Waters. 

Detroit Mich., Oct. 31.— Reports of 
wrecks and other mishaps t<> shlpplog 
crlted by Inst night's terrific wind btonn 
are coming in f>3m different points on 
the lakes. Considering the number' of 
voftcla blown ashore nnd wrecked tho 
less of Hfo la^ery light, only two drown- 
ings being reported thus far. Many peo- 
ple no reported .missing, and their fate 
la not yet' known. At Manlstco, Mich., 
tho schooner Nellie Hammond was sunk 
by striking a pier While entering the har- 
bor. Her captain, Louis Mlchallsoa, was 
washed overboard and drowned, tho re- 
muinder of tho 'crew escaping. This 
b«iat carried n load of grain from Mil- 
waukee to M nn in tec. The life saving 
«*w returned to Manltteo to-day from 
Free Soil, ten miles south of there, where 
they took off tho crew of tbe steamer 
MIshfcctt which is ashore. Tho vessel U 
sound and right sido op. The captain 
soya that after the storm goon down she 
will bo easily pulled off. Tbe schooner 
LIllIo Pratt Is on the beach near Frank- 
fort scuttled. Another schconer at anchor 
is likely to go aahoro and tho scow 
Mozart of Onckauia lies nbout four miles 
fiouth of here side on, about ten rods 
from shore. Tho wind at one time last 
night reached sixty miles an hour. Tho 
average velocity wan forty-five. 

It la reported at Tort Huron that 
barges of the steamer George King ore 
aground in St. Clair river. ThcWHbclru 
and consorts are aground nt the Indian 
Church, below Sarnla. The Havana lost 
both top masta on I.ake Huron. Tho 
weather during the past twenty honra 
has been very severe, n sixty-milo gale 
blowing constantly on I^ake Kile. The 
steamers Peck, Cotfinberry, Fuyette, 
.Brawn nnd Adriatic are nil grounded 
heavily in thin vicinity, nnd some of 
them ure believed to bu In a. bad condi- 
tion. 

Grave fears nre entertained m to the 
fate of the steam dredge Dominion nnd 
her crew. Sbo has been working near 
Leamington, OnL, for some weeks and 
this morning she has disappenr«l entire- 
ly. A search over this part of I^ake Eric 
failed to reveal her whereabouts. Sho 
had a. crew of six men. 

Last night during the utorm Al RnM- 
sctt, hreman nt Butler & Peters' mill at 
Btiticrsviih", l.udington, Mich., attempted 
to return to his home by crossing iVpj 
Marquette lnke in n kuiiiII skill*. Aa 
lielhing has been seen of him nor the 
boat fcince he Is supposed to have been 
drowned. 

Erie, I'll., Oct. 31. — Vessels have been 
brought into tbls port to-day that were 
caugnt In the gale no I.ake trio yesterday 
ana damaged or disabled. Togs outside got 
a Ime to the big steam bargu Veronica last 
night and towed her in. She was from 
tscauaba with ore, nnd her captain reports 
that he got out of the lietrolt river Friday 
morning and was soon after caught in the 
gale sweeping eastward down the lake. The 
crew had a terrible experience. Saturday a 
big sea stove her deck housings, swept into 
the engine room and put out ber Ares. 
Fireman John O'Brien was throwu Into the 
machinery. His leg was crushed and he 
was otherwise injured and will probably die. 
The barge was on tho point of foundering, 
when tbe crew got a soil on ber and beat 
nbout in the lake off this port until the 
tugs got hold of her. Scarcely a man of her 
large crew Is able to uo duty. 

To-day the local fishing fleets are able to 
determine the amouut of damage d o?? the 
Ashing business here tbroiiKli the •■5s of 
nets, etc Nearly all the nets the fleet had 
out are swept away or destroyed and the 
aggregate losses are heavy. 

Deer Park. Mlcb., Oct. 31.— The schooner 
Zach Chandler went ashore four miles east 
of the life-saving station at 12 o'clock l'ri- 
day night nnd Is a total wreck. All bands 
were saved except one a Norwegian hailing 
from Cleveland. The schooner was loaded 
with lumber from Ashland and was In tow 
with the steamer John Mitch el. 

Amhcrstburg,- Ont., Oct. 31.— Tbe rescue 
of the Lchign Valley Hue steamer Tusca- 
rora, which stranded in the Detroit river 
abreast of here yesterday. Is being pushed 
With all vigor. Two steam pumps are on 
board and tbo wreckcro Saginaw and Wales 
are taking oft* her cargo of flour. Tho 
steamer John Pringle brought tbe cargo of 
tho Sunshine Into tho river. The Sunsbluo 
lost part of her deck load of lumber and waa 
drifting water logged and abandoned on 
Like Eric, her crew having been taken off 
by a passing steamer. ■

Sellfma,' Vex., Oct. 31.— The town of Sas 
Juan, fifteen miles north of hero on the Mex- 
ican National railroad, was tbe scene last 
night of a bloody battle between a band of 
twelro brigands under tbe leadership of the 
desperado outlaw Antonio Oallordo, and m 
company of government rnrals of the place. 
Tbo bandits rode Into tbe town about 9 
o'clock last night and made a raid on the 
general storo of Illchards Mendosa. They 
secured several hundred dollars In cash, 
driving the proprietors, clerks, nnd ai*»ot 
twenty custoroeri into tbe sirevt ai the 
monies of their pistols.

, Services were held In the Catholic 
churches here Monday, All Saints' 
Day. 
Friday n(ght,New England Supper 
C. P. Demcrs, the county commis- 
sioner representing this district, was 
in town Tuesday, on his way to Lou- 
isville. Mr. Demcrs is paving the 
way to some important legislation, 
calculated to remove the ensuing des- 
titution that farmers whose crops 
are destroyed by hail, usually suffer. 
The plan {s to*pass a special act at 
the comingsession of the state legis- 
lature, providing for a special Polk 
county hail fund, secured -by a spec- 
ial tax levy. Oiit of this fund would 
be drawn, in favor of the hail suffer- 
er, $10 for every acre of wheat and ?G 
for every acre of oats or barley de- 
stroyed by hail. Appraisers would 
be appointed by law to examine the 
affected acreage and report. Mr. De- 
mcrs had occasion himself this year 
.to. feel a personal demand for relief 
in .some such mode for the destruc- 
tion qf his entire crop by hail. We 
doubt not the measure will encounter 
much opposition, 

says he is determined to push It to 
succcss.and will be in St. Paul this 
winter lobbying. A greater number 
of acres of growing grain in this state 
were devastated this year by hail 
than in any one year before. This 
measure proposed by Deraers would, 
be class legislation. But the people 
as a whole and not a few corporations 
would be its beneficiaries. It would 
in its effect distribute the misfor- 
tunes of the hail stricken .farmers 
over the entire county, and would 
thus be scarcely felt at all each 
free holder contributing, through 
taxation, according to his wealth. 
Of course provisions must bd made 
for the contingency of an enormous 
destruction by hail, that would em- 
barrass the tax-payers. In such cas- 
es, where the number of acres de- 
stroyed aggregated above a specified 
number, the payments might be in 
two or more yearly -payments, or the 
greatest amount provided to be al- 
lowed for such purpose, equally di- 
vided- Mr.. Demers' idea is a com- 
mendable and plausible one, provided 
the important details and precaution- 
ary clauses are not overlooked.

some place, it is as natural as to 
breathe for you to level your fore- 
fingerthis way or that. Not one out 
of a thousand of you would stand with 
your hands by your aide and make 
no motion with your finger.

A year before Abraham 
Lincoln signed the Proclamation of 
Emanri"atlon, the White House was 
thronp d with committees and asso* 
tions, mi listers and laymen, advising 
the president to make the Proclama- 
tion. Buthe waited and waited, amid 
scoff and anathema, because he did 
not himself aee the finger of God. Aft- 
er awhile and at just the right time he 
saw the divine pointing and signed the 
proclamation. The distinguished Con- 
federates, Mason and Slidell, were 
taken off an English vessel by the 
United States government. "Don't 
give .them up," shouted all the North- 
ern states. "Let us" 'have war with' 
England rather than surrender them," 
was the almoat unanimona cry of the 
North. But William H. 8eward aaw 
the.finger of God leading in just the 
opposite direction, and the Confeder 
ates were given up, and ' we

which at that time would have been 
the demolition of the United States 
government. In other words, the fin- 
ger of God as it directa you, may be 
invisible to everybody else. Follow 
divine pointing, as youBee it, although 
the world may call you a fool. There 
has never been a man or woman who 
amounted- to anything that haa not 
Bometimea been called a fool. Nearly 
all the mistakes that you and I have 
made have come from our following 
tha pointing of some other finger, in- 
stead of the finger of God. 

There are men of vast wealth who 
are as rich for heaven as they are for 
thia world, but they are exceptions. 
If a man grows in grace, it is generally 
before he gets $ 100,000 or after he 
loses it. If a man have plenty of rail- 
road securities and has applied to hia 
barker for more; if the lots he bought 
have gone up 50 per cent in value; if 
he had hard work to get the door of 
hia fireproof safe shut becaiiBeofa 
new roil of securities-he put in there 
juBt before locking up at night: if he be 
speculating in a falling market or a 
rising market and things take for him 
a right turn, he does not grow in grace 
very much that week. Do you know 
what made the great reyival of 1867, 
when more people were converted to 
God; probably, than in any yeararaca 
Christ was born? It. was the defalca- 
tions .and bankruptcy that swept 
American prosperity so flat that it 
could fall no natter. I am speaking 
of whole-souled men. Such men are 
so broken by calamity that they are 



high-spirited men. Nothing but trial 
will tnrn such men from earth to 
heaven. It ia only through clouds 
and darkness and whirlwind of disas- 
ter such a man can see the finger of 
God. 

A moBt interesting, as well as a 
moat useful study, is to watch the 
pointing of the finger of God. 
. A missionary in Jamaica lost hia 
way, and in the night was wandering 
about, when a firetly flashed and re- 
vealed a precipice over which in a mo- 
ment more he would Have been dash- 
ed. W. P. Robertson, the great 
preacher, of Brighton, Eng., had his 
life-work decided by the barking of 
his dog. A neighbor whose daughter 
was ill, was disturbed by the barking 
of that dog, one night. This brought 
the neighbor in communication with 
Robertson. Th&t acquaintanceship 
kept him from joining the dragoons 
and going to India nnd spending his 
life in military service, and reserved 
for him a pulpit, the influenceof which 
for gOBpelization will reaound lor all 
time and all eternity. 

Why did not *Columbns Fink 
when in early manhood he was afloat 
six miles from the beach with nothing 
to sustain him till he could Bwim to 
land but a boat's oar? I wonder if 
his preservation had anything to do 
with America? Had the storm that 
diverted the Mayflower from the 
mouth of the Hudson for which it 
was sailing, and sent it aahore at 
Cape Cod, no divine supervision? 
Does anarchy rule this world, or God? 

Nations also woulddowell to watch 
for the finger of God. What does the 
cholerascare in America mean? Some 
a ay it meats that the plague will 
sweep our land next summer. I do 
not believe a word of it. There will 
be no cholera here next "Bummer. 
Pour or five aummers v ago there were 
those who said it would surely be 
here the following summer because it 
waBontheway. But it did no come. 
The sanitary precautions established 
here wi,l make nextsummer unusually 
healthful. Cholera never starts from 
where it stopped the season before, 
but always star; s in the filth of Asia, 
and if it starts next Bum- 
mer, it will start tht-re again

quarantine. But it ia evident to me 
that the finger of God iBinthtscholera 
scare, and that He is pointing this 
nation to somethinphigherand better.

Johnson of St. Paul- 
Some Interesting 
Affidavits.

The divorce secured lust Bnhuner In Chi- 
cago bj- Aleck 13. Johnson may be valid, but 
the order filed yesterdny by Judge Otis 
throws considerable suspicion upon It.- His 
order granted the application for alimony 
made by Mr*. Johnson, of 300 South Ex- 
change street, and gave Mr. Johuson five 
days within which to pay $450 as temporary 
alimony and counsel fccH. The alimony la 
llxod at 5150 a month, commencing Oct. 15, 
the date of (he commencement of the di- 
vorce suit, and to continue until the action 
13 determined. Mrs.- Johnson Is also award- 
ed the possession of tho homestead, the 
household furniture nnd the custody of her 
eleven-year-old daughter, Florence. 

The order of Judge Oils has a greater 
hearing upon the enwe than the usual grunt- 
Inc of alimony in divorce cases where the 
.wife Is plaintiff, because" of the peculiar 
rlrcuiiiMunci-s of the case and the nature 
of the defense. Mrs. Helen M. Johnson ap- 
plied for divorce from A. E. Johnson, the 
well known Immigration agent and 'traffic 
man. and alleged adultery with Emma 
Drabble, committed on Aug. 8 Inst, and at 
various other times since that date. After 
the Hi-lion bad been commenced the ordi- 
nary application for an allowance of ali- 
mony pending the suit was made, and lliore 
was nothing extraordinary in tho formal 
pleadings to give the public nn intimation 
•>f the sensational story behind the case. 
.Mr. Johuson opposed the allowance of ali- 
mony on the ground that tho marriage re- 
■luiitn did not exist between them. This 
was the point which iujectcd into the case 
i ho Kcnsniinnnl feature and made the Issue 
]i:irtl:illy determined by Judge Otis. And It 
was rhe argument of the moUon for alimony 
Hint brought into notice tho details of the 
relationship.

>e-:-s later the stepdaughter remained with 
the wife. Hue was raised In Ignorance of 
her father's existence and learned of his 
whereabouts sluce her niurriage. The treat- 
ir.'iit of ,he child Is given nt length by the 
woman, and as a climax Mrs. Johnson Is 
:-;iiil to have driven the girl of seventeen 
M-uiii ;axi South Exchange street. The sub- 
w.cii'iit and vain efforts of Mary to find cm- 
pl.yuifiit In St. Paul either as a clerk or as 
a s.r- ant are relutcd. The depths to whluh 
fhc sunk are expressed by telling how she 
mrntd "a mechanic." 

Another grrtve charge was that Mrs.- John- 
miii, during Mr. Johnson's absence, wOuld 
i;o ot:l In carriages alone at 9 o'clock in the 
evening and return home into at night— and 
alone. She would also go to the theater In 
:i carriage alone. This crime was committed 
■u Ch!ruK» an well as in St. Paul. 

Xoinilc Olen. who was a servant In the 
Kxchange street house from the fall of 1887 
to November, 1889, knew about intoxt- 
eating liquors being kept in the house, of 
which liquors Mrs. Johnson "partook liber- 
ally." Cigarettes "were also smoked during 
the two years. The 8amc state of facts had 
been fcwurn to by Colt Johnson, a stepson, 
now twenty-six years old. He bad been 
ilrivru from the house In November, 3884, 
mill be tells an Interesting story about the 
matter. He played privnte detective and fol- 
lowed Ids stepmother to her dressmaker's. 
She was In a partly Intoxicated condition 
when she entered the dressmaker's and 
' talked In n loud tone of voice. The dutiful 
stepson concealed himself outside of the 
house beneath the window and overheard 
Mru. Johnson threaten to expel the eaves- 
dropper from her house. She also said that 
Bhe was tired of the father, Mr. Johnson,

On the arrival of the appar- 
atus nn attempt was, made- to hoist the 
"geyser," but on being run up a short- dis- 
tance It camo in contact with .tho trolley 
wires of tbo street railway, and the machine 
was charged with electricity,- ■ rendering it 
useless for the time being. Two water tow- 
ers were run up, one in front of tho build- 
lug aud one in the rear, and two sireuins 
were soon at work.

Tbe, electric wires prevented tho firemen 
from working to tho best advantage, and 
Lineman Johnson, of the city deportment, 
was sent for to cut the wires, lie was on 
the ladder In front of the building, about 
fifty feet from the ground, when he was 
knocked from the ladder. But tbe wires had 
been cot, and the Bremen were enabled to 
run up another line of hose. The dispatch 
with which they worked, coupled with the 
fact that tho building was of Blow-burning 
construction, kept tbe flro conmied to tbe 
two Up floors. After burning for about two 
hours tbe names were pmcUcally extin- 
guished.

"I played billiards with Jessa James 
shortly before the Ford boys wound 
up his checkered career," Baid Samuel 
A. Grice, now at theliindell. "Jessa 
was living at St. Joe, under the name 
of Howard. I strolled into a billiard 
saloon one night, and he was at one 
ol the tables punchinR the ivories 
around, evidently waiting for a game. 
I offered to play, and we kept it up 
until after midnight.. We then walk- 
ed up the street together, and inci- 
dentally fell to talking about the 
large reward offered for the capture of 
Jesse James, 'lie will never be taken 
alive,' remarked my companion. 'Do 
yon know him? I asked. 'Well,' he 
replied, slowly, 'I know him well 
enough to know that he will never be 
caged up for fools to stare at,' 

Two days later Jease was killed. I 
visited the undertaker's establish- 
ment where the body was laid out on 
ice, and the dead bandit was my 
companion of tne billiard hall. He 
had been taken at last, but they got 
him dead. Jesse was a companion- 
able fellow, but utterly heartless. 
When the James and Younger gangs 
attempted to raid the bank at North- 
field, Minn., and were driven off and 
hotly pursued, Jesse -suggested that 
they kdl their wounded companions. 
but Cole Younger, whose brother Bob 
was one of the cripples, would not 
consent. He stayed with the wounded, 
was . captured, and is now making 
reapers in the Stillwater penitentiary, 
while Jesse looked out for No. 1, 
escaped/ and was "perforated by the 
pistol of Bob Ford. But the money 
got by the Ford boys for their treach- 
ery does not appear to have done 
them much good. Charles committed 
suicide and Bob got a doBe of the 
same medicine he gave Jesse. The 
path of the transgressor does not ap- 
pear to grow any softer as the years 
roll on.— St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

To this he harnesses a plantation mule, 
whose Bolcmu demeanor and highly delib- 
erate raorements are in keeping with the 
measured, easy going characteristic of the 
darky twain. They set out, the wabbling 
wheels describing an endless series of 
curves, convex and ■ concave. The vener- 
able occupauts are' seated in split iiottom 
chairs and are attired in their "bos' bin 
en tucker," with their flaming apparel 
"settin two ways fer Sunday"— to employ 
the veinaculaiv-by which they mean to 
snggest the all pervading presence of 
starch, which plantation darkies were ac- 
customed to use unstintedly. Thus, with 
an entire absence- of self conscioHKje.^s.'tlio 
aged couplo arrived at the church ia due 
time. 

If it bo a shrine intended exclusively for 
dusky worshipers, the building will "he a 
large rectangular structure eom];oi.'dof 
logs, .the apertures between beinij chinked 
with mud and clay, and the roof consist- 
ing of rows of rough oak clapboards, held 
iu place;by long saplings lyi»a lengthwise 
With -the building, and these in turn being 
isecnrsd byniougsof hickory. The most 
conspicuous ailjuuct.of this humble bouse 
of worship is the chimney, which leans 
away Ironi the structure with a hurt, of- 
.feuded air. It looks as though it were 
about to topple down, and its heterogene- 
ous materials constitute an impenetrable 
mystery, held by a framework of sticks 
and clr.y. 

In t!ie milder seasons of the year the 
negro worshipers assembled beneath a 
spacious arbor formed by n framework of 
saplings resting in the forks of small 
growing trees, or of others cut down and 
stuck Into the ground. Upon this crud-> 
scaffolding were deposited quantities of 
pine boughs, which protected thecougre-' 
gatidn from the sun and the showers, and 
dispersed an aromatic odor that was by no 
means disagreeable. 

An object of the most envious concern to 
the other darkies .on the plantation whs 
the family couch mail, or carriagu driver, 
or that of their number who was singled 
out to go with "young mistis" or any other 
member of tho household .to church. Aside 
from this being considered a recognition of 
superior merit and a murk of spucial con- 
fldehccjiit carried with It many privileges 
which were grenlly' enjoyed. It meant 
more comfortablu transit to and from 
church, more presentable apparel, and best 
of all "good eatin's." '

London, Nov. 14.— The farmers of (Ireat 
Britain make fresh complaints dally of hard 
limes. They are badly pinched by the ad- 
verse discussion of protection and many of 
them arc beginning to turn to the fair trad- 
ers for longed-for aid. lhe feeling has 
grown steadily among them recenuy from 
smalt begtnulugs, and at Retford on Satur- 
day the farmers of the North Nottingham 
district passed resolutions against free 
trude. These resolutions state that "the 
present llscal arrangements of the govern- 
ment and the system ot free Imports are in- 
jurious to the agriculture." They aluo de- 
cided to organise associations cr farmers, 
and owners and agricultural Inlxrers to 
urge upon tho government the ncccsilty of 
a change in the commercial policy. The ogi- 
tation along these Lints Is spreading and toe 
men behind it are hoping for Tory sympa- 
thy and support. 

ProffTaniinf of Socialists. 

Berlin, Nov. 14.~Tbe coclallflt convention 
will meet at Concordia hall to-morrow. The 
convention will organize by electing proper 
offlcers, and establishing rules of procedure. 
At a meeting on the following day Richard 
Fischer will report on tho work of the gen- 
eral committee during the preceding year. 
August Knden will report on the work of 
the "walking delegates' and Paul Singer on 
the parliamentary work of the socialistic 
members of the relchiii&g. Other reports 
will be made by Ferdinand Kwald on the in- 
ternational labor congress In Zurich and by 
Leibknecat on this commercial crisis and Its 
consequence— general poverty. Rebel win 
discuss "Anti-Semitism and Social Democ- 
racy." Besides these subjects a number of 
others wilt be discussed. A new commlttte 
will also be elected. 



Chinamen Coming Front Mexico. 

Ban Antonio, Tex., Nov. 14.— It U claimed 
by the federal authorities along tho Rio 
Grande border that large numbers or China- 
men are crossing the river from Mexico 
into the United Stat each week, and thas 
the customs othclals are unable to prcrenO 
this wholesale violation of the exclusion act, 
owing to a lack of river guard*. A greas 
many of these Chinamen arc brought froca 
the City of Meclco and the Southern states 
of the republic by persons who make a busi- 
ness of smuggling tbera across the river si 
so much per head. A party of eighteen 
Chinamen arrived at Nuevo l.arodo from an' 
Interior point of Mexico. They intended to 
cross Into the United States, bnt learned 
that they were being watched by custom 
offlcers and so have not yet made the at- 
tempt. 



An Orlalnnl Idea. 

New Orleans, Nor. 14.--A well defined 
movement has been inaugurated to establish 
United States mall service bj the street 
cars. The object In so doing is to prevent 
a recurrence, of the delay and annoy an c*» 
caused by delivery of mall during the re- 
cent general strike. As the bulk of the mall 
Is delivered at points remote from thn gen- 
era! ofllce, the carriers are required to peek 
Rtrect car transportation as rr«iucntly as 
four times a day. During the tie up of the 
street cars the delivery was Interfered with, 
and In this the (Tamers of the movement 
found cause for their proposed action. 
Using the street cars for mall serrlre would 
bring them under the protection of tho gov- 
ernment and tend to make strtklnr car dri- 
vers keep hands off. The sugtrcstron meets 
with tho approval of the community.

Alaska and th* Aleutian Islands) tr* 
Voloanlo B.snon of tho Workt 

.Professor George Davidson, ol tbo 
coast and geodetic survey, who Sratr 
ont ql the pioneer explorers ot Alaska, 
takes » deep interest in tho recent 
reports ol volcanic disturbances in tbo 
far north. When seen by » San 
Francisco Chronicle man be said: 

"There is really nothing remarkable 
about the recent disturbances 'in 
Alaska, although the event is' of in- 
terest. The whole coast of Alaska - 
ont to ths east ofthe Aleutian (standi 
Is.tbe volcanic and glacial region of 
the world. It is qnlte to be expected 
almost every week tbat soma ol tbe 
numerous volcanoes along tbat rug- 
ged coast will break forth, fill tbe air. 
with cinders, ashes and smoke- and 
cover the glaciers witb nasty black* 
sand and soot. Chignik bay, irom 
which this last eruption was soeo, is 
latituds 60 deg. 19 min. SO - sec 
north and longitude 1S8 deg. Si mbx 
2B sec west of Greenwich, on tbe 
southeast coast of the peninsula of 
Alaska, opposite the Semidi islands 
and about 800 miles from tbe end of 
tbe peninsula: The observer eoold 
not have seen Black peak as reported, 
for it is only twenty-four miles west- 
northwest from his position. Ha saw 
Mount Pavlo'f, on ths west side of 
Pavlofbay, distant about 148 miles 
south, 42 deg. west, from Chignik 
bay. The man who was at Wesnas- 
senski island, lying off Pavlof bay, saw 
Pavlof volcano, distant from him 
twenty-nine miles north, 68 deg west. 
'_ "Pdvlbfis one of fifty volcanoes of 
the peninsula of Alaska and tbe 
Aleutian islands, of which twenty-five 
are in a state ot activity, shown by 
smoking. Just west of Pavlof, about 
ten miles, lies a cluster of peaks called 
Agbileen pinnacles, which- are an 
marked by craters. Pavlof is in lat- 
itude 56 decrees 27 minutes north, 
longitude 101 degrees 47 minutes 
wost, and it has two craters. In 
1704 and 1780, according to Russian 
authorities, Paviof was active m 
1838 it was smoking, and in 1887 I 
saw it smoking myself. Pavlof kj 
visible from nil tho 8humagin islands, 
of which Bfegas is the largest. The 
view is particularly good from Sand 
Harbor on Megos 'island. I shall not 
be surprised to learn of more erupt- 
: "is in that locality at any time, for, 
I said before, it is tho volcanic 
region of tbe whole world.

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To one who passes along too strrels of 
Lciulvillu now there is just ono fatturo 
in iKirticuhu' which serves ns i> umrk of 
comparison of tho Leiulvillq of totliiy 
■witli tile mining unmp of thirteen yenrs 
ago. Leadvillo now is respectable, 
Btaitl ami as solemn as a mining city 
can be, but ic isn't tho solemnity in the 
abstract which strikes ono now. It is 
n specific solemnity which concerns 
itself with funerals. 

To ono who has lived in tho past, when 
every funeral was an occasion for as 
much celebration ns a circus, the quiet 
anil soilato cortege moving along Cuest- 
nut street today is something not to bo 
considered. It is too gloomy to suit tho 
old tinier; but, nlusl tho old timer is no 
more. 

In 1879 tho town was. wild. Every- 
body carried a "gun"— not in his pocket, 
mind you, only tho nntnral bora fool 
did, and he rarely lived to repent of it 
The weapon was stuck in his belt right 
handy for immediate action. As n coc- 
seiiiieiico rarely a day passed without a 
violent death. Added to this the work 
of pneumonia kepttha gravedigger over 
in the valley at work night and day? 
This may sound like exaggeration, hut 
it ^isn't. Tho twinkling lights in tho 
valley presented a grewsomeappearanco 
at night and more sowhen their purpose 
was known. They lit tho gravediggers 
at work. Pneumonia was a fearful 
enemy. Men wero strong, fearless, 
healthy in the morning, and when even- 
ing camo with it was the physician and 
the next day tho undertaker. No ac- 
commodations fit to ho called such were 
obtainable, and men after days of hard 
yrork in the mines wero obliged to sleep 
in that frosted atmosphere wherever 
they could. 

Rev. T. J. Mackey was the most pop- 
ular clergyman in town at that time. 
Ho was loved by tho good people and 
respected, almost Tenerated, by the 
gamblers and the miners, which doesn't 
imply that miners wero not in them-* 
selres reputable people. Whenever 
miner or a sporting man or woman died 
it. was Parson Mackey -who" was called 
m. There was one day in particnlar 
■when tho parson held four funerals, and 
that was tho record. Four was fre- 
quently equaled, but it stood as the top 
notch for ono clergyman. 

Mr. Mackey, who was an Episcopal 
clergyman, held services in the Tabor 
opera house. Fifty dollars a day was 
the rent, and tho collection never fell 
short. It was necessary to close tho 
doors then long before the timo for tho 
beginning of the servico to keep back 
the crowds. This four funeral day 
spoken of was the day on which J. B. 
Omohnudro, known all over tho world 
as "Texas Jack," -was buried. 

Leadvillo never did funerals by halves. 
A brass band was a regular thing, ifo 
funeral was held without one. The 
band attending upon Jack was made up 
of fifty pieces, being a combination of 
several. Fay Temploton's opera com- 
. pany was playing an engagement iu 
LeadviUe then, and Fay agreed to rap- 
ply her company to act as choir. Tho 
coffin was set upon tho stage loaded 
with flowers, nudjiflowers were rarer 
than mines in Leadville, and Rev. 
Mackey appeared in his regimentals as 
chaplain of the Tabor Light Guards to 
preach tho funeral Bermon. As he pro- 
ceeded, whenever he made an illusion 
to any good quality in Jack tho congre- 
gation applauded as vociferously aa 
though they were approving a fine 
feature of a play. There was no dis- 
order— theso people meant it all. They 
wept at the preacher's words andstamp- 
ed their feet in approval of his hope for 
Jack's chances over there. 

Beforo the services Mr. Mackey had 
been waited upon .by tie Tabor Light 
Guards. They recited to him the faci 
that all the senior officers but the chap- 
lain were absent from tho city, and told 
him that as ho was ranking officer of 
tho day hu must don his regimentals 
ami lead the company. At first he de- 
murred vigorously, but finally,' equipped 
With blue and gold and a sword that 
knew not its place and tho propriety of 
keeping it, he marched upon tho stage 
to help Jack along. When tho services 
wero over ho found they had provided a 
horso for him to lead the column. 

The preacher wasn't tho most remark- 
ablo horseman in the world, but ho was 
game, and ho mounted and started 
away. Directly the band struck np the' 
"Dead March in Saul" tho preacher and 
his steed became almost as prominent as 
tho corpse— or they wonld have been 
•elsowhero than in Leadville. Here 
everything went. ,The dominie waltzed 
to the graveyard on. his fiery charger— 
actually waltzed,, but nobody noticed 
tiat. That was a regular thing, or at 
least not a striking innovation. 

At Omohundro's funeral, as at. all 
funerals in Leadville, work of all 
tods was suspended. Men and women 
thronged upon tie sidewalks— packed 
them. One could really have walked on 

■ tho heads of tho people and nobody 
■would havo noticed it. In those days 
tho undertaker took great pride in tho 
turning out Biding in tho carriage with 
the proacher ho would look back lov- 
ingly and say: 

"Ah; now. this is a funeral that is a 
funeral. This is sometbinir. like. Look 
com, otovenffauQ aumner, were me 
champions of the men that toiled. They 
oolieved in "A government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people." 
Its achievement, under their leadership 
for the cause of mankind are unequalod 
In all the past. When tho leaders of 
that great party seek to make our gor- 

■ eminent ono "of the people, by corpora- 
tions and for monopolists and trusts, "it 
is timo for patriotic, liberty-loving men 
,io atop and consider, if not to act. - I- 

'havo conscientiously done tho former, 
end on the 8th 'of November shall do the 
latter.

England's Great General Must HbtoJIiuI

"I am worth a good many u>pd men. 
yat," was tlio elmracttriatic remark of the 
wan v,'heo/ri;gnrt!eil us a "dead un'M>/ iHe 
armydoctor in thu Crimea.. Lord 'Vyulse- 
ley's .remarkable vitality helped iiiia; to 
pass with nucce-ss through maoyaucb ex- 
periences, and to impress his mart on th,e 
modern military history of Great Britain, 
in a way unequaled by any other soldier 
Blnce the groat Wellington died. 

The career pf tho commander in chltf of 
her mnJGfity'H forces' in Ireland begru In 
1853, when, ns a- yonng enthtiRiastJc Irish 
lad, lie joined the array na ensign. Jlont 
pnee tasted Wood. He p;issed through, the 
Burmese war, and then returned to Eng- 
land. Few -have had Lord Wolsi.-ley'a 
luck, and few. his ill luck. While he baa'- 
won more victories than his fellows, to has 
he been wounded of tcnerthanmostsoidiers 
fn his position. Hih life has been one lull 
of narrow escapes from death. ^ '. \ 

His first experience was ugly enongh'in 
all conscience. Burmah waathesceao; and 
here, while heading nu attacking, purvyi. 
young Wolseley saved himself fcom.de- 1 , 
^traction by falling into a pit. 'I'henvjtn 
the second attempt, lie auilliis fellow* of,-, 
fleer wero each struck in tho left tbi^hjliy 
largo iron jingiil balls. His friend i(jVd. 
)mt a few minutes, while Wolseley biraefilf; 
needed all his strength in the flgUt-'be- 
tween life and death. He recovered only 
to meet experiences as bard in the Cri;nea. : . 

His biographer, Mr. Lowe, tells tfiat 
during the progress of tho Crimean |fear 
"Captain Wolseley was wounded severely 
bo Aug.fiD, and slightly on April 10 und 
June 7. On Feb. 15 his coat was pieased 
by a ball; on April 10 a round shot Sut-gok 
the erabrasuro at whjch he was wdvkjnjj, 
and his trousers were cut, and on Jnfej 
« 'ball passed through his forage cap fr^m- 
the peak to the back, knocking it olfHs 
head. j^£ 

"It may be said without exaggeraUbjo/ 
that he bore a charmed life, for at theie^ 
mination of the siege, of three lu'esses/of 
four members each, bo was the only:; re', 
maining officer in the Crimea, allSt&V 
others having been killed or forced to leave 
through wounds." ■*■/•. 

It was not without truth tbat his fertpw.. 
officers regarded him ns possessing mi""" 
lives than even tbeiproverbial cat. '. & 

But these hairbreadth escapes fromdi 
were trivial compared to ' some of i' 
.Wolseley's ■ other experiericwa. 
-Sebastopol he was giving orders .toif 
*4 T p^e1STnrilIe^Bnc^e5,"wTleTr'*Hiiddenly j»~ 
round 'shot took off ono man's head and 
drove his jawbone into the other man's 
face, to which it adhered, bespattering the 
party with blood." Aug. SO 'was a bloody 
day in the trenches. 

A sortie by the Hu^sians, successful for 
ths moment, made it important that the 
gap opened .by the ntlaclc should bore- 
paired. Wolseley aud two sappers began 
the work of repair, but their labor was 
stopped by. the appearance of a round shot, 
which struck'thc gabion, "which was full 
of stones, und striking its contents with 
terrific force, instantly killed the poor fel- ■ 
lows by his bide, the head of one being 
taken off, while the other was diseni- , 
boweled." Wolseley did not escape. ' 
Thrown senseless to the ground, hB lay for ! 
a time as one dead. At length he came to 
himself, Ktaggercd to the doctor's hut, ncd 
agjun fell unconscious. It was then that ■ 
the doctor said, "He's a dead un." This 
roused Wolseley, who, turning in his 
blood, said, "I am worth a good many 
men yet." 

. The youna captain's wounds on this oc- 
casion presented a. shocking appearance. 
The v doctor fancied, after probing tho 
wound, chat bis jawbone was shattered, 
.but WoliJelj* made him pull ont thesub- 
Btance in his moutli, when a- largo stone 
came away. The surgeon then lifted up 
and stitched the check. 

Both his eyes were completely closed, 
and the injury dpno to one of them was so 
serious that rhft sight has l>een perma- 
nently loit. Xot a stpiare incli of Ii::t face 
butwaMbatlered and cut about, wW.U his 
body was wounded all over, jabL:islf h? 
had been peppered with small shot. Ho 
htul received also a severo wound' on his 
right leg, so both, his limbs ha<l i;ow been 
injured. The wound in the left, thigh re- 
ceiveoViu Burmah rendered him slightly 
lame. 

Many opportunities have sinco been given 
him of fulfilling the instructions often de- 
livered by Sir Hope Grant in China, "Takp 
Wolseley; he witl do tho work for you." 
It is certain; too, that lie has thoroughly 
■acted throughout life up to hlsowndjc- 
,tum— that the only way for a young man 
•to get on in the army is to try nnd get 
■killed in every way he. possibly can. 

Three yearsafter thpelosuot the Crimean 
war Wolseley was ordered to China. 
Wrecked on the way, he made for India, 
and greatly distinguished himself in tho 
Buppressiou of the Indian mutiny. For 
.one of his deeds he deserved un honor 
which every soldier most cheriahes — the 
Victoria • Cross. -Lord Wolseley has him- 
self told thu story. -He" was leading the 
storming .party against tho Meteo Mohul 
In November, 1857. which opened up the 
way into the- Lucknow- residency, when 
Private Andrews, of his own company, 
"one of the very bravest private soldiers" 
he knew, fell wounded. 
' Wolseley at once took the strickemnan in 
his arms and madea rush for shelter- 
Before reaching a friendly' house, however, 
poor, Andrews was again shot by A bullet 
Intended by a rebel Sepoy for bis rescuer, 
The end of the mutiny saw Wolseley,. at 
the age of twenty-six, a lieutenant colonel 
Auexperience in China came after, to be 
followed by his appointment in 1881 as 
.quartermaster general in Canada. ^ Years 
of quiet elapsed until the Red River expe- 
dition and the Ashaotee war, when Wolse- 
ley became known among; the -natives 
against whom 'he fought as "tho general 
who never Mops."

We do have some cold ihiys in the 
Northwest in winter, but the ones we 
have iu mind would make the worst 
blixzaard that ever blew seem like a 
tropical summer by comparison.

Ais is a snpgestion, not a statement. It 
-uiirht or might not have been so. But 
whatever the cause, thare was the fact.

About corn as an important' cereal 
or corn as a metaphor the Bible is 
constantly speaking.

the valleys "covered over with corn," 
and "thehandfulof cornin the earth."

"plucking ears of corn," and so I am 
not surprised to find corn husking 
time referred to in my text: "Asa 
shock ofcorncomethininhisBeason."' 

HUSKING-TlMi:. , . 

How vividly to all those of us- who 
W.eie_bbnvin the country comes ■ the 
remembrance of husk trig- time. :.- We 
waited for it as for gala day of the 
year. It waa called a frolic. The 
trees for i the most part having Bhed 
their foilage, -the farmers waded 
through the fallen leaves and came 
through the keen morning air to the 
gleeful company. The frosts which 
had silvered every thtm* during the 
night begau to melt off the top of the 
corn-ahocks. While the farmers were 
waiting for others, they stood 
blowing their breath through their 
fingers, orthrashingtheirarmsaround 
their body to keep up warmth of 
circulation. Roaring mirth greeted 
the late farmer as he Crawled over the 
fence. ' yToke and repartee and rustic 
salutation abounded. All ready.now ! 
The men take hold of the shock of 
corn and hurl it prostrate, wli^le the 
moles and mice which have secreted 
themselves there for warmth, attempt 
to : escape. The withe of straw is un- 
wound from the corn shock, and the 
stalks, heavy with ' the wealth of 
grain, are rolled into two bundlee, 
between which the hunker sits .down. 
The husking-peg ie thrust in until it 
strikes the corn, and the fingers rip 
off the sheathing of the ear, and therb 
is a crack as the root- of the corn is 
snapped off from the huBk, and the 
grain disimprisoned/is hurled up into 
the sunlight. The air hi eo tonic, the 
work is so very exhilaratihg, the com- 
pany is so blithe, that' some laugh, 
and some shout, and some sing, and 
some banter, and some tease s. neigh- 
bofTor some romantic ride along the 
edge of the woods in an eventide, in a 
carriage that holds but two, and some 
prophesy as to the number of bushels' 
to the field, and others go into com- 
petition as to which shall rille the 
most corn-stalks before sun-down. 
After a while the dinner-horn sounds 
from the farm-house, and the table is 
surrounded by a group of jolly and 
hungry men. From .all the pantries 
and cellars and the perches offowl on 
the place therichest dan ties come, and 
there is carnival and neighborhood re- 
union, and a sceue which fills our 
memory^ part with smiles, but more 
with tears, as we remember that the 
farm belongs now to other owners, 
and' other hands gather in the fields, 
and many, of those who mingled in 
that merry husking scene have them- 
selves been reaped, "like as a shock of- 
corncomethininhisBeason."

BRAVERY OF AN ALPINE. GUIDE. 

How Ho Saved His Patron Krom 
Falling Into a Crevasse, 
A thrilling story of mountaineering 
is told in tho Quarterly to illustrate 
the danger of making difficult ascents 
with a single guide. A traveler fell 
through. a snow bridge. His single 
guide could just preserve his equli- 
btiura. but was quite unable to do 
more; he could only hold loyally by 
the rope and wait for the event. It 
!b difficult to conceive a crueler situ- 
ation or a more terrible responsibil- 
ity —the very puntBhment devised by 
Mezentius— and yet to decide upon 
cutting himself free! Fortunately, 
after about an hour— but by the 
merest chance — another party came 
in sight upon the glacier and tho 
traveller was drawn up in time to 
save his life. If tho rule is observed 
that at least three persons must be 
on the rope, no such danger can ever 
occur. Though the idea still lingers 
that brandy keeps out the cold, 
the writer on mountaineering repeats 
that it has the opposite effect, and 
adds that as a cure for giddiness alco- 
hol is also valueless. The broad path 
is the only remedy tor giddiness. 
Another which was once tried may be 
efficacious enough, but is only men- 
tioned, without being recommended, 
in the following story, A party of 
four were entering on a narrow ledge, 
when one (of the travelers declared 
that he was giddy and could not 
move. The leader, one of the two 
most famous Oberland men of the 
time (nearly thirtyyears agj), merely 
turned to the second guide with the 
brief command; "Push him over," 
His orders were always beyond 
question, and the traveler was st raigh t 
way lowered over tho precipice, and 
after dangling on the row for a few 
seconds, was drawn back with all his 
powers of climbing restored.

wheel becomes free again. Then, by.- 
the aid and momentum of the pendu- 
lum, the motion 1b continued,; and the 
automatic electric action goes on per- 
petually day after day, year after 
year, for one, three or five years, ac- 
cording to the battery power supplied. 
TheregulatorsaremadetoregulatelO, 
20 or 30 secondary clocks connected in 
series. These cIockb can, of course, be 
fitted in various parts of the house, 
buildings, works on railway stations; 
as the cose may be, and can thuB be 
successfully driven by four to six 
volts of intermittent current within 
a radious of two or three miles. The 
secondary clocks, being in sympathetic 
action with the ; main circuit clock, 
are electrically regulated every minute, 
and it is claimed that by a new method 
of regulation, no clock can deviate 
from another of the same series for 
more than one second under any con- 
ditions whatever.. The municipality 
of Vienna has ' 600 clocks, regulated 
from our main centers, so that stand- 
ard time is assured jn. all parts of the 
city. The progress of the new system 
of horology bids fair to make it one 
of the important inventions of the 
age.

Stoves for -Heating: and Llhchtlnsr- 

A French chemist, who has been 
Riving considerable attention to the 
problem of heating and lighting from, 
a single source, bos devised a novel 
stove, which in appearance resembles 
an ordinary heating stove. It is so 
arranged internally that the waste 
heat is utilized for the generation of 
electricity. This is secured by a num- 
ber of rectangular boxes of sheet iron, 
containing the necessary metallic ele- 
ments for furnishing the current. 
These elements are insulated by as- 
bestos, and the cooling is effected 
partly by the shape in which the me- 
tallic alloys- are cast and .--partly 
by •^•^circulation ■ "rof- -Turr r ^~ T "T— - 1~ 

The current obtained is not in great 
amounts, but the result of tins at- 
tempt seems to be lavorable. Ac- 
cumulators ate used for storing up 
the electricity, and as the heating is 
required, for a much longer period 
than for lighting the electrical energy, 
which would he lost during the hours 
of daylight, is saved. Apoint of con- 
siderable moment is that the heat, 
so that any portin that can be re- 
covered in the form of electricity is so 
much gain.— Philadelphia Record. 

Counting Co'.ns by Electricity. 

In the London Mint, it is stated in 
the master's report just published, a 
new counting machine for telling 
bronze coin has been erected in the 
bronze store. The machine has four 
distinct, sets of counting apparatus, 
each of which can be worked inde- 
rendently of the others, and when all 
four are in lull work, upward of 3,000 
pence can be counted per minute. Thb

Metallzinar Cloth. 
A Mons. Horicourt has invented a 
process for metalizing textile fabrics, 
whereby it is claimed that they are 
rendered proof against the attacks of 
microbes. The materials, wool, flan- 
nel , calico, etc., are immersed for 
about an hour in an ebullient' bath 
composed of 4 kiloerammes of sul- 
phate of copper, 1 kilogramme of sut- 
Shuric acid, and 1,000 liters of water, 
n removal from the fluid the fabric 
is'ealendered and dried. The • finish 
thus obtained will, it is said, bear 
two or three washings before it iB 
again requisite to subject the cloth to 
the metalizing operation. 

A Bicycle Railroad, 
Two miles long has been opened to

General Manager Say W. Jones of 
the Northern Minnesota railroad 
company says the Northern Min- 
nesota railroad is distinctly 
Minneapolis enterprise, having been 
projected by the Northern Mill 
company of that city, which has con- 
trol of the Pillsbnry timber contracts. 
The "Northern Minnesota road con- 
nects with the Northern Pacific rail- 
road at Brainerd, and runs due north 
to the Lake of the "Woods, the famous 
. timber district, a distance of 126 
miles. The preliminary survey trav- 
erses' a section of the country which, 
In timber resources, is beyond douht 
the richest in the Northwest, if not in 
the United States. The road was 
originally intended as an outlet for 
the logging interests, and as a matter 
of fact, it makes an actual saving in 
the transportation of logs of at least 
two years. It is estimated that the 
timber brought into, immediate tap 
by the new road will exceed 1,100.000, 
000, feet of which 300, 000,000 'feet are 
now available. Mr. Jones said that 
42 miles of road had been completed 
within the past five months.

3hameful Revelations Concerning 
Unserviceable Army Guns- 
Further Exposures Anent 
the Panama Rot- 
tenness, t 

Tarred With the same Stick. 
Berlin, Dec. C-^PrnssIa yesterday 
found It Panama scandal in the' Moablt 
criminal court, when, after having been 
taunted for lack • of veracity, Itector 
Ahlwardt produced fire official docu- 
ments which proved to be reports made by 
colonels to their geuernls adverse to the 
Lowe guns. These must have been stolen, 
probably by au officer, who, if found out, 
Ih liable to ton years* penal servitude. 
A greater scandal or more sensational 
episode could not ha\'e occurred. The 
arm j* officera, who were present lu largr 
numbers, ' many of high rank, were 
aghast. At first they looked incredulous, 
hut when the judge examiued the docu- 
ments and pronounced thorn authentic. 
their dismay knew no bounds. Tele- 
grams were nt once sent to the emperor, 
who was shooting in Saxony, to apprise 
him of the startling development* and 
the blow which had fallen on the army. 
Ahlwardt expressed regret that nrmy 
oflit-errt on their oaths should have been 
mistaken in saying that no official re- 
port* adverse to the Lowe guns had been 
mode. 

"t»ho are'you," thundered the judge, 
"who dure talk thus of officera who have 
taken an oath to tell the truth?" 

"Here are my •prootA,"' replied Ahl- 
wardt, tuking the papers from ids pocket 
uud holding them up. 

Tho public prosecutor suggested that 
they Ik; read at once. Ahlwanlt ia a 
low, clear voice: said: "I have been ac- 
cused of being unpatriotic without rea- 
son. The documents, I hold, can be read 
publicly, nnd will bo damaging to my 
conn try. I then-fore ask that the court be 
dechired closed and the reading be private. 
If the president will glance over them J 
nin confident he will agree with me." 
Amid dead silence the papers were hand- 
ed to the president. As he read them 
lus face became very wrlniis. Finally 
he said: '"The papers laid before ine are 
very important to the state. They should 
not 1m; rend in open court." 

The room was then cleared. Tho docu- 
ments show that out of IMJU guns nsed. 
UO0 were unserviceable. Twenty of the 
chnmliers burst and were broken en- 
tirely. __ There were three general of- 
ficers in court representing the minister 
of war who nt once sent the news to the 
war minister, (Sen. von Kaltcnbern 
SI inrlra, chief of staff: Couut von Schlief- 
ft'ii and Chancellor von Capri vi. The 
revelations hit Herr Lowe, and his di- 
rector. Col. Kuhue. really seemed quite 
overcome nt the unexpected blow. An- 
other witucsfl, n Hamburg merchant, 
said the minister of foreign affaire had 
sent a consignment of I,owe guns to East 
Africa. Tim witness had just received 
a letter from a leader of the expedition, 
siiying: "Send nt ouee more gnns,but not 
the I«owe. They break like glass." Hcrr 
Iiowe protested it was not proved tliev 
were his guns. It must be remembered 
that there ore -ISIi.OOO Lowe suns in the 
Geniinu army. This is terribly awkward 
for the government, which is lmmid by 
necessity to dn everything to hush up 
the scjiid.il. The Ahlwanlt trial will 
raise doubts in tho mind of a large sec- 
tion of the Gentian nation, not particu- 
larly as regards the Ixiwc ctins.1ntt about 
all guns manufactured for the army. 
Ahlwanlt himself, is nobody, hut the 
enormous machinery of the law is brought 
to bear against him.

She took the resolution 1 to go and see 
the Governor, and told him all her 
story. "Sit down there and write, 
replied the General, pointing to a 
writing table. The trembling woman 
took her seat and wrote from the 
General's dictation a long supplication 
"Now address it and wait for me in 
the nest room." . ■ 

Two or three minutes afterwards 
the woman was recalled, and "the 
General gaye into her hands a sealed 
letter saying to her: "Take this let- 
ter to the head constable, take care 
not to open it, and come back to" see 
me soon as you have the reply?' A 
week passed, at the end of which 
the woman went to the .palace again, 
but this time joyfully; her pension 
bad been granted to her, . and sue 
thanked the Governor with joy. "It 
is useless to thank me, I am nothing 
in the affair," and he immediately 
gave the following order: "The head of 
thepoliceat Kieff is dismissed from 
his post and sent into exile. The 
reason, because he granted a demand 
after receiving a sum of money for so 
doing." In the letter which the widow 
had written to the head of the police 
General Wahl had, " unknown to her 
slipped a banknote for twenty-five 
rubies, which accounted for her sup- 
plication being granted.

The ruby, the sapphire, the 
oriental emerald, the oriental topaz, 
the oriental amethyst, the oriental 
aqua marine, the oriental chrysolite, 
the hyacinth and other preciouB 
stones are all alumina, t the varieties 
of color being caused by inappreciable 
quantities of metallic oxides — Detroit 
1'ree Press.

The total vote for presidential elect- 
ors was 207,730, an increase of 0.H2 over 
tbe Toto of 1888. Of these the Republicans 
received 122,730: Democrats, 1OO.B70; fu- 
sion, 107,077; Populists, 30,308. and Prohibi- 
tion, 14,017. Tbht gives a Republican plu-, 
rallty of 1&.G50 and elects the entire Repub- 
lican ticket. The fusion candidates only re- 
ceived 6,408 more votes than the regular 
Democratic, and as the Populist vote was 
30,308 the figures show that 1*3,000 votes 
were lost to the fusion candidates In some 
manner. 

The total vote for governor was £0o,&W. or 
11,800 below tbe presidential vote. Of tbese 
Nelson, Itepubllcan, received 100,203; I«aw- 
ler, Democrat. 04,084; Donnelly, Populist, 
39,784; Dean. Prohibition. 12,lb7, giving Nel- 
son 14,i»2l plurality.

Commissioner Demerswas our in- 
formant in the matter: 

My attention has been called to 
an article published in the Red 
l.ake Falls Gazette in which it is 
made to appear that I have misrep- 
resented the facts relative to the 
amount due the State of Minnesota 
by the County on account of the 
seed-grain 103ns of 18S3 as being be- 
tween four or five thousand dollare 
instead of 1954. S7 dollars as quoted 
by the above mentioned paper- 
The facts in the case arc these: 
There is due the County by indivi- 
duals on seed-grain loans at the 
present time an amount of 
$2000 in round figures an$ 
County is indebted to the sta 
the same extent on account of \ 
cipal, besides about S3600 clue as 
interest on bond issued by the 
County to secure the payment to 
these seed-grain loans. So when I 
informed the County Board of onr 
County's iudebtedness to the State, 
to be an amount slightly in excess 
of £4000, I simply stated the naked 
truth. The County has no other 
alternative than to pay its obliga- 
tions and it has to meet theui by a 
levy to be cxtcndctl this year. It 
hasalways been my custom when 
acting as clerk of the Board or 
otherwise, to furnish as complete a 
statement as is obtainable from the 
records of the office, but it would 
certainly not have been an openand 
true statement if I had given the 
amount of principal only, and omit- 
ted to mention the amount of inter- 
est which forms as much of an in- 
debtedness, as the principal in real, 
ity docs.

At one. of the Marshall islands. three 
Spanish soldiers deserted and escaped. 
They were secreted and' fd at native' 
houses for a couple of months. One 
night they arose and butchered everyone 
in the house. No one knew the rea'sOn 
why, but a llttl while after that three 
more Spaniards were found by .the na- 
tives and killed. I heard . afterwards 
that the three Spaniard murderers were 
captured and executed." Mr. Duncan 
says that the natives of Ponople are 
openly opposed to a Spanish ruler. There 
are no missionaries there, the Spanish 
having driven them all off. The Ger- 
mans at Juluit have also driven ofiVthe 
native teacher, whom the Morning Star 
took early in the year. !

St Louis, May C— A local paper eays 
that another beer war ia oh, and the late 
local war promises to be but a shadowy 
reminiscence when compared with It 
This time it Is between the Milwaukee 
brewers and tha St Louis, brewers, and 
is the result of an agreement between 
the local brewers that no saloon propri- 
etors In this city be allowed to buy beer 
from any brewery, other than the one 
they were dealing with at the time the 
agreement was made without the consent 
of the former. All the brewers pledged 
themselves to this sgreement and prom* 
ised to stand by it for the space of three 
years. This Immediately aroused a 
rumpus among the saloonkeepers, and 
they appealed to Milwaukee, who re- 
sponded by sending an agent here and 
establishing headquarters, A private can* 
cus of. saloonkeepers was held yesterday 
and ten of them pledged themselves to 
and the Schlitx brewery of Milwaukee. 
As a special Inducement to Sr. Louis 
saloon proprietors -the Milwaukee firm- 
has offered 30 to 33 cents rebate on the 
barrel, while the local brewers offer but" 
25 cents. Local brewers swear revenge, 
and a prominent brewer Is authority for 
the statement thnt Anhcimer-Busch and 
W, B. Lemp will be makinc arrauge- 
ments to open agencies in Milwaukee in 
retaliation for the step taken by them. 

Weatcrn Farm Uorta~aa*e** 

Now Yotk, May 5.— Edward Atkinson 
waB in the dty yesterday and to a re- 
porter he gave some r inf orraatioa concern- 
ing Western farm mortgages that will be 
interesting to capitalists and investors. 
Mr. Atkinson has paid particular atten- 
tion to the Investigation of this question 
and the results of his researches show 
that Western fanners are not incumbered 
ao heavily with mortgaces aa haa been 
believed by people here. He Bays that more 
than one half of the Western farms are 
free of any mortgage of any kind. Less 
than one-half are subjected to mortgages. 
The nmonnt of the mortgage taken as a 
whole ia leas than one-half of the mort- 
gaged \land. Half the money, loaned on 
mortgages has been lent by citi- 
zens ' of • the same atoto In which 
the mortgaged farms are. The Indebted-' 
ness on mortgages of Western farmers to 
Eastern capitalists, or others, who do not 
dwell In the states. Is less than 12 1-2 per 
cent of the true value of the farm lands 
in the states named. The Western farm- 
er Is. to a greater extent a creditor than 
he is a debtor, and one of the causes of 
the. recent embarrassment of - what are 
called "mortgage securities companies" 
are. that the farmers who owued*govero* 
ment lands have lately been able, to get 
money at so much lower rates than those 
they formerly paid as to have tempted 
mortgage , companies to loan money on 
speculative investments having no connec- 
tion with farms of any kind. These facta 
have an Important bearing on the mone- 
tary question. The'- solid sense of the 

rosperous farmera of the West la now 
.4- Ing exerted and will firm an Important 
factor in determining the quality of the 
money; ^rhich these creditors mean to main- 
tain.- 



BTe*rlatff a Crisis. 

Berlin, May 6.-tfhe excitement at the 
reichstag surpasses anything witnessed 
there since the last boors before the dis- 
solution on tho septennate In 1887. The 
government has been scurrying hither 
and thither for votes and the deputies 
have, been too uneasy to remain in. the 
house. The- corridors and the lobbies 
have been throaged with groups la eager 
conversation. The speakers have talked 
to empty benches. 

Frelherr vo.i Huene has not relaxed 
his efforts to help the chancellor, despite 
the action of his party caucus. He sp- 
peored In the lobby in the afternoon, 
holding in his hand the copy of a new 
amendment proposed by Maj. Hlnxe, the 
dissident Radical At once he was the ^ 
center of a group of Conaervative depu- 
ties, upon whom bo exhausted hla elo- 
quence to secure their aupport of a clause 
making a mandatory provision for the 
two year term for all branches of the 
service. The amendment was not re- 
ceived enthusastically by the Conserva- 
tives. A few minutes later Dr. von 
Boetticher hastened into the lobby with 
a large group of Conservatives In tow. 
He.too, was arriving to make converts 
to the Hlnxe amendment. As he passed 
with his following Herr von Koaslol- 
Kossdelaki, leader ot the Poles, remarked 
sneeringly: "There goes Boetticher of- 
fering the bill for sale to the highest 
bidder." 

The bitterness of the opposition Cler- 
icals Increases hourly. The leader of 
the Bavarian Clericals said to the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent this afternoon 
that if tho bill should be passed with the 
assistance of tho Prussian Clericals, the 
Bavarian members would aummon im- 
mediately a caucus in Begensburg. They 
would there declare their secession from 
the Clerical party and establish a political 
organization of Bavarian Clericals who 
would co-operate with the Wurtem- 
bergers,. Alsatians, nestphauana, Bhiae- 
landers and .friendly Fmauans to resist 
the overreaching projects ofw militariun. 
It was said the division on the bill will 
probably be taken on Monday. The gov- 
ernment apparently Is gaining strength, 
although the event of the vote is still 
uncertain. Three Alsatians who bad pro- 
claimed their intention to opopse the com- 
promise hare left the dty for home and 
will not return until after the division.

The general tendency of prices of com- 
modities in all lines continues downward, 
Bessemer pigs and billets being off 50® 
75c each. Exports of wheat from both 
coasts of the United States aggregate 
2,775,000 bushels tins week, a trifle more 
than the quantity sent out last week, 
but 225,000 bushels less than la the week 
before that In the first week of May, 
1892, like exports aggregated 4,000.000 
buahels. but In almllar weeks in three 
preceding years the totals were smaller . 

Stocks of 
available wheat in the United States and 
Canada decreased 9,000,000 bushels dur- 
ing April, but Incressed 8,000.000 bushels 
sfloat for Europe and In Europe, leaving 
a total net decrease here afloat for Eu- 
rope and In Europe during April of about 
6.000,000 bushels, about one-third the 
decrease In April, 1802.

Chicago, May 0.— Jackson Park and 
all the bnlldlnga of the world's fair will 
be closed to visitors nest Sunday. Presi- 
dent Higginbothara authoriied the an- 
noancement to-day that the fair would 
not be open. ■ "Orders to open the ex- 
position on Sunday," he said, "have 
not been issued, and until they arc the 
gates will not be opened on that day." 

At the* meeting of the national com- 
missioners to-day the report of the ju- 
diciary committee on the fcliboeck reso- 
lution was adopted. By this it declared 
that the commission could not refer the 
Sunday closing problem to the local di- 
rectory. 

"Unless I receive orders to the con- 
trary," said Supperintendent of Admis- 
sions Tucker to-day, "I shall to-morrow 
night instruct the gatemen to go home 
and remain until Monday morning."

"A RESPECTABLE NUMBER." 

One of Pennarlrnnl-K Hlartacst 
ConrU Gives L«ffal Statu* to tho 
Phrase. 

"Eeverybody has at some time used 
or heard used the rather indefinite ex- 
pression of *a respectable number,' as 
applied, to some gathering or collec- 
tion of people," said a Philadelphia 
lawyer to a New York Sun man, "but 
I guess there are not many who know 
that a profound Judicial decision in one 
of the highest courts of Pennsylvania 
has fixed a precedent as to what may 
be legally considered a respectable 
number. The result of a lawsuit that 
involved the disposal of a good many 
thousands of dollars depended on the 
question of what constituted a respecta- . 
ble number. Charles Mc Mister, a very 
wealthy Phlladelphlan, who had a coun- 
try seat at the fashionable suburb, Tor- 
resdale, died In 18SL The Fidelity 
Trust company was the executor of 
his estate under his will. Mr. Mc- 
AUster was a devout Presbyterian and 
he bequeathed a valuable piece of 
ground at Torresdalc, *|5,000 toward 
building a Presbyterian church upon 
it and $5,000 a year for the income of 
a pastor to preach in the church; the 
provisions of the will to be carried 
out by the trust company as his exec- 
utor, whenever a respectable number 
of persons should get together to form 
the nucleus of a congregation. . Seven- 
teen persons got 'together as this nu- 
cleus and called upon the trust com- 
pany to pay over the money and exe- 
cute its trust The trust company re- 
fused to hand over the money or take 
any action In the matter, on the ground 
that seventeen persons were not a re- 
spectable number within the meaning 
of the will. Suit was brought against 
the company as executor of the -McAl- 
Ister estate and it waa tried before 
Judge Allison; one of the most learned 
Judges of the state. He decided that 
seventeen was legally a respectable 
number, and ordered the trust com- 
pany to carry out the provisions of 
the will In the matter of the Torres- 
dale church and tho annual payment 
of $5,000 for the pastor. Whether 
any less than seventeen would have 
been a respectable number the opinion 
did not decide.

WATERWAYS OF ARIZONA. 

Mnrrels of Enfflneerlnv Skill Cut 
Out of Sanr Feat of Solid Roclc 

The largest and likewise the best 
preserved of the -waterways was taken 
out of the Salt river on the south side, 
near the mouth of the Verde, and, as 
described by the Calif ornlan, ia a mar- 
vel of engineering skill. For three and 
one-half miles it passes through an 
artificial gorge hi the Superstition 
mountains, cut out of the solid rock 
to ihe depth of 100 feet After the 
Mountains are passed it divides Into 
four branches, the longest of which 
measures more, than forty miles, while 
nil four aggregate a length of 120 utiles, 
Independent of the smaller ditches by 
which water was distributed over the 
soil. Except in rare Instances these 
smaller ditches have been filled, and 
in that portion of the desert are ob- 
scured by the sandstorms that prevail; 
but tho larger one la perfectly distinct, 
and pwaurea sixty-four feet lu width 
with an average depth of twelve feet 
Through this way. the water for tho 
support of the cities between the Salt 
and GUa rivers was conveyed, and 1,000 
square miles or country, now destitute 
of all vegetation except the Sahuara 
and an occasional polo verde, was Irri- 
gated by It This canal reached to 
within a . sUfrt distance of the Gila 
river, and the water was taken from 
the river Salt for the apparent reason 
that at this 'point the north bank of the 
Gila was so high that they were unable 
to reach, the currant with a canal, and 
they evidently knew of no way to raise 
the water to the letel of the ■urround- 
thf country. This part of the desert

A MIND READER. 

A nnsalan Dog: Which Com Into

An- 
other test consisted in laying several 
cubes with figures on them In a certain 
order in a closed box. At the same 
time several pieces of paper were put 
upon, the floor bearing like numbers 
on each. The dog was then called 
in and required to place the pieces 
of paper In the same order as the 
cubes were laid In the closed and 
sealed, box.

This finally re- 
sults In the formation of the red day 
deposits that are considered character- 
istic of the- profonndest depths of the 
ocean. Carbonate of : lime, which, in- 
the form of the shells of foramlnlfera, 
makes up so large a part of the globi- 
gerlna ooze, is here almost entirely ab- 
sent.' Sea wnter-Is very nearly a uni- 
versal solvent, and before any shell, 
large or small, reaches -the bottom of 
these tremendous abysms it is chem- 
ically eaten up, literally dissolved— a re- 
sult which the enormous pressure of 
thewster must materially hasten. At 
llOOO fathoms the weight of the water 
pressing on all sides of an object Im- 
mersed to that depth Is nearly one ton 
to/the square Inch, or more than 100 
timeavthat .sustained at the sea level, 
afld atlhe greatest depths the pressure
